Colonel  Henry  Bouquet  laid  the  foundations  of  his  renutation 
as  a military  organizer  and  wilderness  campaigner  during  the  years 
1758  and  1759 , the  period  covered  by  Series  21657  of  his  papers.  As 
chief  aide  to  Brigadier  Ceneral  John  Forbes  during  the  1758  campaign 
against  the  French  at  Fort  Duquesne,  his  duties  and  responsibilities 
were  vastly  increased  by  Forbes's  serious  illness.  Bouquet's  patient 
determination  overcame  all  obstacles.  He  directed  the  building  of  the 
great  "Forbes'  Road"  over  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  through  an  almost 
trackless  wilderness.  He  organized  the  gathering  and  the  transportation 
of  supplies,  surmounting  the  endless  delays  of  the  provincials  and  their 
reluctance  to  serve  the  government.  He  supervised  the  building  of 
frontier  posts  along  the  line  of  communications  from  Carlisle  to  the 
Ohio.  The  final  advance  of  an  overwhelming  English  force  within 
striking  distance  of  Fort  Duquesne  forced  the  French  to  destroy  it  and 
retreat  to  Fort  Machault . The  English  occupied  the  ruined  fort  on 
November  24,  1758.  Bouquet's  careful  preparations  for  the  advance  were 
largely  responsible  for  this  success. 

t During  1759,  Colonel  Bouquet  was  entrusted  with  most  of  the 

details  of  consolidating  and  strengthening  the  English  position  in 
western  Pennsylvania . Had  he  been  an.  English  subject,  he  would  un- 
doubtedly have  been  named  to  succeed  Forbes,  when  the  general  died  on 
Marqh  11,  1759.  Brigadier  Ceneral  John  Stanwix,  Forbes's  successor, 
continued  to  rely  on  Bouquet.  The  supervision,  provision,  and  manage- 
ment of  the  lengthy  system  of  forts,  including  Forts  Bedford,  Loudoun, 
Lif-onier,  Cumberland,  and  Pitt,  was  the  main  concern  of  Bouquet  in  his 
letters  of  1759. 

Series  21652  begins  with  a letter  to  Ceneral  Forbes  announcing 
his  arrival  at  New  York  from  South  Carolina  on  April  19,  1758.  The 
letters  then  continue  at  short  intervals  to  July  15,  1758,  when  there 
is  a six  weeks'  rap.  Most  of  them  are  written  to  General  Forbes,  and 
are  in  French.  They  deal  with  the  obtaining  of  wagons  and  supplies, 
the  movement  of  troops,  reconnoitering  the  country,  and  relations  with 
the  Indians. 

The  letters  resame  on  September  4,  with  a lengthy  description 
of  his  critical  position  at  Loyalhanna  (later,  Fort  Lironier),  and  of 
his  difficulties  in  obtaining  wagoners . There  is  a copy  of  a letter 
from  Major  Grant  to  General  Forbes,  describing  his  defeat  and  capture 
at  Fort  Duquesne.  There  is  another  gap  following  September  24,  when 
a letter  of  thanks  was  sent  to  the  French  commander  for  his  considerate 
treatment  of  the  English  prisoners.  The  next  letter  is  dated  December 
^ 3>  1758,  and  describes  the  capture  of  Fort  Duquesne. 

The  rest  of  the  series  is  made  up  of  letters  to  subordinates, 
beginning  with  a letter  to  Colonel  Hugh  Mercer,  December  26,  1758,  and 
ending  with  a letter  to  Captain  Sinclair,  December  29,  1759.  There  are 
also  various  memoranda  and  documents  scattered  throughout  the  series.

of  Robert  Callender,  mentioned  on  page  278.  Bouquet's  re- 
maining papers,  after  his  death,  came  into  the  possession  of  Colonel 
Hr'.ldimand , his  friend  and  executor,  and  vrere  given  by 
Haldimand' 3 heirs  to  the  3ritish  Museum,  together  with  Haldimand's 
' * v'crs.  For  this  reason  the  Bouquet  Papers  arc  sometimes  listed 

as  part  of  the  Haldimand  Collection. 


Boucuet ' s letter  books  for  1757  and  1758,  covering  his 
service  in  Couth  Carolina,  form  Series  21631  and  21632.  His  military 
accounts  for  South  Carolina  are  in  Ceries  21633.  Series  21634  is  his 
correspondence  vrith  Sir  Jeffery  Amherst,  and  Series  21635  is  made  up 
of  governmental  instructions  to  Sir  Jeffery  Amherst.  Bouquet's 
correspondence  with  General  Gage  is  in  Series  21636  and  21637.  Series 
2163J  is  composed  of  correspondence  with  Generals  Gtanvix,  Gage, 
Monckton,  and  others,  1759-1/65*  Series  21639  is  his  correspondence 
”ith  Sir  John  St.  Clair  and  Captain  James  Sinclair,  1753-1763;  and 
Series  21640  is  correspondence  r,ith  the  Carl  of  Loudoun  and  Brigadier 
General  Forbes.  Bouquet's  letters  to  and  from  Colonel  George  Washinp- 
ton  in  1753  form  Series  21661.  The  correspondence  of  Captain  Lewis 
Curry  is  in  Series  21642. 


'"ries  21643  to  21651  are  letters  to  Colonel  Bouquet  from 
various  persons,  his  general  incoming  correspondence  from  1754  to 
1765.  His  general  outroing  correspondence  is  in  Series  21652  and 
21653.  There  are  miscellaneous  accounts  and  returns  in  Series  21654, 
and  paoers  relating  to  Indian  affairs  in  Series  21655.  Series  21656 
has  public  orders  issued  by  Amherst  and  Bouquet,  and  Series  21657 
has  reneral  and  regimental  orders.  Series  2*1658  is  made  up  of 
miscellaneous  papers;  Series  21659  is  the  cash  book  for  the  South 
Carolina  campaign-  and  series  21660  is  an  inventory  of  Bououet's 
belonginrs  made  after  his  death  at  Pensacola,  Florida,  September  2, 
1765. 


Photostatic  reproductions  of  the  Bouquet  Papers,  borrowed 
rom^  the  Library  of  Congress , were  carefully  cooied,  and  checked, 
he  handwritten  copy  was  typewritten,  and  the  typed  copy  rechecked 
against  the  original.  Finally,  before  any  mimeographing  was  done, 
the  handwritten  copy  and  the  typed  copy  ’••rere  carefully  compared, 

'"•7  ■ ‘■ri  w.ion  or  doubtful  reading  rechecked  against  the  original 
ostats . It  is  honed  that  this  repeated  checking  will  have  re- 
duced the  number  of  errors  to  a minimum. 


Great  care  has  been  taken  to  make  a faithful  reproduction 
original,  bearing  in  mind  the  limitations  of  typewritten 
manuscript  material.  For  example,  it  is  not  possible  to 
■ typed  versions  of  drafts  for  letters,  all  the  insertions 
bet  cen  . ..  lines  and  in  the  margins;  they  must  be  rearranged  and 

uniform  lines.  However,  when  words  have  been  crossed 


out  or  changed  in  the  original,  a line  is  drawn  through  these  words  in 
the  typed  version;  it  is  thus  possible  to  see  both  the  original  and  the 
revised  version  of  the  letters.  Occasionally,  the  omission  of  a para- 
graph is  indicated  by  one  or  t1rro  diagonal  lines,  as  it  was  on  the 
original. 


The  capitalization,  spelling,  grammar,  and  punctuation  are  the 
same  as  in  the  original,  so  far  as  is  -humanly  oossible.  When  illegible 
or  almost  illegible  words  could  be  determined  with  some  degree  of 
certainty,  they  are  included  in  brackets,  T-Hien  there  was  some  doubt, 
a question  mark  follows.  When  a word  or  words  must  be  entirely  omitted 
because  it  was  illegible,,  this  is  shown  bv  a line  of  dots  in  brackets, 
or  by  an  explanation  in  brackets.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  indicate 
misspelled  words  or  grammatical  errors  by  the  use  of  sic;  they  are  too 
numerous.  When  there  was  doubt  whether  a punctuation  mark  was  actually 
a comma  or  period,  colon  or  semicolon,  dash  or  period,  the  most  likely 
one  was  chosen. 

The  description  of  the  letters  as  autograph  letters,  drafts, 
etc.,  is  intended  more  as  a tentative  suggestion  than  as  a final  deter- 
mination of  their  character.  Exhaustive  research  and  a study  of  the 
handwriting  would  undoubtedly  result  in  some  changes.  In  all  cases, 
they  are  the  obvious  descriptions,  made  conservatively. 

The  names  of  senders  or  recipients  of  letters  have  been 
bracketed  in  the  headings  when  there  was  any  doubt  as  to  their  identi- 
fication. Dates  missing  in  the  headings  of  letters  have  been  supplied 
in  brackets,  ’when  they  could  be  determined.  The  dates  in  parentheses 
at  the  top  of  the  pages  are  intended  as  a help  in  using  the  volume. 

The  index  is  intended  to  cover  only  the  proper  names,  the 
references  to  persons  and  places.  References  to  Bouquet  are  indexed 
only  when  they  appear  in  the  body  of  a letter.  The  table  of  contents 
makes  it  possible  to  locate  the  page  number  of  a letter  by  title,  date, 
or  folio  number.  The  chronological  arrangement  is  that  followed  in  the 
original  series.

As  I do  not  understand  Indian  affairs,  I have  taken  in  the 
Service  George  McGuy  a man  well  recommended  /tho’  perhaps  Disagreeable 
to  the  Commissioners/  I was  obliged  to  allow  him  12^*  this  Currency 
per  day  for  the  time  he  shall  be  employed:  we  can  not  do  without  him. 
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(May  22,  1758) 


Capt  Bosomworth  has  already  Sent  up  Trent  but  has  made  no 
agreement  wt^* 1  him. 

I shall  take  also  in  Pay  one  Black  Smith,  and  if  the  Master 
Carpenter  and  Ship  builder  is  not  up  by  this  time,  I beg  he  may  be 
Sent  to  me  as  Soon  as  possible  to  direct  the  Carpenters  of  the  Regiments. 

A Gun  Smith  has  already  been  Sent  to  Winchester,  there  will  be 
Work  for  another  at  Carlisle  or  Rays  Town  and  I shall  endeavour  to  have 
him,  for  the  reparation  of  the  arms  for  Indians. 

They  want  Still  a number  of  Light  fusifes , as  they  will  not  use 
heavy  Musquets , that  art.  will  bo  I suppose  difficult  to  provide. 

The  3 additional  Companies  have  here  300  bad  Pistols  if  Col. 
Montgomery  would  let  you  have  them.  I think  they  would  Suit  the  In- 
dians very  well.  The  Battoes  employed  for  the  Provisions  of  Fort 
Augusta  being  no  longer  wanted  there,  I have  ordered  them  at  Harris’s 
ferry,  for  the  Service  of  the  Troops  and  Provisions,  as  they  have  only 
two  Flatts  on  Each  Side  to  ferry  over  the  Waggons. 

I have  bought  here  a few  things  wanted  for  the  Construction  of 
the  forts,  which  will  be  paid  by  MT  Hoops,  as  Instrument  to  make 
Shingles,  Rope,  more  nails  &? 

The  Indians  Goods  Should  not  be  packed  up  in  So  large  Cases, 
they  break  all  to  Pieces  as  they  cannot  be  properly  placed  upon  the 
Waggons . 


I wish  the  Commissioner  would  establish  immediatly  the  Post 
between  Philad?  and  Rays  Town,  and  Send  their  Horses  and  Expresses  up 
without  delay. 

Serjeant  Morton  did  not  give  an  Invoice  of  the  different 
articles  to  Lieutt  Ourry:  We  have  it  only  for  The  Indian  Goods  and 

Tools,  but  nothing  for  the  6 Hogsheds  of  Rum.

Sir , 


I arrived  here  yesterday  morning.  The  Susquehanna  is  so  much 
swollen  by  the  latest  rains  that  it  took  nearly  three  days  to  get  30 
wagons  across,  with  much  trouble  and  danger.  The  creek  that  must  be 
crossed  before  reaching  Harris’s,  was  so  deep  that  all  the  baggage  was 
in  the  water.  I cannot  tell  yet  whether  the  powder  was  damaged  (9 
barrels  got  wet) . 

A couple  of  rafts  would  also  be  needed  to  carry  over  the  wagons 
at  Harris’s  Ferry,  but  we  have  neither  the  time  nor  the  workmen  to 
build  them. 


The  wagons  will  be  divided,  as  has  already  been  done,  to  cross 
on  the  different  ferries,  which  will  not  avoid  the  loss  of  much  time 
before  the  river  goes  down. 

Bird’s  battalion  has  not  yet  arrived;  I expect  it  within  two 
days.  It  is  impossible  to  make  any  plan  or  to  accomplish  anything 
with  these  troops  as  long  as  they  remain  under  the  direction  of  the 
Commissioners.  • 

I find  their  battalions  in  the  most  frightful  disorder.  Their 
guns  are  entirely  unfit  for  use,  more  than  three  fourths  unfit  to  fire, 
the  wood  in  pieces,  and  the  screw-plates  attached  to  the  guns  with 
string. 


They  have  no  tents,  neither  the  officers  nor  the  soldiers.  Not 
a single  kettle,  axe,  or  tomahawk.  No  ammunition  or  provisions,  and 
no  one  to  furnish  them.  Mr.  Hoops  is  obliged  to  feed  them,  and  keeps 
a separate  account  of  his  distributions. 

The  Commissioners  have  provided  nothing  for  the  wagons  used  in 
transporting  their  sick  and  their  baggage.  I have  had  the  officers 
give  notes  to  the  wagoners.  If  the  Commissioners  refuse  to  pay  them, 
these  men  will  be  discouraged  from  entering  the  service  voluntarily. 

It  seems  that  they  should  either  transport  the  officers’  baggage,  or 
give  them  the  baggage  money,  without  which  they  will  be  unable  to  march. 

You  can  judge  whether  I am  in  a position  to  take  post  at  Reas 
Town,  when  the  troops  are  without  arms  or  equipment.  However,  we  must 
advance,  because  the  wagons  will  be  here  the  1st,  2nd,  and  3rd  of  June, 
and  they  must  be  put  to  use. 
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I shBxl  provide  whatever  we  may  be  in  need  of,  as  well  as  I can. 
I have  ordered  2C0  tin  kettles  at  Lancaster,  and  300  tomahawks  here  -- 
each  soldier  will  need  one,  as  we  have  no  bayonets  with  two  axes 
for  each  ccmpany  in  order  to  cut  wood  and  clear  the  ground  for  camp 

3 i t e s . 


Guns  are  the  only  article  I cannot  provide.  It  would  take  more 
than  three  months  to  repair  them,  and  still  they  would  be  worthless. 

The  new  guns  that  Bird  had  received,  burst;  and  not  a soldier 
dares  to  fire  them.  The  rest  are  old  rusty  muskets  as  heavy  as  two 
of  cur  guns.  If  runs  fit  for  service  are  not  provided  without  delay, 
we  shall  certainly  receive  a setback. 

There  are  a thousand  guns  at  Philadelphia;  and  there  could  not 
be  a more  urgent  occasion  to  use  them.  They  can  take  the  old  guns  to 
fill  up  their  arsenal. 


Monday  the  29th,  Armstrong  and  Bird  will  march  for  Fort  Loudoun 
and  Littleton,  to  which  we  will  move  the  stores;  but  I cannot  advance  a 
step  further  until  I receive  these  guns. 

I have  ordered  two  companies  of  new  recruits  from  this 
neighborhood  to  be  stationed  here,  and  serve  to  escort  provisions  to 
Shi ppensburg . 

I have  left  100  men  at  Harris’s  ferry,  who  ought  to  be 
relieved  by  the  new  companies  of  Ashton  and  Singleton,  which  are  filled; 
and  I have  written  to  these  captains  to  ask  their  soldiers  to  bring 

arms,  which  I would  have  valued  and  paid  for  by  the  government 
if  they  were  lost  in  the  service,  and  not  because  of  any  fault  or 
negligence  on  their  part. 

All  these  new  recruits  arc  getting  debauched  in  the  taverns. 

If  you  find  it  expedient  to  take  them  avay,  I believe  that  the  companies 
which  are  filled  should  go  to  Lancaster  end  form  a chain  as  far  as 
Carlisle,  where  they  can  easily  be  assembled  as  soon  as  tents  are 
procured;  and  the  best  men  can  be  chosen  to  fill  the  two  battalions  and 
march  ah^ad , using  the  rest  as  escorts  and  laborers. 

Since  it  is  uncertain  whether  we  shall  receive  guns,  wouldn’t 
you  think  it  proper  to  ask  all  who  have  them,  or  who  can  get.  them,  to 
them  on  the  above  conditions,  granting  them  payment  for  their  use 

after  the  campaign? 
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I wrote  to  Sir  John  St.  Clair  to  have  Washington’s  regiment 
march  to  Fort  Cumberland,  and  as  soon  as  we  are  able  to  advance  to 
Reas  Town,  400  men  of  that  corps  will  be  employed  in  cutting  the  road 
of  communication  between  these  two  posts,  and  will  come  to  join  us. 

I do  not  know  how  much  ammunition  there  is  at  Fort  Cumberland, 
but  I understand  that  there  was  a great  deal  used  everywhere,  and  that 
there  is  a lack  of  bullets  and  lead.  The  difference  in  caliber  of  the 
provincials’  guns  is  a great  inconvenience,  since  they  have  no  molds, 
and  our  bullets  cannot  be  used  in  them. 

Col.  Armstrong  believes  that  we  may  soon  be  attacked.  The 
French  have  now  gathered  all  their  Indians  together;  and  for  lack  of 
food  and  presents  to  give  them,  they  could  not  keep  them  inactive  very 
long,  and  would  be  obliged  to  march  against  us,  if  we  do  not  advance 
upon  them. 

I found  35  Cherokees  here;  there  are  25  more  who  went  out  on  a 
war  party  20  days  ago,  and  they  are  beginning  to  be  uneasy  about  them. 
This  party  had  a sergeant  and  some  soldiers  with  them,  whom  they 
compelled  to  return,  as  they  wished  to  be  alone. 

This  morning  I spoke  to  their  chiefs,  and  put  them  into  a very 
good  humor.  Smallpox  is  prevalent,  and  for  their  safety  I tried  to 
persuade  them  to  go  to  Shippensburg , but  they  did  not  wish  to  leave 
until  their  party  had  returned. 

Those  in  Shippensburg  behaved  very  badly,  seizing  the  presents 
by  force.  Everything  is  settled,  and  Captain  Bosomworth  is  giving  you 
an  account  of  it.  I have  sent  provisions  for  the  500  that  Sir  John  has 
had  march  to  that  post.  I shall  have  much  trouble  feeding  them  for 
want  of  wagons  until  ours  arrive.  The  sheriff  of  Carlisle  is  an  idler. 

I put  him  to  work  impressing  all  the  wagons  of  the  neighborhood,  I beg 
you  to  complain  about  him  to  the  Governor.  All  these  village  magistrates 
deserve  to  be  reprimanded  for  their  slackness,  and  for  making  no  use 
of  their  authority. 

The  roads  between  Lancaster  and  Harris’s  ferry  are  very  bad. 

I have  made  sharp  complaints  about  them  to  the  magistrates  of  Lancaster. 

I hope  that  they  will  have  them  repaired  and  widened.

The  bad  humor  of  the  Cherokees  makes  a council  with  their 
chiefs  indispensable.  I should  like  to  have  your  orders  in  that  regard, 
but  this  matter  is  so  urgent  that  I shall  be  obliged  to  call  them 
together  at  Fort  Loudoun  next  Thursday.  I shall  try  to  arrange  some 
settlement  with  them  in  regard  to  the  parties  they  are  to  send  out, 
and  devise  means  for  getting  prisoners. 

They  must  advance  with  us  toward  Reas  Town  to  protect  us 
while  that  post  is  being  built. 

As  soon  as  I get  there,  I shall  have  the  terrain  reconnoitered 
where  the  ne y road  is  to  run.  The  men  who  know  it  best  believe  that 
it  must  be  made  to  fall  lower  than  the  forks. 

The  party  of  Indians  who  were  sent  in  pursuit  of  the  enemies 
who  committed  the  last  outrages,  returned  too  soon  without  accomplishing 
anything.  They  found  the  track,  and  one  child  killed  and  scalped;  but 
as  the  land  was  rocky  and  mountainous,  they  could  not  follow  their 
footprints.  Since  the  infantry  escorts  march  too  slowly,  I could  wish 
that  you  would  send  me  some  of  your  light  cavalry.  We  can  no  longer 
move  a step  without  an  escort,  as  there  are  several  small  parties  of 
enemy  Indians  all  around  us.  I shall  give  them  chase,  as  soon  as  I 
can  dispose  of  our  indocile  brothers. 

The  difficulties  of  the  ferries,  and  the  mountainous  road 
between  Loudoun  and  Littleton,  will  oblige  us  to  divide  the  wagons 
into  units  of  30  instead  of  40,  appointing  temporary  wagon  masters 
for  each  division. 

Bird’s  battalion  lost  several  men  by  desertion.  I believe 
it  7/ill  be  necessary  for  you  to  have  a bulletin  printed,  to  inform 
every  individual  of  the  penalties  inflicted  by  the  Act  of  Parliament 
against  Karbourers , &c. 

I have  sent  a notice  to  all  the  ferries  not  to  transport  any 
man  suspected  of  belonging  to  the  army,  unless  he  has  a passport; 
and  offering  20  shillings  sterling  for  each  deserter  who  is  arrested. 

As  soon  as  the  provincials  are  assembled,  I shall  inform  them 
of  the  articles  of  war,  with  the  assurance  of  being  hung  without  mercy 
if  they  desert . 

Whisky  will  be  just  as  good  for  the  laborers  as  rum.  While 
awaiting  your  orders,  I have  instructed  Mr.  Hoops  to  send  me  20 
hogsheads  of  it,  at  2 shillings  per  gallon. 
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I am  too  far  away  from  Sir  John  to  get  money;  I beg  you  to  send 
the  paymaster  or  one  of  his  men  in  order  to  pay  for  the  wagons  and 
other  expenses,  I am  expecting  Rhor 'within  two  days.  At  Lancaster 
he  will  have  met  Ensign  Heydeler  of  the  Provincials,  who  has  served  5 
years  in  the  artillery  at  Woolwich.  I have  ordered  him  to  bring  the 
two  6-pounders,  with  all  their  train.  Mr.  Hoops  will  furnish  him  with 
horses;  and  he  will  have  the  necessary  escorts. 

Sir  John  had  ordered  a quantity  of  hay  for  Shippensburg , As  I 
see  no  necessity  for  making  such  a great  outlay  for  carting,  I have 
countermanded  it,  as  there  is  enough  grass  everywhere.  However,  if 
you  think  we  ought  to  have  some,  I beg  you  to  give  me  your  orders. 

Col.  Armstrong  tells  me  that  you  have  given  Captain  Callender 
the  contract  for  pack  horses.  He  is  a very  useful  man  because  of  his 
knowledge  of  the  country;  and  I am  very  glad  for  him  to  have  some 
profit,  providing  he  does  not  interfere  personally;  but  it  will  be  time 
enough  to  consider  that  when  you  have  us  move  from  Reas  Town.  The 
provincial  soldiers  who  have  been,  in  the  service  of  the  Indian  traders, 
will  be  well  suited  to  load  and  conduct  the  horses. 

No  news  from  the  frontiers.  You  see  in  what  a situation  our 
affairs  are.  I have  never  seen  anything  worse.  Unless  you  persuade 
the  Commissioners  to  abandon  their  lethargy;  or  unless  you  yourself 
attend  to  putting  their  troops  into  condition  for  service,  we  cannot 
hope  for  any  success. 

The  men  are  very  good,  but  we  need  arms  and  ammunition 
immediately. 

I hope  that  the  express  has  been  arranged  for. 

I am  with  the  greatest  respect,

P.S.  The  Americans  will  be  here  Saturday.  I shall  keep  them  here 
until  further  orders.  I despair  of  being  able  to  send  you  the  detailed 
report  of  what  these  men  need.  They  do  not  know  either  the  number  of 
their  men  here,  nor  what  they  need.  We  shall  have  a very  fine  army 
here.  Their  slowness  in  everything  will  be  the  death  of  me.

[TRAN SLAT  I ON] 


Sir, 


Civil  authority  is  so  completely  nonexistent  in  this  county 
that,  after  all  the  efforts  I have  made  for  four  days,  I have  been 
able  to  obtain  only  8 wagons  up  to  the  present  time.  As  the  farmers 
ignored  the  orders  of  the  sheriff  end  his  constables,  I appealed  in 
writing  yesterday  to  the  magistrates  for  press  warrants.  You  will 
find  their  reply  enclosed. 

I had  them  summoned,  and  insisted  that  instead  of  prayers  and 
exhortations  they  give  good  warrants  in  conformity  with  the  last  act 
of  the  assembly.  They  asked  for  time  to  deliberate,  and  after 
thinking  it  over  carefully,  they  told  me  they  would  send  press 
warrants  by  the  constables,  which  the  countrymen  have  refused  to 
obey.  Messrs.  West  and  Atrich  still  wished  to  dissuade  me  from 
sending  out  soldiers;  but  as  there  would  be  no  more  government  if 
civil  authority  is  not  respected,  I ordered  them  to  send  three 
constables  with  orders,  in  case  of  refusal,  to  seize  the  persons 
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of  the  said  countrymen,  and  I had  each  warrant  backed  by  an  officer 
and  20  soldiers  of  the  provincial  troops,  with  orders  to  act  with  ail 
the  moderation  and  prudence  that  the  circumstances  would  permit.  I 
am  hoping  to  get  at  last  the  25  wagons  I have  asked  for,  and  that  I 
will  be  able  to  furnish  provisions  to  the  Cherokees  and  the  garrison 
of  Fort  Littleton,  where  they  have  had  nothing  but  flour  for  two  days. 

I had  the  cattle  taken  to  Shippensburg  and  Fort  Loudoun  for 
the  Indians,  as  well  as  14  wagons  — 6 from  Lancaster  left  this 
morning  with  provisions.  These  people  seem  so  obstinate  and  so 
unfriendly,  the  magistrates  are  so  weak  and  so  afraid  of  displeasing 
the  country  folk,  that  the  service  which  may  depend  on  them  will  be 
totally  neglected  as  soon  as  I have  gone. 

I believe  that  Sir  John  would  be  needed  to  dispatch  the  convoys 
to  Fort  Littletown,  whence  I will  forward  them  to  the  post  of  the 
Juniata  and  Reas  Town,  as  soon  as  I receive  arms  and  kettles. 

The  two  battalions  of  the  province  ought  to  be  put  in  order. 
Everything  is  still  in  great  confusion,  and  nothing  else  can  be 
expected  from  a troop  which  is  always  separated,  and  most  of  whose 
officers  have  no  notion  of  the  service. 

Burd  arrived  yesterday.  The  men  are  very  good,  but  the  guns, 
as  I have  informed  you,  are  for  the  most  part  unfit  for  use.  As  soon 
as  they  are  a little  settled,  they  will  march  to  Fort  Loudoun. 

Armstrong  is  leaving  tomorrow  for  Littleton.  I have  been 
obliged  to  give  them  a part  of  the  kettles  intended  for  the  Indians, 
which  will  be  replaced  by  those  I am  expecting  from  Lancaster.  They 
will  repair  the  roads  which  are  bad  beyond  Shippensburg. 

I have  been  obliged  to  send  an  order  to  Captain  Hunter  near 
York,  for  him  to  march  with  his  company  which  is  filled  to  Teaves 
ferry,  in  order  to  supply  guards  for  the  cattle,  and  escorts  for  the 
wagons  which  cross  there. 

Fortunately,  the  500  Cherokees  have  not  yet  arrived  at 
Shippensburg.  They  would  have  risked  going  unfed  because  of  the 
perversity  of  these  people.

(May  29,  1758) 

Captain  Bosomworth  has  gone  to  await  then  there.  This  delay 
will  give  me  tine  to  receive  your  orders  about  the  conference  with 
their  chiefs,  in  which  I would  propose  three  principal  points: 

To  persuade  then  by  convincing  reasons  to  wait  without 
impatience  until  ell  the  preparations  for  the  expedition  are  made. 

Not  to  insist  on  presents  until  the  expedition  is  finished, 
because  they  would  be  only  a burden  to  warriors  who  should  be  loaded 
only  with  their  guns. 

Finally,  to  cooperate  with  us  in  the  necessary  arrangements 
for  the  safety  of  our  communications  by  apportioning  their  men  to 
the  posts  that  we  designate,  and  continually  sending  out  parties  to 
get  news  of  the  enemy,  and  to  try  to  take  prisoners. 

I had  a German  peasant  brought  here  who  was  taken  prisoner 
last  year,  and  taken  to  Venango,  etc.  I am  enclosing  his  deposition. 

The  man  is  very  stupid,  and  speaks  only  rude  German.  I did 
not  think  it  necessary  to  send  him  to  you.  He  is  almost  dead  of 
hunger,  having  lived  on  grass  for  several  days. 

I just  now  received  a letter  from  Mr.  Hoops  which  informs  me 
that  he  hopes  very  easily  to  obtain  the  180  wagons  I have  asked  from 
the  three  counties,  but  not  as  soon  as  I expected  them. 

This  man  is  very  energetic,  and  I am  well  satisfied  with  him. 

If  you  have  the  contract  for  the  provisions,  I beg  you  to  let 
mo  have  a copy  of  it.  The  flour  does  not  seem  to  be  all  of  the  same 
quality;  a part  is  what  is  called  Meal;  but  all  that  I have  seen  is 

good  of  its  kind. 

Here  there  is  a Mr.  Wood,  commissary  of  supplies,  who  has 
charge  of  the  stores. 

Captain  Young  will  finish  payinv  Surd's  battalion  tomorrow, 
and  will  leave  Wednesday  for  Harris's,  where  he  will  pay  the  boatmen. 
There  are  90  of  them.  It  would  be  convenient  to  keep  some  of  them 
to  be  used  on  the  ferries  until  the  troops,  supplies,  and  artillery 
have  crossed  the  river.  The  rest  would  make  good  men  to  load  and 
drive  the  pack  horses. 
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At  this  ferry  there  are  four  iron  4-pounder  cannon,  whose 
carriages  are  in  Philadelphia,  and  600  cannon  halls.  They  were 
intended  for  Fort  Augusta. 

I understand  that  this  fort  is  not  in  a condition  to  defend 
itself  with  the  snail  garrison  remaining  there.  It  is  a post  of 
very  great  importance,  and  one  not  readily  accessible  to  us.  It 
could  not  be  assisted  in  case  of  attack;  and  if  the  enemy  seized  it, 
it  could  ruin  us.  I beg  you  to  please  consider  whether  it  w:ould  not 
be  wise  to  reinforce  it  with  new  recruits,  and  to  send  a commander 
there  to  be  responsible  for  the  post. 

The  confidence  with  which  you  have  honored  me  makes  me  hope 
that  you  will  not  disapprove  of  my  taking  the  measures  which  seem 
necessary  for  the  good  of  the  service  in  urgent  cases,  without 
waiting  for  your  orders.  I was  obliged  to  take  upon  myself  today 
a very  delicate  matter,  which  would  not  permit  waiting  for  your 
reply.  If  I have  erred,  I hope  that  you  will  pardon  me  for  it 
because  of  the  motive  and  the  circumstances. 

I did  not  state  that  the  provincials  had  lost  men.  I believed 
this  might  be  some  deserters  from  the  regular  troops  who  feared  the 

junction  of  the  troops,  and  I was  the  more  convinced  of  it  when  our 

soldiers  recognized  several  of  them  who  had  remained.  As  the  number 
seemed  considerable  and  terror  began  to  prevail  among  them,  I was 
afraid  that  they  would  not  only  flee,  but  that  they  would  take  other 
soldiers  with  them. 

To  quiet  this  agitation,  I had  the  guns  taken  away  from  the 
two  battalions,  and  I promised  them  to  obtain  pardon  for  all  the 
deserters  who  would  immediately  declare  themselves,  and  that  they 
should  serv-j  this  campaign  in  the  corps  where  they  were.  About  20 

of  them,  presented  themselves,  not  counting  those  who  are  in  the 

detachments.  As  soon  as  I have  the  list  of  them  all,  I shall  send 
it  to  you,  so  that  you  may  have  the  kindness  to  confirm  this  pardon, 
which  had  a very  good  effect  and  spread  joy  everywhere.  I have  also 
found  some  deserters  from  Canada,  of  French  nationality.  I do  not 
think  these  men  can  be  trusted  very  much,  as  they  always  have  a 
fleur  de  lis  in  their  heart  or  on  their  shoulder.  It  would  be  as 
dangerous  to  send  them,  back  as  to  keep  them;  but  if  leave  were 
granted  those  who  wished  it,  the  worst  characters  would  go  away  and 
the  rest  could  be  kept. 
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Carlisle,  May  30,  1758 

The  chief  of  the  Catawbas  came  here  to  see  me  and  find  out 
if  77e  77ere  starting  to  move,  as  his  people  are  beginning  to  get 
impatient.  I showed  him  our  troops,  and  that  me  were  marching  to 
join  them.  He  promised  to  hold  his  men,  and  to  have  others  come. 

Col.  Burd  brought  a Mohawk  who  has  been  attached  to  him  for 
a long  time  and  follot/s  him  everywhere.  He  is  a man  of  whom  use  can 
be  made,  in  order  to  send  him  somewhere. 

Permit  me  to  repeat  that  I fear  for  Fort  Augusta.  If  that 
post  were  taken,  there  T;ould  be  an  outcry  against  us,  for  the  Quakers 
consider  it  the  key  of  the  province. 

Captain  Trump  who  commands  there  is  not  suitable  for  that 
duty.  The  garrison  of  130  men  is  made  up  of  the  worst  of  the 
battalion.  The  arms  are  worthless,  and  they  have  only  104  bullets. 

Experience  makes  me  feel  the  necessity  of  having  a good 
supply  of  shoes  for  the  army,  besides  the  3 pairs  which  each 
soldier  ought  to  carry  including  the  ones  on  his  feet.  The  dew 
in  the  woods  makes  the  leather  as  supple  as  old  linen,  and  as  the 
roads  ere  stony,  a pair  of  shoes  is  in  pieces  in  a week. 

The  provincials  have  no  medicine  chest,  and  no  arrangement 
for  transporting  their  tents  and  baggage;  and  the  officers  have 
neither  tents  nor  the  money  to  buy  them. 

I hired  a good  gunsmith  here  vjith  his  apprentice  at  one 
ecu  per  day,  a skillful  farrier  with  his  apprentice  at  one  ecu  per 
day  for  the  two.  That  will  suffice  for  the  present  with  the 
carpenter  who  is  coming  from  Philadelphia. 

There  are  several  parties  of  Cherokees  in  the  field,  some 
of  them  absent  for  6 weeks  in  the  neighborhood  of  Fort  Duquesne. 

They  hove  orders  from  Vfohabachu  • not  to  return  without  prisoners 
or  scalps.  The  party  from  here  has  not  yet  returned,  but  those 
who  remain  promise  to  go  with  me  and  are  still  well  disposed. 

I shall  go  to  Fort  Loudoun  as  soon  as  I see  our  convoys  on 
the  march  and  I am  sure  of  our  provisions. 
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I hope  that  you  will  finally  have  news  of  our  artillery. 

Rbor  was  so  busy  helping  me  that  he  could  not  send  Captain 
Gordon  the  returns  of  what  he  has  here.  I shall  write  to  him  at 
the  earliest  opportunity.

Col.  Burd  brought  a prisoner  here , Green,  a deserter  from 
his  regiment,  who  previously  deserted  from  Otisay  and  the  .Americans. 
He  seems  a good  one  to  make  an  example  of.

Carlisle,  May  30,  1758. 


Sir, 


After  I had.  closed  my  letter,  I received  the  enclosed  from 
Sir  John;  and  in  consequence  I am  sending  the  114  tents  to  Col. 
Pretters;  but  unless  1 receive  the  200  from  Philadelphia,  I cannot 
supply  the  other  five  companies  which  Sir  John  expects  to  send  to 
Shippensburg. 

Following  your  orders  enabling  me  to  make  use  of  Washington's 
regiment,  I had  written  tc  Sir  John  to  have  him  send  the  entire 
regiment  to  Fort  Cumberland,  to  leave  the  number  necessary  for  its 
defence  in  the  fort,  and  that  I would  send  orders  for  the  rest  to 
join  me,  cutting  the  road  from  Cumberland  to  Reas  Town  on  their  march 
This  seems  to  me  a still  better  arrangement.  My  express  left  4 days 
ago,  and  I have  not  yet  received  any  reply.  I wrote  again  today  to 
Sir  John  that  if  the  5 companies  and  that  of  the  artificers  intended 
for  Shippensburg  have  not  gone  when  he  receives  my  letter,  he  should 
have  them  march  to  Fort  Cumberland,  according  to  my  first  directions. 

To  avoid  any  confusion  in  orders  in  the  future,  permit  me  to 
ask  you  to  send  through  me  the  orders  you  may  find  it  necessary  to 
send  to  St.  Clair,  so  that  the  service  will  not  suffer.  The  bad 
conduct  of  the  Indians  in  Virginia  and  their  impatience  obliges  us 
to  advance  as  far  as  Reas  Town,  to  get  them  away  from  the  settlements 
That  makes  the  consignment  of  arms  for  the  provincials  still  more 
urgent . 


I shall  also  write  Sir  John  to  make  every  effort  to  persuade 
the  Indians  to  join  us  at  Fort  Loudoun,  where  I shall  try  to 
encourage  them  as  much  as  I can.

Jt  is  with  great  Satisfaction  that  I see  by  your  Letter  of  the 
31s_t  TJlt;  that  you  answer  the  Character  Col:  Armstrong  had  given  me  of 
you,  as  a man  of  Publick  Spirit,  and  Zealous  for  the  Good  of  the  Service, 
and  the  Prosperity  of  his  Country. 

I depend,  therefore,  on  your  Assistance,  to  spirit  up  the  People 
of  York  County,  where,  I know,  you  have,  a great  influence,  and  make 
them  Sensible  of  the  necessity  exerting  themselves  for  the  Success  of 
this  Expedition  upon  which,  the  very  being  of  this  Province  depends. 

Let  them  set  aside  all  Party’s  and  Dissentions,  ana  unanimously 
and  Chearfully  Join  their  best  endeavours,  to  ours,  for  the  Supporting 
and  Seconding  the  vigorous  measures  now  taken  by  his  Majesty,  for  their 
Defence  and  Safety. 

Having  received  the  Generals  Orders  to  take  Post  at  Reas  Town,  I 
required  Sixty  Waggons  from  your  County  (for  transporting  the  necessary 
magazines)  exclusive  of  those  to  be  contracted  for.

I have  the  honor  to  answer  your  two  letters  of  the  25th  and  29th 

of  May. 


The  returns  of  the  storehouses  at  Lancaster  and  Winchester  have 
reached  me,  with  the  list  of  what  had  been  entrusted  to  Quarter  Master 
Ourry. 


The  number  of  tents  which  were  missing  are  located.  Every  day 
I expect  the  200  others  from  Philadelphia. 

The  carpenters  have  arrived,  with  the  wagon  load  for  the  Indians 
which  was  sent  on  to  Captain  Bosomworth.  He  left  yesterday  with  the 
enclosed  instructions.  I do  not  hope  for  great  successes  in  that 
direction,  but  it  was  the  only  course  which  remained  to  be  taken. 

I do  not  know  anything  about  the  way  Indians  are  managed,  but  I 
believe  that  everything  concerning  them  should  be  turned  over  to  a 
single  person  who  would  account  to  you  for  all  of  it.  The  variety  of 
measures  which  have  been  taken  has  done  much  harm,  as  well  as  the 
presents  given  by  different  hands  and  in  different  places.  I think  we 
should  have  only  one  storehouse,  in  which  should  be  deposited  the 
presents  from  the  provinces  (if  they  give  any)  and  from  the  King;  and 
by  transporting  this  general  storehouse  to  the  place  where  it  is 
necessary  to  have  Indians,  it  seems  obvious  - judging  by  their 
greediness  - that  they  would  be  led  there  more  easily.  I should  not 
dare  recommend  anyone  in  such  a delicate  matter,  but  since  the  agents 
or  superintendents  are  leaving  you,  it  seems  to  me  that  you  will  be 
obliged  to  take  care  of  their  duties.  If  Bosomworth  succeeds  in 
retaining  the  Cherokees,  and  can  lead  them  to  Fort  Loudoun  or  Reas  Town, 
wouldn’t  he  be  more  suitable  than  Gist  to  manage  them  during  the 
campaign? 
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I have  Captain  Sullen,  chief  of  the  Catawbas,  here;  and  have 
adopted  him  as  my  son.  He  promises  that  his  men  will  not  leave  us. 

The  few  Cherokess  we  have  here  are  well  disposed,  as  well  as  Wohatchee, 
who  has  much  influence  among  them. 

Yesterday  evening  I received  a third  letter  from  Sir  John, 
dated  the  31st.  He  seemed  to  despair  entirely  of  keeping  any  Cherokee, 
except  those  brought  by  Col.  Bird;  but  I do  not  believe  that  we  may  be 
yet  reduced  to  that.  The  march  of  the  troops,  new  presents  waiting 
for  them,  and  the  200  that  the  Little  Carpenter  is  to  bring  will 
certainly  produce  a revolution  in  their  attitude. 


For  lack  of  provisions,  as  I suppose,  Sir  John  is  sending  me 
at  Fort  Loudoun  5 of  Washington’s  companies  and  a company  of  workmen. 
They  are  to  arrive  this  evening,  and  will  have  to  make  bark  shelters, 
Indian  fashion,  as  there  is  not  a tent  to  give  them. 

The  rest  of  the  regiment,  with  half  of  Bird’s,  will  be  at 
Fort  Cumberland  on  the  16th  of  the  present  month. 


In  the  expectation  of  receiving  the  arms  and  tents  from 
Philadelphia  on  Monday  the  5th,  I am  marching  with  Burd’s  battalion.

To  Littleton  with  the  Virginians. 

Staying  at  Fort  Littleton,  from  where  I shall  send  a party 
with  some  Indians  to  reconnoiter  the  post  of  the  Juniata, 
and  construct  a bridge  there,  or  rafts  or  flatboats. 

"Je  shall  all  march  from  Littleton  to  cut  the  brush  which 
ha3  grown  up  in  the  road,  and  shell  arrive,  I hope,  at  the 
Juniata . 

We  shall  stay  there  to  build  a stockaded  enclosure  for  the 
security  of  the  convoys,  and  to  hold  the  crossing  of  the  river 
in  case  it  should  not  be  fordable. 

We  shall  march,  cutting  the  road  in  the  direction  of  Reas 
Town,  7/here  v/e  shall  perhaps  arrive  the  same  day. 
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I shall  leave  detachments  in  all  the  posts  to  furnish  escorts 
for  our  convoys.  They  should  be  relieved  by  new  recruits,  as  soon  as 
they  have  arms.  One  full  company  will  suffice  for  Shippensburg , one 
at  Loudoun,  two  at  Littleton,  100  men  at  the  Juniata. 

An  officer  is  needed  at  Carlisle  to  send  off  the  convoys, 
organize  the  escorts,  and  give  the  necessary  orders.  I do  not  know  a 
more  suitable  person  than  Sir  Allen  McLean.  If  you  are  willing  to 
send  him  here;  and  if  the  service  permits  it,  I should  wish  that  you 
could  send  the  two  companies  of  Royal  Americans  from  Philadelphia 
which,  added  to  the  two  others  and  the  three  additional  ones,  would 
form  a battalion  of  regular  troops  to  protect  our  vanguard  at  Reas 
Town. 


You  have  performed  a miracle  in  obtaining  the  means  to  equip 
their  troops  from  the  commissioners.  I shall  leave  their  old  arms 
here,  where  they  may  be  used  for  those  of  the  new  recruits,  to  whom 
no  others  can  be  given. 

You  will  see,  by  the  enclosed  instructions  to  Col.  Armstrong, 
the  measures  taken  to  choose  the  troopers.  I hope  that  you  will 
approve  of  them.  As  for  the  proposal  to  complete  the  two  battalions 
with  entire  companies  instead  of  drafts,  I believe  that  this  will  be 
the  best  for  many  reasons,  which  I omit.  I beg  you  to  please  send 
your  orders  thereupon  to  Col.  Armstrong,  when  you  have  arranged  this 
matter  with  the  governor. 

I had  already  informed  the  officers  of  the  provincial  troops 
on  the  subject  of  tents  and  rations. 

The  troops  from  Virginia  have  no  canteens  nor  tomahawks.  I 
shall  provide  300  of  the  latter  here,  on  which  I beg  you  to  count. 

Sir  John  had  engaged  a guide;  I took  two  others;  we  have  a 
number  of  officers  and  soldiers  who  know  the  country  as  far  as  Reas 
Town,  and  no  one  knows  anything  about  it  beyond  that  place  except  for 
the  Indian  paths.  I shall  have  it  reconnoitered  as  soon  as  I get 
there . 


I have  here  in  good  order  the  small  train  of  artillery  which 
was  at -Re-a-s- Town  Lancaster,  and  I have  appointed  Ensign  Heydeler  of 
the  provincials  with  their  sergeant  Mayer  and  55  men,  who  are  being 
trained  for  this  service.  I beg  you  to  please  give  this  Heydeler 
extra  pay,  as  he  will  be  very  useful  to  us,  and  a great  help  to 
Captain  Hay. 
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There  are  37  1/2  barrels  of  very  good  ponder  at  Harris’s  Ferry, 
intended  for  Fort  Augusta.  Half  of  it  is  fine  powder  for  rifles,  and 
Indians,  and  it  is  no  longer  possible  to  buy  it.  If  you  should  consider 
it  wise  to  take  possession  of  it,  you  would  be  able  to  replace  it  with 
ordinary  powder. 

I arc  enclosing  a list  of  articles  which  seem  necessary,  so  that 
you  may  order  what  you  approve,  and  what  has  not  been  provided. 

I have  had  inquiries  made  at  Lancaster  for  300  pounds  of  hemp, 
instead  of  oakum  for  the  flatboats  and  bateaux,  which  we  shall  need 
badly  for  our  twofold  communications  on  the  Juniata  and  all  along  our 
march . 


I have  been  obliged  to  make  some  changes  in  the  disposition 
made  by  the  governor  of  the  officers  who  are  to  review  the  new  companies, 
as  I cannot  let  Col.  Eurd  go.  He  is  a very  industrious  man,  who  is  very 
necessary  to  me. 

I have  seen  two  of  the  companies  from  this  county  which  I have 
ordered  to  take  post  here.  More  than  half  have  good  arms.  I shall  see 
the  third  at  Shippensburg , where  it  will  be  stationed  temporarily. 

Captain  Jamisson  has  gone  to  see  the  4 companies  from  York, 
and  pick  the  troopers,  who  will  come  here  to  receive  their  horses;  and 
the  4 companies  will  stay  at  York  to  escort  this  county’s  wagons  to 
Littleton  --  except  for  Hunter,  whom  I shall  have  march  to  Teaves’s 
ferry,  if  he  has  arms. 

We  have  enough  wagons,  independent  of  those  from  the  contracts, 
transport  our  stores  to  Reas  Town.  I have  written  strongly  to  Mr. 
Stevenson,  who  is  supposed  to  be  a zealous  man;  and  written  myself  to 
several  leading  men  of  this  county  of  York.  Hoops  will  go  there  himself 
on  Monday;  I am  sure  that  we  shall  succeed  in  this,  if  not  for  the  whole 
60,  at  least  for  two  thirds.  We  have  60  of  them  from  Lancaster,  and  will 
have  30  from  Berks  County. 

I was  surprised  by  the  letter  Mr.  Shippen  wrote  Mr.  Peters.  If 
the  matter  was  not  well  understood  by  the  country  folk,  it  is  his  fault; 
since  he  himself  corrected  and  changed  my  letter,  until  he  found  it 
clear  enough  for  the  people  to  whom  it  was  addressed. 

The  truth  of  all  this  is  that  every  one  wishes  to  be  popular, 
and  build  his  career  at  the  expense  of  the  government.  The  clause 
about  ten  days*  forage  was  an  absolute  necessity,  and  the  country  folk 
agreed  to  it  very  willingly.  77e  shall  prepare  a store  of  hay  and  oats 
here  to  supply  them  when  the  ten  days  have  expired. 
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I have  spoken  for  all  the  meadows  in  this  vicinity,  and  have 
had  them  appraised  by  jurors  named  by.  the  magistrates,  so  that  they 
may  be  paid  for  if  they  are  used. 

Some  will  be  reserved  for  making  hay.  The  rest  is  more  than 
enough  for  the  Light  Horse cattle , and  all  that  may  go  through  here. 

I took  L 1000  Pennsylvania  currency  from  Captain  Young  to  pay 
for  the  wagons,  etc.  This  money  should  be  repaid  to  the  army  for  the 
subsistence  of  the  provincial  troops. 

The  dew,  and  the  roads  full  of  sharp  stones,  will  very  soon 
wear  out  the  3 pairs  of  shoes  that  each  soldier  is  to  have.  Besides 
the  leather  which  the  camp  followers  and  merchants  with  the  army  will 
carry,  with  shoemaker’s  tools  and  wax  to  sew  them,  there  should  be  a 
supply  of  them  which  can  be  transported  to  Reas  Town  in  5 or  6 weeks. 

The  powder  which  is  coming  with  Captain  Gordon  may  be  stored 
at  Shippensburg , where  there  is  a suitable  building.  I shall  take 
enough  of  it  with  us  to  last  for  some  time,  and  I shall  bring  from 
Littleton  a large  convoy  of  food  and  cattle,  leaving  small  stores  at 
each  post  for  the  passage  of  the  troops  and  the  detachments. 

I shall  have  50  of  the  Light  Horse  march  with  us,  and  leave 
the  other  parties  at  Lancaster,  Harris’s,  and  Carlisle  to  serve  you 
as  an  escort;  and  I beg  you  to  please  give  your  orders  thereupon  to 
Col.  .Armstrong  at  Lancaster. 

Those  from  Virginia  will  be  ready  as  soon  as  they  have  their 
saddles,  etc. 

I cannot  express  how  much  I am  obliged  to  you  for  having  us 
supplied  in  so  short  a time,  and  with  so  many  different  articles.  No 
one  but  you  has  ever  been  able  to  get  anything  from  this  province. 

Sir  John  will  have  informed  you  how  his  president  treats  him.  The  same 
attitude  prevails  in  this  whole  continent. 

I hope  that  you  have  recovered  your  health,  and  I wish  with 
all  my  heart  that  the  arrival  of  the  Highlanders  and  your  arms  will 
permit  you  to  join  us  very  soon. 
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If  you  approve  the  proposal  of  including  complete  companies 
in  the  first  two  battalions,  I think  it  would  be  preferable  to  leave 
the  choice  of  them  to  the  two  colonels  — at  least  for  some  of  them  -- 
and  to  locate  these  companies  at  Carlisle,  Shippensburg , Fort  Loudoun, 
and  Littleton,  since  there  is  shelter  until  they  have  tents.

P.  S.  My  presentiment  about  the  Frenchmen  who  are  soldiers  in  the 
provincial  troops,  was  well  founded.  I just  learned  from  Captain 
Bullen  that  one  of  these  rascals  offered  to  go  with  him  to  Fort 
Duquesne;  that  the  Indians  were  fools  to  join  us,  as  the  French  were 
too  strong;  and  that  if  he  was  willing  to  follow  him,  he  would  have 
many  presents  given  to  him. 

Immediately,  I had  the  only  two  Frenchmen  who  are  here  (there 
are  three  more  at  Fort  Augusta)  put  in  irons,  and  ordered  a court  of 
inquiry.  As  there  was  no  other  witness  than  the  Catawba,  I do  not 
know  if  they  can  hang  him,  but  all  such  scoundrels  should  be  sent 
back  to  Europe.  The  Indian  has  gone  out  riding  a horse,  and  cannot 
be  found  to  declare  what  he  has  told  me  before  the  court. 

I do  not  wish  to  delay  this  express  any  longer,  and  will 
give  you  an  account  of  this  affair  very  soon.

Carlisle,  June  7,  1758. 


As  the  arms,  tents,  and  munitions  have  not  yet  arrived,  I 
have  been  obliged  to  delay  my  departure,  for  there  is  no  one  here  to 
whom  I can  entrust  the  detail  and  the  distribution  of  the  different 
articles. 


313  muskets,  cartridges,  bayonets,  and  blankets  arrived  today 
for  the  provincials.  I immediately  supplied  Burd  with  169  muskets, 
and  delivered  his  old  guns  to  the  two  captains,  Night  and  Boyer,  to 


« 
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arm  their  companies  while  waiting  to  get  others.  This  battalion  is 
marching  tomorrow  to  join  Armstrong  at  Littleton. 

In  spite  of  all  the  repairs  made  on  the  roads,  they  are  almost 
impassable  beyond  Shippensburg  because  of  the  continual  rains  on  the 
clay  soil.  Several  wagons  have  stuck  in  the  mud,  and  several  have  been 
three  days  in  going  from  Shippensburg  to  Fort  Loudoun.  I am  having 
them  worked  on  continually,  but  they  must  be  given  time  to  become  hard. 
This  is  an  obstacle  that  cannot  be  overcome. 

Col.  Stephens,  with  60C  men  of  the  Virginia  troops  (5  of 
Washington's  companies,  and  a company  of  carpenters),  is  at  Fort 
Loudoun,  Cumberland  County,  also  busy  repairing  roads. 

This  arrangement  disturbs  me.  I suppose  that  Sir  John  was 
forced  to  it  for  want  of  provisions. 

We  shall  have  enough  wagons.  There  are  47  from  Lancaster, 
not  counting  those  contracted  for;  and  I am  expecting  twenty  of 
them  from  Berks  County.  I need  about  120  to  march  to  Rea3  Town, 
and  we  shall  make  up  this  number  with  the  wagons  token  by  contract, 
which  are  being  loaded  on  all  sides. 

It  wa 3 a good  plan,  if  it  had  been  able  to  achieve  employing 
only  the  wagons  levied  for  the  formation  of  these  storehouses,  for  I 
see  that  when  this  service  is  done,  they  will  all  be  unfit  to  use  on 
the  expedition. 

One  is  not  through  with  one  difficulty  before  falling  into 
another.  The  pork  for  our  stores,  which  was  bought  in  Maryland  or 
Carolina,  is  worthless;  and  you  will  see  by  the  enclosed  report  that 
the  sample  we  have  inspected,  is  not  acceptable. 

There  are  200  barrels  of  it  22  miles  from  here,  at  John 
Hamilton's.  In  order  to  avoid  the  cost  of  transportation,  I have 
this  morning  sent  there  Mr.  7 'foods,  deputy  commissary,  with 
Lieutenants  Billing  end  Hoops,  to  examine  it;  but  their  report 
cannot  reach  me  for  two  days. 

If  that  storehouse  fails  us,  as  I expect  it  to  do,  we  are 
reduced  to  fresh  provisions  until  pork  is  sent  to  us  from 
Phi ladelphia . 
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To  settle  this  matter,  I am  sending  you  the  letter  which  the 
commissary  writes  me  regarding  the  equivalent  that  is  to  be  furnished 
the  troops  in  place  of  peas  and  butter. 

I did  not  wish  to  take  it  upon  myself  to  decide  anything 
thereupon.  Temporarily,  I have  had  them  give,  in  place  of  the  beef  and 
bread,  a pound  of  flour  and  a pint  and  a half  of  rice,  which  is  not  as 
much  as  a full  ration. 

I think  that  the  contractors  should  give  a pound  of  beef,  or  of 
pork,  or  at  least  9 pounds  of  flour  with  the  pint  and  a half  of  rice. 

I beg  you  to  settle  the  proportion  with  Howell,  and  to  permit  no  more 
pork  to  be  bought  in  the  provinces  mentioned  above.  It  is  always  poor 
and  unwholesome. 

The  flour  is  not  white,  but  as  it  is  good  and  the  mills  of  this 
country  cannot  grind  it  finer,  I think  --  if  you  approve  — that  this 
can  be  overlooked. 

Hoops  already  seems  discouraged  by  the  difficulties  he  is 
encountering;  and  I think  that  if  we  object  to  his  flour,  he  will  give 
up  the  undertaking,  which  would  be  worse,  under  the  circumstances,  than 
grey  flour;  for  such  an  industrious  man,  and  one  so  well  acquainted  with 
the  country,  could  not  easily  be  found. 

We  got  98  horses  yesterday  which  are  better  or,  rather,  not  so 
bad  as  I was  expecting.  Today  they  were  divided  into  two  troops.  I 
hope  that  Captain  Hambright  will  have  one  of  them.  He  is  the  most 
suitable  man  in  America  for  that  commission. 

I had  15  men  taken  from  Burd,  and  6 from  the  two  companies  of 
new  recruits  here,  to  whom  horses  wall  be  given  tomorrow.  If  all  the 
cavalrymen  are  as  well  chosen,  you  can  expect  a troop  of  fine  men. 

We  are  waiting  for  the  saddles  and  pistols,  but  they  say  there 
are  neither  brushes  nor  curry-combs. 

I have  taken  possession  of  all  the  meadows  around  Carlisle,  and 
had  them  appraised  by  jurymen.  What  is  needed  will  be  taken,  and  hay 
can  be  made  of  the  rest,  or  the  proprietors  can  be  allowed  to  do  it,  in 
order  to  make  up  a supply  for  the  return  trip  and  the  passage  of  cattle, 
etc . 


I am  sending  orders  today  for  the  3 additional  companies  to 
march  from  Lancaster  on  Monday,  the  12th  of  this  month,  to  come  here  to 
camp;  and  in  order  to  leave  the  command  to  Sir  Allen,  I shall  send  the 
Americans  to  Fort  Loudoun. 
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Until  tents  can  be  obtained  for  the  new  recruits,  nothing  can  be 
dene  with  them.  There  is  no  way  of  accomodating  more  than  2C0  men  here; 
and  it  is  only  by  having  them  together  that  they  can  be  chosen,  and  each 
man  put  In  the  place  for  which  he  is  best  suited. 

Besides  the  11h  tents  I have  already  sent  to  the  Virginians,  I 
shall  send  them  the  200  I expect  tomorrow,  after  taking  thirty  to 
complete  Armstrong’s;  and  when  I have  chosen  the  light  muskets  that  can 
be  used  by  the  Indians,  I shall  send  the  rest  to  them  at  Conegogee,  with 
the  ten  tents  for  the  cavalry,  and  --  in  general  --  all  we  cen  spare. 

Mr.  Walker  remained  here  purposely. 

I am  told  that  he  would  be  well  fitted  to  be  wagonmaster  general, 
to  hove  supervision  of  everything.  Whomever  you  may  find  it  wise  to 
appoint  for  this  post,  I think  it  is  time  for  him  to  come  here,  to 
establish  order  from  the  beginning.  An  under  deputy  quartermaster 
general  vjould  likewise  be  very  necessary,  as  well  as  a clerk  for  the 
stores,  etc. 

The  Cherokees  are  behaving  so  badly  that  it  seems  they  have 
made  their  decision,  and  ere  ready  to  leave  us.  You  will  see  by  the 
two  letters  enclosed  what  can  be  expected  from  them.  On  Trent’s 
complaint , I have  had  assembled  this  morning  the  chiefs  of  those  whom 
I have  here;  and  pointed  out  to  them  the  infamy  of  the  conduct  of  that 
rascal  Antoine.  They  laughed  at  his  threats,  and  told  me  that  he  must 

beware.  7/ith  much  trouble,  I succeeded  in  having  them  send  a man  to 

Fort  Loudoun  to  detain  the  others,  and  to  tell  them  that  what  hed  been 
reported  to  them  was  false.  He  set  out  this  evening  with  a corporal 
whom  he  asked  to  accompany  him.  5 of  their  men  have  returned  from 
Venango,  where  they  have  left  14  men,  who  want  to  try  to  capture  a 
prisoner,  or  take  a scalp. 

They  say  that  ell  the  Indians  are  sending  their  women  and 

children  to  the  other  side  of  the  lakes,  which  makes  me  think  that  they 

are  going  to  meet  General  Abercrombie,  or  that  they  will  soon  return 
against  us. 


All  is  quiet,  and  since  I have  been  here,  I have  not  heard  of 
a single  accident. 


When  I suggested  to  them  this  morning  that  they  come  with  me 
to  Fort  Loudoun  to  attend  a general  council,  they  told  me  that  they 
could  not  leave  Carlisle  until  the  rest  of  their  men  out  raiding  had 
returned;  and  that,  moreover,  many  chiefs  were  in  the  field,  whose 
return  must  be  awaited.

The  success  Bosomworth  has,  will  soon  determine  what  we  can 
expect  of  them.  If  they  wish  to  come  to  Loudoun,  all  could  yet  be 
reconciled;  if  they  refuse,  we  can  no  longer  count  on  them.  The  only 
compensation  left  to  us  if  they  leave,  is  that  we  will  no  longer  be 
obliged  to  hurry.  We  have  no  regular  attack  to  fear,  and  the  French 
will  find  as  many  difficulties  in  keeping  their  Indians  as  we;  and  if 
we  both  lose  them,  the  advantage  surely  remains  on  our  side. 

Captain  Gordon  arrived  here  on  the  4th.  I expect  his  convoy 
tomorrow.  With  what  he  brought,  we  have  only  about  40,000  cartridges, 
which  for  2000  men  is  only  20  shots  each;  and  none  are  left  in  reserve, 
nor  anything  to  supply  the  artillery. 

At  Winchester  there  were  40  barrels  of  powder  and  170  boxes  of 
bullets,  which  would  still  not  be  enough.  I think  you  will  be  obliged 
to  buy  two  or  three  hundred  barrels  of  powder  at  Philadelphia,  for  it 
will  be  necessary  to  use  a great  deal  to  train  these  new  recruits  a 
little,  and  to  drill  our  troops  in  forest  warfare. 

A large  part  of  the  provincials  are  armed  with  grooved  rifles, 
and  have  their  molds.  Lead  in  bars  will  suit  them  better  than  bullets — 
likewise  the  Indians  --,  but  they  also  need  fine  powder  FF. 

I beg  you  to  send  us  munitions,  cartridge  paper,  and  a quantity 
of  gunflints. 

Each  wagon  should  have  two  ropes  with  two  strong  iron  hooks  at 
the  ends,  so  that  the  soldiers  can  pull  them  out  of  the  mudholes,  and 
help  them  to  climb  the  mountains. 

A number  of  ropes  an  inch  in  circumference  to  tie  the  loads 
on  the  pack  horses,  if  they  have  not  already  been  provided. 

I am  exhausting  your  patience  by  so  many  requests,  but  I think 
I have  finished. 

I was  disappointed  by  the  delay  of  your  wagons  carrying  our 
arms,  and  by  the  impossibility  of  sending  mine  forward. 

Sir  John  has  made  an  appointment  to  meet  me  today  in 
Conegogee,  where  he  is  waiting  for  me  with  Governor  Sharpe,  to  regulate 
our  operations  more  clearly  than  we  are  doing  by  letters. 

I shall  wait  until  tomorrow  noon;  and  if  these  arms  and  tents 
do  not  arrive,  I shall  leave  Captain  Gordon  the  necessary  directions; 
and  I shall  set  out  for  Conegogee,  to  be  at  Fort  Loudoun  Saturday 
evening. 
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As  I arc  obliged  to  make  much  of  the  country  folk  on  the  one 
hand,  while  I scold  them  on  the  other,  I cannot  avoid  recommending  a 
trifle,  which  is  to  find  some  way  of  paying,  through  the  medium  of  Kir. 
Stevenson  at  York,  the  cost  of  that  cursed  horse  which  was  drowned  last 
year  in  the  service  of  the  second  battalion  of  the  R.  A.  That  will  hove 
a very  good  effect,  and  will  smooth  over  many  difficulties. 

The  five  deserters  from  the  Pennsylvania  regiment,  who  were 
arrested  at  Reading,  have  been  brought  here,  I do  not  think  thet.  they 
can  be  hung,  as  they  have  not  been  paid,  but  they  can  be  made  to  fear 
it  at  Reas  Town. 

I have  collected  a dozen  poor  horses  which  belonged  to  General 
Braddock’s  expedition,  and  I am  assured  that  there  are  still  more  than 
150  included  among  the  strayed,  which  by  the  law  of  England  belong  to 
the  King  until  the  proprietor  shows  up.  If  you  consider  worth  the 
trouble,  you  might  have  an  order  published  to  give  them  up,  promising 
a crown  for  those  who  bring  or  find  them,  and  menacing  those  who 
disobey  with  the  penalty  of  the  law.  They  could  be  given  to  the  officers 
on  condition  that  they  be  used  for  expresses  when  needed,  and  for  pack 
horses  on  occasion. 

The  number  of  merchants  asking  to  follow  the  army  makes  me  think 
that  if  you  offer  some  encouragement , you  could  engage  workmen  of  useful 
trades,  such  as  tailors,  saddlers,  gunsmiths,  wheelwrights,  blacksmiths, 
etc.,  to  come  with  the  army  without  wages  and  of  their  own  accord.  This 
would  be  very  helpful  in  the  woods,  and  would  save  paying  those  people. 

Burd’s  battalion  is  very  good.  I am  sorry  it  has  been  weakened 
so  much  by  the  garrisons  for  the  forts.  They  are  almost  all  soldiers 
who  have  served  in  Europe  or  woodsmen  who  are  very  useful  for  this 
expedition.  The  other  battalion  does  not  seem  so  good.  There  are  30 
good  men  at  Fort  Allen  and  a good  officer,  whom  Colonel  Burd  wishes  you 
would  send  to  him,  having  them  relieved  by  new  recruits,  who  would  be 
enough  in  this  unimportent  post. 

They  complain  that  our  axes  are  worthless,  and  I understand 
that  only  a man  named  Miller  in  Philadelphia  has  the  secret  of  making 
good  edges,  but  it  is  too  late. 
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A quantity  of  files  will  be  necessary  for  the  gunsmiths;  they 
cannot  furnish  them.  The  town  gunsmith  will  be  able  to  give  you  a list 
of  the  necessary  number.

II  faudra  attendre  les  200 
dernieres  qui  doivent  etre  en  Chenin;  J'av  laisse  au  Capti16  Gordon 
les  directions  necessaires  pour  recevoir  et  distribuer  ce  que  vous 
envoye's , conf  ormern.^  a vos  ordres.

&c.  Sans  aucune  Liste,  ou  ordre  a personne  de  les  recevoir,  il  y 
aura  par  consequent  beaucoup  de  Confusion  dans  cela,  comme  dans  tout 
le  reste.

Je  Suis  alle  hier  a Littleton  pour  examiner  les  Chemins,  et 
faire  reconnoitre  la  Juniata,  J'ay  bien  des  Choses  a vous  mander  la 
dessus  mais  je  me  bornerai  aux  plus  necessaires. 

Vous  n'etes  pas  & vous  aper^evoir  que  l’on  ne  peut  compter  Sur 
Personne  dans  ce  Pays  cy.  Les  Interets  particuliers  l’emportent  en

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Les  Chevaux  legers  manquent  de  bien  des  Choses  necessaires 
comma  de  Licols  /que  j'ay  ordcnne  a Carlisle/  d’Etrilles,  de  sonettes 
d’entraves,  /Hobbles/  et  Surtout  d'un  Marechal  dans  chaque -Gea- 
Troupe,  avec  des  outiles,  et  une  grande  Provision  de  fers,  et  de  Clous: 
Les  Cavaliers  devroient  avoir  des  botines  de  cuir. 

Je  n'ay  encore  aucune  nouvelle  des  Chevaux  pour  la  Poste,  Les 
Stages  devroient  etre  depuis  Lancaster  a Harris’s,  Carlisle, 

Shippensburg , Loudoun,  Littleton,  Reas  Town.  Je  Souhaitterois  d’avoir 
vos  ordres  Sur  la  Paye  des  Couriers. 

Outre  ces  Chevaux,  on  ne  peut  Se  passer  a l'armee  de  Six  autres 
au  mo  ins  avec  3 Couriers  pour  Express  et  pour  envoyer  dans  les 
Traverses,  en  Virginie  &?

J’inclus  une  notte  de  Trent,  de  ce  qui  manque  pour  les  Indiens 
au  Cas  que  cela  n'aye  pas  encore  ete  pourveu . 

II  ne  m’est  pas  possible  de  vous  envoyer  les  Returns  des 
Troupes  qui  Sont  i<jy,  parce  que  je  n’en  ay  jamais  encore  pu  avoir; 

II  faudra  passer  Sur  bien  des  Choses,  jusqu'a  ce  que  nous  Soyons 
etablis  a Reas  Town. 

Je  pars  demain  au  point  du  Jour  pour  Conegogee  et  Serai  de 
retour  le  13,  ou  le  14?  En  attendant  toutes  les  Troupes  Sont  occupees 
a reparer  les  Chemins. 

Des  qu’il  Sera  possible  de  foire  passer  notre  Convoy  Je  ne 
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perdrai  pas  un  moment .

Fort  Loudoun,  June  11,  1758. 


Sir , 


Just  as  I was  leaving  Carlisle  on  the  8th  of  this  month,  I 
received  your  last  letter  of  the  6th. 

Some  hours  before,  the  arms  for  the  two  Pennsylvania  battalions, 
with  their  equipment,  had  arrived.  I fitted  out  Burd’s  and  had  him 
march  immediately. 

269  muskets  also  went  to  Winchester , with  canteens,  kettles,  and 
200  tomahawks  consigned  to  Mr.  Walker. 

By  mistake,  the  200  tents  xvhich  were  to  go  to  Carlisle  took  the 
Winchester  road  through  York  from  Lancaster.  So  the  Virginians  actually 
received  14  tents  more  than  the  300  intended  for  them,  and  I could  not 
replace  those  needed  by  Armstrong  and  Eurd's  battalions.  We  must  wait 
for  the  last  200  xvhich  should  be  on  the  way.  I have  left  Captain  Gordon 
the  necessary  directions  to  receive  and  distribute  what  you  send, 
according  to  your  orders. 
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The  commissioners  have  sent  horses,  arms,  etc.,  without  a 
list  or  order  to  anyone  to  receive  them.  Consequently,  there  will 
be  much  confusion  about  that,  as  about  everything  else. 

The  arrival  of  the  Highlanders  is  good  news.  If  they  have 
not  left  yet,  I think  that,  without  delaying  the  service,  you  might 
let  them  rest  at  least  8 or  10  days.  You  cannot  helo  seeing  how 
far  we  are  from  being  ready.  No  plans  can  be  made,  nor  any  day  set 
with  such  troops.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  move  them.  The  new 
recruits  will  make  you  a thousand  troubles j they  need  blankets, 
clothing,  and  so  on  --  endlessly.  Their  officers  haven’t  an  idea  of 
the  service,  and  one  cannot  deoend  on  them  to  carry  out  an  order. 

The  only  way  to  expect  anything  of  them  is  the  one  you  have 
taken,  having  them  all  gather  at  Carlisle  when  you  have  tents  and 
blankets,  for  there  is  no  way  to  shelter  800  men. 

At  Shippensburg  I saw  Brigade  Major  Shippen,  whom  I gave  in 
writing  all  the  directions  which  seemed  necessary  to  arrange  the  new 
companies  on  the  road,  etc. 

I left  Carlisle  as  soon  as  I received  the  arms  and  equipment, 
that  I might  not  fail  to  be  at  Conegogee  with  Sir  John,  but  at 
Shippensburg  I received  a letter  which  informed  me  that  he  had 
returned  to  VI  nchester. 

All  the  haste  he  might  make  will  not  be  as  useful  to  the 
service  as  an  oral  discussion  of  our  plans  would  have  been,  for  by 
letter  we  cannot  make  ourselves  understood.  I have  asked  him  to 
return  to  Conegogee  on  the  18th,  when  I shall  go  to  meet  him,  to 
settle  all  the  movements  of  the  troops,  and  the  means  of  provisioning 
them. 


I went  to  Littleton  yesterday  to  examine  the  roads,  and  have 
the  Juniata  reconnoit.ered . I have  many  things  to  tell  you  about  this, 
but  I shall  confine  myself  to  the  most  essential. 

You  are  not  to  overlook  the  fact  that  no  one  in  this  country 
can  be  relied  on.  At  all  times,  private  interests  outweigh  the 
general  welfare.  T'<Te  '"ere  deceived,  my  dear  general,  about  the  road 
I an  taking.  It  is  aLmost  impassable  from  Loudoun  to  Littleton.  Of 
all  the  roads  where  it  is  possible  for  a wagon  to  go,  this  is  the 
worst,  and  it  cannot  be  repaired.  It  is  of  rock,  partly  solid, 
partly  loose  and  sham  stones.  The  rains  have  carried  av;ay  all  the 
earth,  and  there  is  none  in  the  vicinity  to  cover  them  again,  not 
even  wood  for  making  fascines.  Our  wagons  are  breaking  down ; our 
horses  are  losing  their  shoes.  It  is  a wretched  state  of  affairs. 
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I have  consulted  all  the  settlers  knowing  these  mountains  to 
discover  some  other  route.  They  have  pointed  out  three,  but  time 
does  not  permit  undertaking  such  a job. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  to  make  this  road  go  through  Carlisle 
and  Shipnensburg , they  made  us  make  a detour  of  20  miles;  and  that, 
of  the  4 routes  which  could  be  taken,  they  have  chosen  the  worst. 

Crossing  the  Susquehanna  at  Fort  Hunter,  one  reaches  Sherman’s 
Valley  which  leads  straight  to  Littleton  across  a single  mountain, 
and  shortens  the  route  by  20  miles. 

Another  route  could  be  opened  through  the  Coves,  and  avoiding 
Fort  Littleton  and  all  this  hellish  road,  it  would  reach  the  foot  of 
Seydeling  Hill,  9 miles  from  Fort  Littleton. 

Finally,  by  another  route  which  I reconnoitered  today,  there 
are  14  miles  of  the  finest  road  in  the  world  as  far  as  the  foot  of 
Tuscarora,  a very  steep  mountain,  but  which  I crossed  on  horseback, 
and  where  with  much  work  a wagon  road  could  have  been  made.  There  is 
only  a mile  and  a half  of  bad  country.  All  the  rest  is  level.  I 
have  ordered  this  route  for  the  troops,  and  tomorrow  I am  sending 
scouts  to  find  out  how  soon  it  would  be  possible  to  open  this  road  for 
wagons.  If  it  is  practicable  to  undertake  it,  the  new  recruits  could 
be  made  to  work  on  it  for  a week,  while  we  are  going  to  Reas  Town.  I 
shall  give  you  an  account  of  it. 

The  road  from  Littleton  to  Seydeling  Hill  is  good,  but  the 
Juniata  still  has  4 1/2  feet  of  water.  It  is  going  down,  and  we  can 
ford  it  in  a few  days.  As  a precaution,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
build  a bridge,  so  as  not  to  be  in  danger  of  being  cut  off  by  sudden 
floods.  The  flatboats  will  be  built  at  Reas  Town , and  will  serve  in 
case  the  bridge  is  carried  away. 

The  farther  I go  away  from  the  settlements,  the  more  I see 
that  this  expedition,  which  is  believed  so  easy,  is  full  of  almost 
insurmountable  difficulties.  For  want  of  stores  prepared  in  advance, 
we  shall  consume  daily  almost  as  much  provisions  as  can  be  transported 
over  such  roads . 

If  obliged  to  open  all  the  roads,  we  shall  be  obliged  to 
march  like  tortoises,  very  slowly,  and  carrying  everything  on  our 
backs.  I am  told  that  Braddock's  army  went  3 days  without  finding 
grass  for  the  horses,  which  made  them  unfit  to  carry  provisions;  and 
he  would  have  been  likely  to  die  of  hunger,  if  he  had  beaten  the 
enemy . 
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Ho  reliance  can  be  made  in  the  reports  of  the  people  who  claim 
to  know  the  country,  after  passing  Reas  Tovm.  All  whom  I have  questioned 
contradict  each  other,  and  we  shall  only  learn  the  truth  about  it  by 
exnloring  the  country  ourselves. 

After  mentioning  all  these  obstacles,  which  will  --  I hope  -- 
be  without  foundation,  nermit  me  to  submit  my  ideas  on  the  vmvs  to 
overcome  them. 

1.  I think  that  until  I have  token  post  at  Reas  Tovm,  it  would  be 
wise  not  to  nut  all  the  troons  on  that  road,  but  to  hold  them  at 
Carlisle  or  Ghippensburg  within  reach  of  Fort  Cumberland,  if  it  should 
be  found  by  exoerience  that  this  is  better. 

2.  As  for  provisions,  I think  a very  great  number  of  wagons  must 
be  used  at  once  as  soon  as  we  are  established  at  Reas  Tovm,  in  order 
to  prepare  stores  there  for  the  whole  campaign  in  a short  time. 

And  I would  suggest  that  cattle  and  the  flour  transported  by 
the  v/agons  obtained  in  Virginia  be  sent  by  the  road  which  we  shall 
open  from  Fort  Cumberland. 

3.  Making  as  much  hay  as  possible  at  Reas  Town,  in  order  to 
give  each  wagon  at  least  3 days’  forage  for  crossing  Laurel  Hill. 

4.  As  we  can  no  longer  hone  to  keen  the  Indians,  not  to  hurry 
our  advance,  but  allow  the  enemy  time  to  use  up  their  presents  and 
their  provisions,  which  would  make  them  lose  their  Indians,  and 
much  more  certainly  because  they  will  be  led  to  believe  that  we  only 
intend  to  make  a diversion;  marching  at  the  beginning  of  September 
with  our  troops  somewhat  trained  and  in  good  order,  and  having  had 
time  to  reconnoiter  the  country. 

You  will  pardon  me  for  offering  ideas  so  poorly  digested. 

I thought  that  before  leaving  Philadelphia  it  would  be  well  for  you 
to  be  informed  about  the  obstacles  I am  encountering,  and  those  I 
anticipate.  After  I have  seen  Sir  John,  I can  go  into  more  detail. 

T.7e  are  finally  at  the  noint  of  losing  all  our  Indians,  as 
you  v/ ill  see  by  Bosomworth's  letter.  I found  Washington’s  6 
companies  here,  with  3 Cherokees  and  25  Catawbas . This  last  tribe 
will  not  leave  us. 

The  provisions  at  Cumberland  will  last  only  to  the  21st 
of  this  month.  I shall  take  it  on  myself  to  have  some  sent  through 
Sir  John  from  Virginia,  as  it  is  impossible  to  send  it  by  way  of 
Reas  Tovm  without  doubling  the  expense  and  the  time  lost. 
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The  latest  information  I have  received  is  that  of  the  7 
Cherokees  who  had  stayed  near  Fort  Duquesne  to  take  a prisoner,  4 have 
been  killed. 

The  French  with  a great  number  of  Indians  are  building  a fort  at 
Chingaulamouse  on  the  Susquehanna,  140  miles  northwest  of  Fort  Augusta  - 
a new  reason  for  reinforcing  that  oost  and  placing  a trustworthy  man  in 
command  there.  There  are  3 French  soldiers  in  that  place;  I have  given 
orders  that  they  be  arrested  and  safely  conducted  to  Philadelphia.  When 
the  water  is  high,  they  can  descend  in  canoes  at  the  rate  of  60  to  100 
miles  a day. 

The  Light  Horse  lack  many  necessary  things,  such  as  halters 
(which  I have  ordered  at  Carlisle),  curry-combs,  bells,  horse-locks 
(hobbles),  and  especially  a blacksmith  in  each  troop,  with  tools,  and  a 
large  supply  of  shoes  and  nails.  The  cavalrymen  should  have  leather 
boots . 


I still  have  no  news  of  the  horses  for  the  post.  The  stages 
should  be  from  Lancaster  to  Harris’s,  Carlisle,  Shippensburg,  Loudoun 
Littleton,  Reastown.  I should  like  to  have  your  orders  about  the  pay 
for  the  couriers . 

Besides  these  horses,  the  army  cannot  do  without  at  least  six 
others,  with  3 couriers  for  dispatch-riding  and  to  send  on  side-trips  to 
Virginia,  etc.  These  horses  ought  to  be  purchased. 

And  if  there  is  still  time,  I think  it  would  be  wise  to  buy  all 
the  horses  for  the  artillery  and  train,  choosing  good  men  in  the  army  to 
drive  and  care  for  them.  Otherwise,  they  will  run  off  in  time  of  danger 
and  we  would  risk  losing  the  cannon. 

I have  ordered  only  10  hogsheads  of  whiskey.  About  50  will  be 
needed  for  the  expedition,  and  as  much  rum.  It  should  be  nut  in  quarter 
casks,  to  facilitate  transport  in  the  mountains. 

I enclose  a note  from  Trent  about  what  the  Indians  need,  in  case 
it  has  not  been  already  provided. 

It  is  impossible  for  me  to  send  you  the  returns  of  the  troops 
which  are  here,  as  I have  not  been  able  to  get  them  yet.  Many  things 
must  be  overlooked  until  we  are  established  at  Reas  Town. 

I am  leaving  tomorrow  for  Conegogee,  and  will  be  returning  on 
the  13th  or  14th.  Meanwhile,  all  the  troops  are  busy  repairing  the 
roads . 
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As  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  send  our  convoys  forward,  I 
shall  not  lose  one  moment.

Fort  Loudoun  14th  June  1758 


Sir: 


I have  arrived  from  Conegogech,  where  I had  an  interview  with 
Governor  Sharpe,  Sir  John  3t . Clair,  and  Col.  Washington.  In  it  we 
planned  the  march  of  the  rest  of  the  Virginian  troops,  as  soon  as  they 
are  armed  and  provided  with  necessities. 

Washington’s  5 companies,  Bird’s  second  company  of  workmen, 
and  the  Light  Horse,  will  leave  Winchester  for  Fort  Cumberland  on  the 
24th  of  this  month. 

The  26th,  all  of  Bird’s  regiment  which  is  ready  will  follow 
by  the  same  route.  The  rest  will  march  as  soon  as  possible,  under  the 
command  of  Lieut.  Col.  Mercer. 

A company  of  Rangers,  with  30  invalids  from  Washington’s 
regiment,  will  remain  at  7/inehester,  with  some  small  parties  to  cover 
the  communication  with  Fort  Cumberland. 

Commissary  Walker,  after  making  arrangements  with  Mr.  Hoops, 
has  orders  to  provide  for  the  subsistence  of  these  troops  on  the  road, 
and  to  send,  besides,  a six  weeks’  supply  of  provisions  for  1800  men 
to  Cumberland. 

Part  of  this  convoy  will  go  with  the  troops;  the  rest  will  be 
escorted  by  one  of  Bird’s  companies.

v and  tools,  sleeping- sacks , etc., 

150  boxes  of  bullets  J 

will  be  sent  with  them  from  Winchester. 

They  have  orders  to  begin  immediately  to  open  the  communication 
as  far  as  Reas  Town,  flanked  by  the  Indians  following  Col.  Bird. 

The  difficulties  that  I em  afraid  of  encountering  on  the  road 
through  Reas  Town,  mode  me  hear  with  pleasure  one  of  Governor  Sharpe’s 
proposals,  which  is  to  open  a comrauni cation  from  Fort  Frederic  to  Fort 
Cumberland.  The  highway  through  Carlisle  and  Shippensburg  is  very 
good  as  far  as  Rawlins’  house,  23  miles  from  Shippensburg.  From  there 
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Sir  John  has  had  a good  road  cut  as  far  as  Fort  Frederic,  12  miles 
away.  It  is  about  42  miles  in  a straight  line  from  there  to 
Cumberland,  of  which  12  are  already  cut.  30  miles  would  remain  to  be 
opened,  ivhich  could  be  done  by  five  or  six  hundred  men  in  3 weeks. 

By  this,  we  could  avoid  crossing  the  Patomack,  whose  frequent 
floods  stop  all  communication.  The  road  is  more  than  20  miles  shorter, 
and  wagons  could  go  there  at  all  times  from  Pennsylvania. 

At  our  request,  Col.  Sharpe  has  sent  to  reconnoiter  the  terrain 
and  mark  the  route,  and  you  will  have  a report  of  it  very  soon,  in  case 
the  enterprise  is  found  practicable  and  you  approve  it.  The  new 
recruits  who  will  still  be  at  Carlisle  could  be  employed  on  this,  and  I 
am  leaving  tools  at  Fort  Loudoun. 

After  a careful  consideration  of  our  route  to  Fort  Littleton, 
it  was  found  that  the  old  road  could  be  made  passable  rather  than  open 
a new  one;  and  by  employing  the  troops  on  it  constantly,  it  has  been 
put  in  good  enough  condition  to  send  our  convoys  without  danger. 

The  6 Virginian  companies  and  Bird's  battalion  are  marching 
today,  and  I shall  join  them  tomorrow  at  Fort  Littleton,  from  where  I 
shall  go  forward  without  losing  a moment.  We  shall  leave  all  the 
wagons  at  the  fort,  until  the  road  is  made,  and  the  post  on  the 
Juniatta  begun. 

Sir  John  is  at  Carlisle;  he  will  give  you  an  account  of  the 
arrangements  he  has  made  for  the  Maryland  troops. 

Governor  Sharpe  has  busied  himself  very  eagerly  to  accelerate 
the  service  and  remove  all  difficulties.  We  are  under  great  obligation 
to  him,  and  if  you  approve  the  communication  he  has  proposed,  I hope 
that  he  will  be  willing  to  take  care  of  managing  it,  at  your  request. 

Dr.  Ross,  who  has  furnished  provisions  to  the  Maryland  troops, 
will  be  ruined,  if  he  is  not  given  the  means  of  satisfying  the 
obligations  he  has  incurred  for  the  maintenance  of  these  troops. 

Kis  zeal  for  the  good  of  the  service,  so  rare  in  this 
continent,  merits  that  an  interest  be  taken  in  him.  Permit  me,  Sir, 
to  ask  your  good  offices  with  General  Abercrombie,  to  enable  him  to 
obtain  payment  of  his  advances,  for  which  Lord  Loudoun  contracted,  as 
well  as  his  successor.  Delays  will  be  as  fatal  to  him  as  a total  loss, 
and  if  this  worthy  man  is  the  victim  of  his  trust,  there  will  be  no 
more  men  willing  to  expose  themselves,  even  in  the  most  urgent  cases. 

I have  noticed  a great  inconvenience  in  the  use  of  cartridge 
boxes  for  the  provincial  troops. 

They  do  not  know  how  to  make  cartridges,  or  rather  they  take 
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too  much  time. 

In  the  woods,  they  seldom  have  time  or  places  suitable  to 
make  them:. 

These  cartridge  boxes  hold  only  9 charges,  some  twelve,  which 
is  not  sufficient. 

I think  that  their  oowder  horns  and  pouches  for  carrying 
bullets  would  be  much  more  useful,  l^eeping  the  cartridge  box, 
however,  to  use  in  case  of  a sudden  or  night  attack.  The  difficulty 
is  in  providing  them.  I do  not  know  if  that  is  possible  at  Philadelphia. 
Col.  Washington  undertook  to  collect  as  many  as  he  could  for  the 
Virginians,  and  to  make  sacks  for  the  bullets  of  Raven  duck,  instead 
of  leather. 


The  Indians  from  Carlisle  have  come  to  Fort  Loudoun,  but  I 
cannot  rely  on  them. 

Eosomworth's  Indians  arrived  just  now.  I shall  speak  to  all 
of  them  tomorrow  morning,  to  try  to  persuade  them  to  march  with  us. 

As  if  we  did  not  have  enough  trouble  with  than,  the  smallpox 
lent  a hand;  and  there  is  one  of  them  very  sick  here. 

I did  not  know  that  Mr . Glen  was  in  Philadelphia,  untill  I 
saw  the  letter  to  the  Cherakees.  It  was  first  sent  to  Winchester, 
but  it  is  too  late.  I should  be  delighted  to  see  him  here,  and  I am 
sure  that  his  presence  would  have  a good  effect  on  his  old  friends. 

The  two  companies  of  Royal  Americans  will  stay  at  Fort 
Loudoun  until  you  find  it  convenient  to  dispose  of  them.  The  artillery 
and  stores  have  gone  to  Littleton. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  have  a master  for  the  posts,  couriers 
and  horses  of  the  army,  besides  the  jregularj  posts.  I think  that  I 
have  already  mentioned  it  in  my  previous  letter.

I intended  to  Send  this  Express  to  you  yesterday,  but  have  been 
detained  all  this  time  by  Intrigues,  & Councils  with  our  dead  Brethren. 
Our  Pains  have  not  teen  fruitless,  & I have  the  Satisfaction  to  acquaint 
you  that  besides  the  27  Catawbas,  we  have  here  ICO  Cherokees  determined 
to  go  wt^us  anywhere,  and  bound  to  follow  all  Such  directions  as  they 
receive  from  the  Commanding  Officer.  I never  Saw  People  So  much 
altered;  They  have  lefft  to  me  the  care  of  their  Sick,  they  trust  our 
Promises  for  Presents,  and  take  only  with  them,  what  they  really  want 
to  go  to  War. 

I wish  you  had  been  here  to  hear  their  Speeches,  I was  amazed  to 
See  So  much  of  true  understanding,  dignity,  and  Strength  of  argument  in 
their  Propositions;  I am  not  -Enough-  Sufficiently  acquainted  wt'*1  their 
manners  & Customs  to  judge  how  much  we  can  depend  upon  their  Sincerity, 
or  their  steadiness,  but  I never  Saw  better  appearances. 

I write  two  Words  to  the  Gene!  an  Set  out  ircmediatly  for 
Littleton:  The  Catawba  insist  upon  their  going  wt)*1  me;  The  rest  will 

follow  to  morrow. 

Be  So  good  as  to  Send  me  20  Covers,  for  Waggons,  Several  of  ours, 
having  none  at  all  besides  that  we  want  Some  to  make  Shades  for  our 
Provisions  having  not  Sufficient  Cover  in  our  Forts. 

We  shall  want  about  100  Hogsheads  of  Rum  and  Yfoiskey  for  the 
Expedition.  M?  Hoops  will  give  you  an  Acc^  of  the  number  of  Hogsheads 
already  bought;  The  Remainder  must  be  sent  in  Quarter  Casks. 

The  flour  must  be  Sent  from  Littleton  and  even  from  Loudoun  in 

Baggs. 


We  have  no  Rice,  or  Oats,  and  want  both 


Send  us  also  Some  Carrying  Saddles,  & believe  me

Fort  Loudoun,  June  16,  1758 


Sir : 

After  having  written  you  so  many  letters  full  of  disagreeable 
things,  I finally  have  the  satisfaction  of  sending  you  better  news. 

After  two  days  of  intrigue,  dinners,  and  public  councils,  the 
Cherokees  who  were  determined  to  leave  us  have  changed  their  minds. 
And,  besides  the  27  Catawbas , we  have  99  Cherokees  resolved  to  follow 
us  everywhere  you  may  want  to  lead  us.  They  promised  to  follow  the 
orders  and  directions  of  the  commander,  and  to  conquer  or  perish  with 
us . 


I should  like  to  be  able  to  send  you  their  replies  to  the 
speeches  that  I have  made  to  them.  I assure  you,  Sir,  that  I was 
astonished  to  find  so  much  spirit,  imagination,  strength,  and  dignity 
in  savages. 

In  one  part  of  his  speech,  one  of  the  chiefs  told  me  that  they 
were  acquainted  with  the  country  where  we  were  going;  and  so  that  I 
would  have  no  doubt  of  it,  he  made  a sign  to  one  of  his  warriors  who 
has  lately  returned  from  Fort  Duquesne  to  sketch  his  march.  He  took 
his  knife  and  drew  a map  on  the  table  from  Winchester  to  Fort  Duquesne, 
with  all  the  rivers  and  roads  which  lead  there,  entering  into  the 
smallest  details  on  the  nature  of  the  ground  which  is  said  to  be 
mountainous  everywhere  except  along  the  Monongahela,  but  it  is  passable 
almost  the  whole  way. 

He  said  that  the  polygon  which  faces  the  river  is  still  only  a 
very  high  stockade,  the  land  being  very  steep  on  that  side.  He  was 
obliged  to  climb  into  a tree  to  get  a true  idea  of  it. 

I have  promised  them  presents  on  their  return  from  the 
expedition,  and  what  is  now  necessary  for  them  to  march  in  the  field. 

They  have  left  entirely  to  me  the  care  of  two  of  their  people 
who  have  the  small  pox,  and  who  are  remaining  here  where  I am  giving 
them  all  the  care  possible.  This  trifle  is  for  them  the  greatest  mark 
of  confidence;  and  I foresee  good  results  in  regard  to  the  promises  they 
have  made. 
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I am  not  familiar  enough  with  their  manners  and  customs  to 
be  sure  that  they  will  do  all  they  have  promised,  but  I believe  so 
because  of  such  good  signs. 

In  that  case,  I think  that  we  will  have  enough  of  them,  with 
those  who  are  following  Col.  Bird.  Me  can  count  on  more  than  200;  that 
number  certainly  would  be  preferable  to  500  rogues  who  do  nothing  but 
filch  our  presents  without  rendering  an;/  service. 

I must  give  justice  to  Eosomvorth.  It  is  to  him  principally 
that  this  success  is  due.  The  29  warriors  that  he  brought  back  from 
Winchester  convinced  all  the  rest. 

They  are  being  equipped  today,  and  they  will  join  me  tomorrow 
at  Fort  Littleton;  from  where  I shall  go  forward. 

Until  I have  seen  with  my  own  eyes  the  road  and  the  difficulties 
that  we  may  encounter,  I can  no  longer  fix  the  days;  I have  been  too 
often  deceived  by  the  reports  of  others.  I shall  not  lose  a moment 
uselessly,  and  shall  inform  you  of  every  3tep  that  I take. 

The  Americans  will  remain  here  until  they  receive  your  orders. 

I was  obliged  for  want  of  rice  to  make  another  temporary 
ruling  concerning  the  rations,  which  I consider  the  best,  as  it  will 
save  much  carting.

Basset  here  with  tools  in  case  you  order 
the  communication  opened  from  Fort  Frederic  to  Cumberland,  supposing, 
however,  that  before  deciding  you  will  want  to  know  what  kind  of  roads 
I shall  find  in  the  direction  of  Reas  Town. 

If  you  need  an  officer  suitable  for  all  purposes,  allow  me  to 
recommend  Major  Grant.

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You  will  need  a larger  number  of  wagons  than  you  had  estimated. 
Experience,  which  is  superior  to  all  reasoning,  makes  me  see  every  day 
that  some  lose  their  horses  while  out  grazing,  and  others  are  wrecked. 

A part  did  not  have  the  strength  to  climb  the  mountains,  and  you  can 
expect  one  out  of  ten  horses  in  each  convoy  to  be  out  of  service. 

When  I went  to  Conegogech,  several  wagoners  from  Maryland  and 
Virginia  came  to  offer  me  their  services.  Governor  Sharpe  told  me  also 
that  he  could  procure  several  of  them.  I informed  Mr.  Hoops  who 
continues  to  run  night  and  day  to  collect  them. 

The  Catawbas  being  our  friends  at  all  times,  I am  sending  Captain 
Bullen,  one  of  their  chiefs,  to  try  to  bring  another  company.  He  will  be 
able  to  join  us  in  a month.

[TRANSLATION] 

Camp  of  the  Juniatta,  June  22,  1758. 

Sir , 

Our  convoy  arrived  under  the  command  of  Captain  Callendar, 
who  in  spite  of  his  exertions  has  been  two  days  on  the  road.  That 
confirms  my  opinion  on  the  subject  of  pack  horses. 

Together  with  the  difficulty  you  have  found  in  procuring 
wagons  in  Philadelphia,  three  fourths  of  those  which  I have  here 
should  be  discharged,  as  they  are  in  no  condition  to  haul  a second 
load  to  Reas  Town.  I am  writing  to  Mr.  Hoops  about  this,  so  that 
they  may  be  inspected  at  Carlisle,  end  those  unfit  for  use  may  be 
sent  back. 

As  Captain  Callendar  is  better  suited  than  any  one  else  to 
get  pack  horses  for  you,  I am  sending  him  to  Carlisle,  where  I 
hope  he  will  find  you  have  arrived.  He  says  that  the  contract  for 
General  Braddock  was  at  2 shillings  a day,  saddle  and  bell  included, 
and  18  pence  for  the  horse  only.  Whether  you  buy  the  horses  or 
contract  for  them,  the  drivers  must  be  furnished. 

He  tells  me  that  he  can  return  to  Reas  Town  in  10  or  12 
days,  where  I shall  need  him  for  the  service  I told  you  about  this 
morning.  Meanwhile,  I shall  send  some  one  there. 

Callendar  is  better  acquainted  with  the  country  than  any 
other  Indian  trader,  and  you  will  not  be  sorry  to  hear  it. 
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Our  fort  will  be  almost  finished  tomorrow,  and  the  road  opened, 

I hope.  I shall  leave  on  the  24th,  and  plan  to  be  at  Reas  Town  the 
same  day. 

Captain  Bosomworth,  who  set  out  this  morning  with  his  Indians, 
just  now  arrived  with  a letter  from  Hr.  Sinclair,  who  ordered  him  to  go 
to  Winchester  to  join  Governor  Glen. 

The  Cherokees  whom  he  brought  from  Virginia  made  objections  to 
leaving  Littleton,  because  Bosomworth  was  not  with  them.  If  he  leaves 
them  now,  perhaps  we  shall  not  have  one  left,  and  the  success  he  might 
have  at  Winchester  being  uncertain,  I did  not  think  it  prudent  to  risk 
losing  the  few  we  have,  and  ordered  him  to  return  and  join  them 
immediately  at  Reas  Town.  He  is  writing  to  Mr.  Glen,  and  I am 
enclosing  a letter  with  it,  so  that  he  will  not  lose  a moment  waiting. 

The  two  interpreters , Smith  and  Thomas  Boemer , are  at  Winchester 
with  Col.  Bird;  thus  he  will  have  all  the  assistance  possible  in  that 
regard,  but  I doubt  if  he  will  find  a single  Cherokee  there  to  speak  to. 

By  a letter  from  Hoops  I see  that  he  has  sent  me  everything  I 
needed.  I have  sent  orders  to  Littleton  to  send  all  these  wagons  to  me 
carefully.

I arrived  here  the  24th  with  the  Pennsylvania  regiment  and 
the  detachment  of  Virginia  troops.  I received  your  letter  of  the  19th 
on  the  25th  cf  this  month,  and  as  I had  only  the  same  express  to  send 
you,  I have  kept  him  until  the  present  time  so  that  I could  give  you 
an  account  of  the  establishment  of  this  post. 

The  road  beyond  Juniatta  is  very  good,  and  all  the  woods  are 
full  of  excellent  forage.  Since  my  arrival  I have  been  almost 
constantly  on  horseback,  searching  with  Captain  Gordon  for  a terrain 
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suitable  for  the  proposed  plan.  We  have  searched  without  avail,  and 
have  found  only  high  ground  without  water,  or  water  in  low  and 
vulnerable  places.  Of  the  two  inconveniences  we  finally  chose  the 
least  and  decided  on  the  location  which  seemed  least  objectionable. 
The  fort  intended  to  contain  our  stores  will  be  on  a height and 
will  have  a communication  with  a water  supply  which  cannot  be  cut 
off. 


Work  was  begun  this  morning,  and  will  be  pushed  with  all 
possible  dispatch.  From  the  very  start  I encountered  a difficulty 
which  I had  foreseen,  in  that  the  Virginia  troops  do  not  wish  to 
work  without  b'eing  pdid.  The  Pennsylvanians  have  all  offered 
voluntarily  to  work  for  a gill  of  rum  a day.  While  awaiting  your 
orders,  I shall  have  the  former  mount  guard,  and  employ  the  latter 
on  the  works. 

If  one  wished  to  put  it  on  the  basis  of  paying  the  troops 
in  America  when  they  must  work,  the  army  would  cost  nearly  four 
times  as  much,  because  no  step  can  be  taken  without  axe  or  spade 
in  hand.  If  I had  enough  troops,  I should  send  them  to  Fort 
Cumberland  to  remove  the  tad  example  they  give  But  you  will 
see  by  the  enclosed  report  that  I am  weakened  by  the  detachments 
left  in  the  rear. 

I am  writing  to  Sir  John  to  have  them  relieved  as  soon  as 
he  can,  by  the  Americans,  the  Highlanders,  or  the  companies  from 
North  Carolina,  in  order  to  enable  me  to  push  the  construction  of 
this  post  with  the  necessary  diligence. 

I have  received  all  the  convoys,  and  sent  the  wagons  to 
Carlisle  for  another  load. 

Our  Indians  are  behaving  very  well,  scouting  every  day 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  camp,  and  I always  have  hunters  in  the 
field.  We  have  noticed  no  sign  of  the  enemy,  but  I suppose  that 
they  will  lose  no  time  in  coming  to  reconnoiter  us. 

This  morning  I sent  off  Captain  Johny  and  his  Catawbas 
to  the  Ohio,  and  gave  them  Lieut.  Chew  of  the  Virginians,  a very 
alert  young  man,  with  two  other  men.  They  have  orders  to  try  and 
take  a prisoner,  and  to  reconnoiter  the  enemy's  forces. 

Two  other  parties,  each  with  15  Cherokees  and  15  of  our 
men,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Clayton,  Captain  Ward ; Lieut. 
Crawford,  and  Lieut.  Blythe,  are  leaving  tomorrow  morning  to 


ft 
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reconnoiter  the  roads  beyond  the  Alleghenies,  with  the  instructions 
I reported  in  my  last. 

The  post  of  Shingalamuch  is  not  so  easy  to  reconnoiter.  It  is 
30  miles  from  here  to  Franks  Torn,  and  70  from  there  across 
continuous  mountains.  The  Indians  do  not  seem  inclined  to  make  this 
journey;  I shall  see  if  I can  persuade  them  to  make  it,  and  give  them 
a couple  of  our  men. 

The  approval  which  you  were  pleased  to  give  what  I have  done 
is  an  ample  reward  for  the  troubles  I may  have  had.  With  organized 
troops  I should  have  lost  less  time,  but  these  men  have  never  been 
together,  and  everything  seems  new  and  difficult  for  them. 

I hope  that  we  shall  not  be  obliged  to  reduce  the  rations  to 
the  rate  fixed  by  General  Abercrombie.  These  provincials  have  already 
been  dissatisfied  at  no  longer  having  as  much  food  as  they  used  to 
receive  from  their  provinces,  and  if  they  were  told  of  being  cut  down 
still  more,  it  would  put  them  in  a very  bad  humor.  The  work  and  the 
brisk  air  of  the  mountains  gives  them  an  appetite  which  always  makes 
them  find  the  ration  too  small.  From  the  beginning,  I had  put  the 
officers  on  the  footing  of  a single  ration,  before  receiving  the 
general's  order  communicated  by  Major  Halkett . 

I am  very  much  obliged  for  the  attention  you  have  given  my 
recommendation  regarding  Doctor  Ross’s  debt.  That  will  have  a very 
good  effect. 

Since  we  are  uncertain  whether  our  proposed  route’ will  be 
practicable,  wouldn't  you  find  it  expedient  to  send  provisions  to 
Cumberland  for  a month,  instead  of  the  15  days  for  which  Mr.  Walker 
has  contracted  to  supply  the  Virginia  troops,  after  their  arrival? 

I am  so  busy  with  small  details  and  so  often  interrupted  that 
I can  scarcely  find  a moment  to  write  to  you.  If  I forget  something, 
you  will  pardon  it,  as  well  as  the  repetitions,  for  I do  not  have 
time  to  copy  any  letters.

P.S.  A soldier  of  the  Virginia  troops,  who  went  out  scouting  toward 
the  fort  with  some  Cherokees,  has  just  returned  to  camp,  almost  dead 
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from  hunger,  having  gone  8 days  without  food.  He  says  that  the  Indians 
who  were  with  him  killed  and  scalped  a Frenchman  who  was  hunting,  and 
fled  at  first  with  the  scalp.  About  20  miles  from  the  fort,  he  was 
bitten  by  a rattlesnake.  The  Indians  gave  him  a root  which  he  was  to 
chew,  swallowing  his  saliva  and  washing  the  wound.  His  leg  swelled 
so  much  that  he  could  not  follow  them,  and  they  abandoned  him.  He 
continued  to  chew  the  roots,  and  he  is  almost  cured. 

They  saw  only  one  party  of  30  Indians,  going  toward  the  north, 
and  two  Frenchmen,  of  whom  one  was  killed,  and  the  other  reached  the 
fort,  which  was  very  near,  but  he  did  not  see  it.

Camp  near  Reas  Town,  30th  June,  1758. 

I have  received  your  letter  of  the  27th,  my  dear  chevalier, 
and  hasten  to  reply,  to  beg  you  to  relieve  immediately  all  the  posts 
of  the  communication  from  Loudoun  to  this  place,  and  to  have  me  met 
by  the  companies  of  the  Pennsylvania  regiment  which  I left  there. 

I have  only  811  men  to  use,  and  besides  using  them  as  guards, 

I have  to  construct  a fort  and  the  army  storehouses. 

I am  obliged  to  build  shelters  for  the  provisions  and 
munitions  in  a hurry,  which  doubly  delays  the  work  I must  do. 

The  Virginia  troops  object  to  working  without  being  paid. 

Not  yet  having  any  definite  orders  from  the  general  on  this  matter, 

I have  had  them  on  duty  while  the  Pennsylvanians  were  working;  but 
this  arrangement  constantly  giving  rise  to  obstacles,  I have  given 
orders  this  evening  that  they  should  furnish  their  contingent  like 
the  others,  giving  a gill  of  rum  a day  to  each  worker. 

It  will  never  be .my  opinion  that  the  soldier  in  America 
should  be  paid  for  his  work  on  the  campaign.  That  may  be  acceptable 
in  Europe,  where  he  gets  no  provisions,  and  where  there  is  little 
work  to  be  done;  but  here  where  not  a step  can  be  taken  except  by 
dint  of  work,  if  things  were  put  on  such  a basis,  this  army  would 
cost  the  government  more  than  three  armies  of  the  same  strength  in 
Europe . 
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The  communication  through  Fort  Frederic  to  Cumberland  will 
be  shorter  than  through  Reas  Town,  and  since  the  general  has  approved 
it,  not  a moment  should  be  lost  in  opening  it. 

I am  sending  orders  to  Colonel  Washington  to  employ  300  men 
immediately  for  this  purpose,  including  the  Maryland  troops  which  are 
with  him,  and  to  leave  a sufficient  garrison  at  Cumberland. 

With  the  rest  of  the  troops  he  is  to  open  the  road  as  far  as 
Reas  Town. 

If  they  need  tools,  as  I suppose  they  do,  you  can  supply  them 
with  some  from  the  allotment  arrived  from  England. 

I left  tools  enough  for  about  200  men  at  Loudoun,  and  as  we 
need  them  badly,  especially  axes,  I beg  you  to  have  them  sent  to  us, 
leaving  at  this  fort  only  the  number  necessary  to  repair  the  roads. 

I am  forwarding  you  the  sappers’  tools  which  you  have 
requested,  by  the  wagons  which  will  leave  on  the  2nd  of  July. 

I would  need  some  light  cavalry  for  escorts.  Please  dispatch 
the  first  that  are  ready. 

This  evening  I had  news  of  one  of  my  parties  on  Allegheny 
Hill.  The  Indians  give  them  hope  of  finding  a good  road. 

I do  not  know  if  our  Cherokees  will  always  be  so  well  disposed, 
but  today  they  have  done  what  I have  never  heard  of  any  Indian  doing 
before.  That  is  working  for  us,  and  carrying  a quantity  of  bark  to 
roof  our  storehouses.  Those  who  had  gone  with  a party  to  Cumberland 
returned  in  one  day,  and  report  that  the  road  is  very  level. 

If  the  general  approves  the  pack  horses,  send  them  to  us  in 
a body  as  soon  as  they  are  ready.  The  26  wagons  which  arrived  this 
evening  took  3 and  a half  days  in  coming  from' Littleton . 

It  would  be  better  to  buy  these  horses,  because  if  they  are 
taken  on  contract,  we  shall  fare  the  same  as  with  the  wagons,  by 
getting  all  the  worst  ones  that  the  province  can  furnish. 

I think  it  would  be  necessary  to  inspect  the  wagons  on  each 
trip,  and  repair  all  the  defects,  because  they  delay  the  others,  and 
double  the  expense.

Monsieur 


C'est  avec  la  plus  grande  Satisfaction  que  je  re^jois  dans 
ce  moment  votre  Lettre  du  6?  Court  Etant  fort  inquiet  de  n'en  avoir 
point  depuis  le  19?  de  Juin. 

Le  Changement  de  Route  dans  une  Saison  Si  avancee  me 
paroissoit  une  Mesure  hazardde,  et  quoique  je  vous  l'aye  propose'e, 
ce  n’a  ete  qu’au  cas  que  ceile  (jy  fut  impraticable , vous  priant 
en  meme  terns  de  vouloir  bien  ne  rien  determiner  & cet  Egard , 
jusqu'a  ce  que  je  vous  eusse  rendu  Compte  de  l’Etat  des  Chemins 
jusqu'a  Reas  Town. 

Je  Suis  bien  content  d'apprendre  que  vous  ne  vous  etes  pas 
laisse  gagner  Sur  ce  Point:  Les  Chemins  Sent  mauvais,  mais 

1’ experience  prouve  qu'ils  Sont  praticables,  et  la  communication 
avec  Cumberland  est  tres  bonne,  Sans  montagnes,  et  Sera 
incessamraent  ouverte,  y ayant  300  homes  qui  coupent  de  1' autre 
cote',  et  200  de  celui  yy  pour  les  rencontrer. 

Toutes  les  Lettres  que  je  recois  de  Virginie  ne  Sont 
remplies  que  de  1’ Impossiblit4  de  trouver  un  Passage  au  travers 
de  Lawrell  Hill,  et  de  la  facilite  de  passer  par  le  Chemin  de 
Braddock;  Ceci  est  une  affaire  de  Party  de  Province  & Province, 
ou  nous  n’avons  rien  a faire,  et  j'ay  toujours  evitd  de  repondre 
un  mot  Sur  ce  Chapitre,  etant  persuade  que  nous  trouverons  un 
Passage,  et  qu'en  ce  cas  1&  nous  devons  par  bien  des  Raisons 
preferer  cette  Route,  Si  non  pour  toute  l’armde,  du  moins  pour  un 
gros  detachement. 

Je  Suis  fache'  de  ne  pouvoir  vous  assurer  positivement  de 
la  possibilit4  de  ce  Passage.  Les  Coquins  d’Indiens  que  j’avois 
envoyd  pour  cette  decouverte  avec  4 officiers  et  30  de  nos  gens, 
le3  ayant  abandonn^s  Sous  pretexte  que  leurs  Conjurations  etoient 
mauvaise,  ce  qui  les  obliges  faute  de  vivres  de  revenir  Sans 
rien  faire. 

J’y  ay  renvoy4  un  Party  de  100  homes  avec  seulemt . 4 


General  Forbes 
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Indiens  et  des  vivres  pour  10  Jours  Sur  des  Chevaux  de  Bat,  ne  voulant 
plus  laisser  en  leur  Pouvoir  de  deconcerter  nos  Mesures,  je  les  attens 
dans  3 Jours. 

Par  toutes  les  Personnes  desinteress^es  qui  ont  passe'  d’Icy 
a Fort  du  Quesne,  j ’ aprens  que  l’on  pourra  avoir  un  Chemin  de  Chariots 
au  travers  de  Lawrell  Hill,  et  que  de  1’ autre  cot^  il  n'y  a plus  que 
des  petites  montagnes  qui  ne  peuvent  nous  arreter,  avec  du  fourage  et 
de  l’Eau  Sur  toute  la  Route.  Le  Pis  aller  est  de  Suivre  1* Indian  Path, 
ne  prenant  que  des  Chevaux  de  Bat,  et  d’envoyer  le  gros  Bagage  et 
l’artillerie  par  l'autre  Route,  mais  j’espere  que  nous  n’en  Serons  pas 
reduits  la. 

Les  Catawbas  nous  ont  quittes  comme  des  Canailles,  nous  ayant 
aporte  un  Scalp,  reconnu  par  les  Cherokee  pour  un  vieux  Scalp  qu’ ils 
leur  donnerent  eux  memes  au  Printems.  Je  Supprime  les  details  jusques 
a votre  arrive'e,  mais  pour  les  Consequences  j’ay  prie  le  Col 
Washington  d’ecrire  au  Governeur  de  Virginie,  d’en  faire  porter  des 
Plaintes  a leur  Nation.  Le  Cap1}6  Jonny  qui  les  commande  n’a  receu 
que  des  mepris  & Cumberland  et  j’espere  a Winchester,  ce  qui  pourra 
prevenir  la  meme  desertion  parmi  les  autres. 

Les  Cherokee  ont  envoye  deux  Partis  Sur  l’Ohio,  je  leur  ai 
donne'  de  nos  gens  avec  Eux;  Ayant  toujours  observe  cette  Regie  Suivant 
vos  ordres;  on  ne  peut  s’en  departir  Sans  etre  leur  dupe. 

Un  autre  Party  de  nos  gens  est  aussi  en  Campagne  ainsi  j’espere 
d’ avoir  bientot  des  Nouvelles. 

Nous  avons  ete  Servis  d’une  maniere  indigne  avec  les  Chariots; 
Quelques  un  de  Ceux  qui  avoient  de  bons  Chevaux  quand  on  les  a 
appreci^s,  les  ont  garde  et  ont  envoye”  des  Rosses  qui  ne  peuvent  Se 
trainer. 


Les  Chemins  Sont  Semes  de  Chariots  brisks,  Les  Waggon  Maitres 
pour  le  plupart  ne  valent  rien.  Les  officiers  qui  les  escortent 
ont  encore  augmente  le  mal,  ce  qui  m’a  oblig^  de  leur  defendre  de  se 
meler  des  Chevaux  et  des  Chariots  jusqu’a  nouvel  ordre. 

A mo  ins  que  vous  ne  puissids  trouver  un  honete  homme,  habile, 
et  actif  pour  Waggon  maitre  General  vous  ne  pourres  etablir  1’ ordre 
dans  cette  importante  branche.  J’espere  que  vous  aures  approuve'  le 
Systems  des  Chevaux  de  Bat,  mais  ils  doivent  etre  en  bon  Etat.  Cent 
Chariots  pourroient  Suffire  pour  transporter  les  Munitions,  et  ce  qui 
ne  peut  etre  charge  sur  les  Chevaux.  Ceux  qui  Servent  au  transport 
des  Magazins  ne  Seront  pas  capables  de  Suivre  l’Expedition , il  faudroit 
des  Chariots  fraix,  ou  que  les  Proprietaires  changent  les  Chevaux, 
ou  perdre  15  Jours  a les  laisser  reposer. 
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Nos  Magazins  n'avancent  point,  commes  vous  verres  par  le 
retour  cy  Joint. 

Nos  gens  Sont  fort  harasses  et  je  Souhaitte  que  nous  puissions 
bientot  recevoir  les  nouvelles  Levies,  qui  des  qu'elles  Sont  arme'es, 

Se  formeront  plus  vite  au  Camp  qu'a  Carlisle. 

Pour  les  Troupes  regle'es  je  crois  qu'elles  ne  devroient 
arriver  iqy  que  lors  que  les  magazins  Seront  formes,  et  tout  prepare'' 
pour  la  marche  afin  de  nepas  consumer  les  vivres  transportes  avec 
tant  de  Peines,  et  de  depense. 

Les  troupes  de  Virginie  Sont  a Cumberland  avec  des  vivres 
pour  trois  semaines:  des  qu'il  vous  Sera  possible  de  determiner 

votre  Route,  Sur  les  Raports  que  je  vous  envoyeray,  il  Sera  terns 
de  les  mettre  en  mouvement. 

J'en  ay  fait  venir  200  homes  icy,  mais  des  que  je  recevray 
du  Renfort,  je  Souhaitterois  de  les  renvoyer  a Cumberland:  Ils 

paroissent  travailler  a regret  pour-  dans  une  autre  Province,  et  Si 
les  deux  Batt:  de  Pensilvanie  Sont  complets,  nous  pourrons  finir 

tout  l'ouvrage  avec  Eux. 

Le  Fort  avance  malgr^  les  difficultes  de  creuser  dans 
plusieurs  Endroits  dans  le  Roc;  Nous  avons  des  Magazins  prets 
pour  trois  mois  de  Provisions,  et  les  Stokades  Sont  plus  d’un 
tiers  plac^es. 

La  Scituation  est  bonne,  et  l'Eau  excellente. 

J’ay  continue'  a faire  travailler  le  Soldat  Sans  autre  Paye 
qu’un  Jill  de  Rum.  Les  gens  de  metier  reyoivent  un  Shilling  par 
Jour,  ou  neuf  Sols  et  le  Rum,  argent  de  Phiiad§  Ils  y Sont  a 
present  accoutumes,  et  il  n'y  a plus  de  plaintes. 

Vous  ne  trouveres  pas  les  Choses  aussi  avance'es  que  Je 
le  Souhaitterois,  mais  j’espere  qu'avec  un  peu  d' Indulgence 
pour  des  Troupes  de  Province,  vous  ne  Ser^s  pas  mecontent  de  nous. 

Le  renforcement  d’Indiens  est  une  agreable  nouvelle,  Sur 
tout  dans  ce  terns  <jy,  ou  l’on  ne  Sera  plus  obligd  de  les  laisser 
rouiller  dans  1' Inaction. 

MonsT  Glen  est  a C’umberland,  et  dispose/  a Se  rendre  icy, 
des  qu'il  Sera  Sur  de  votre  arriv^e. 
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Je  lui  ecris  de  raeme  qu'au  Col.  Byrd,  de  tacher  d'envoyer  iqy 
les  nouveaux  Indiens:  Je  crains  qu'ils  ne  se  mettent  dans  1* Esprit 

comme  les  60  du  Col.  Byrd  de  ne  vouloir  prendre  aucune  autre  Route  que 
celle  de  Braddock  qu'ils  connoissent.

inconnu,  exeepte  les  Routes  des  Indians  Traders,  qui  ne  Sont  pas  gens 
a observations,  et  Sur  le  Raport  desquels  on  ne  peut  gueres  compter: 
Nous  en  Scaurons  la  verite',  quand  je  devrois  y aller  moy  meme : Le 

detour  n’est  pas  grand  en  passant  par  Reas  Town-  pour  aller  k 
Cumberland,  et  quelque  Soit  Lawrell  Hill,  vous  pouves  en  toute  Suretd 
Suivre  votre  premier  Plan,  et  former  vos  Magazins  iqy.

Camp  near  Reas  Town  11th  July  1758 


Sir, 


It  was  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  that  I just  now 
received  your  letter  of  the  6th  of  this  month,  as  I was  very 
uneasy  about  having  none  since  the  19th  of  June. 

The  change  of  route  at  such  an  advanced  season  seemed 
to  me  a hazardous  measure,  and  although  I proposed  it  to  you,  it 
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was  only  in  case  this  one  was  impracticable,  asking  you  at  the  same 
time  not  to  decide  anything  in  that  regard  until  I had  reported  to  you 
on  the  state  of  the  roads  as  far  as  Reas  Town. 

I am  very  pleased  to  learn  that  you  did  not  allow  yourself  to 
be  influenced  in  this  matter.  The  roads  are  bad,  but  experience  proves 
that  they  are  practicable,  and  the  communication  with  Cumberland  is 
very  good,  not  mountainous,  and  will  be  open  very  soon,  as  there  are 
300  men  cutting  from  the  other  end,  and  20C  from  this  end  to  meet  them. 

All  the  letters  I receive  from  Virginia  are  filled  with  nothing 
but  the  impossibility  of  finding  a passage  across  Lawrell  Hill,  and  the 
ease  of  going  by  Braddock* s road.  This  is  a matter  of  politics  between 
one  province  and  another,  in  which  we  have  no  part;  and  I have  always 
avoided  saying  a word  on  this  subject,  as  I am  certain  that  we  shall 
find  a passage,  and  that  — in  that  case  — we  should  for  many  reasons 
prefer  this  route,  if  not  for  the  whole  army,  at  least  for  a large 
detachment . 

I am  sorry  that  I cannot  assure  you  positively  of  the  possibility 
of  this  passage,  as  the  Indian  rascals  I had  sent  to  explore  it  with 
4 officers  and  30  of  our  men  deserted  them  under  the  pretext  that  their 
omens  were  bad,  which  forced  them  for  lack  of  provisions  to  return 
without  doing  anything. 

I have  sent  back  a party  of  IOC  men  with  only  4 Indians  and 
provisions  for  10  days  on  pack  horses,  as  I no  longer  wished  to  leave 
it  in  their  power  to  disrupt  our  plans.  I expect  them  in  3 days. 

From  all  the  disinterested  persons  who  have  gone  from  here  to 
Fort  du  Quesne,  I learn  that  it  is  possible  to  have  a wagon  road 
across  Lawrell  Hill,  and  that  on  the  other  side  there  is  nothing  but 
some  small  mountains  which  cannot  stop  us,  with  forage  and  water  all  the 
way.  The  last  resort  is  to  follow  the  Indian  Path,  taking  only  pack 
horses,  and  sending  the  heavy  baggage  and  the  artillery  by  the  other 
route,  but  I hope  we  shall  not  be  reduced  to  that. 

The  Catawbas  have  left  us  like  scoundrels,  after  bringing  us 
one  scalp,  which  was  recognised  by  the  Cherokees  as  an  old  scalp  which 
they  themselves  gave  them  in  the  spring.  I am  omitting  details  until 
your  arrival,  but  for  the  time  being  I have  asked  Col.  Washington  to 
write  to  the  governor  of  Virginia,  to  make  complaints  about  it  to  their 
tribe.  Captain  Tonny  who  commands  them  received  only  scorn  at 
Cumberland  and,  I hope,  at  Winchester,  which  may  prevent  the  same 
desertion  among  the  others. 
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The  Cherokees  have  sent  two  parties  to  the  Ohio;  I gave 
them  some  of  our  men  to  go  with  them,  as  I have  always  observed 
this  rule,  following  your  orders.  We  cannot  deviate  from  this 
without  being  their  dupe. 

Another  party  of  our  men  is  also  in  the  field,  so  I hope 
to  have  news  very  noon. 

We  were  very  shamefully  supplied  with  wagons.  Seme  who 
had  good  horses  when  they  were  eppraised.  kept  them  and  sent  nags 
who  were  unable  to  drag  themselves  along. 

The  roads  are  strewn  with  broken  wagons.  The  wagon  masters 
for  the  most  part  ore  good  for  nothing.  The  officers  who  are 
escorting  them  have  added  further  to  the  evil,  which  has  obliged  me 
to  forbid  them  Co  meddle  with  horses  and  wagons  until  further  orders. 

Unless  you  can  find  an  honest,  able,  and  industrious  man  for 
general  wagon  master,  you  cannot  establish  order  in  ohis  important 
department.  I hope  that  you  have  approved  the  organization  of  pack 
horses,  but  they  ought  to  be  in  good  condition.  A hundred  wagons 
might  be  enough  to  transport  munitions  and  whet  cannot  be  loaded 
on  the  horses.  Those  used  to  carry  stores  will  not  be  capable  of 
following  the  expedition.  New  wagons  would  be  necessary,  or  else 
the  owners  must  change  horses,  or  lose  a fortnight  to  let  them  rest. 

Our  stores  are  not  going  forward,  as  you  will  see  by  the 
enclosed  return. 

Our  men  are  very  weary,  and  I hope  that  we  may  soon  receive 
some  new  recruits,  who  will  more  readily  be  put  in  shape  at  the  camp 
than  in  Carlisle,  as  soon  as  they  are  armed. 

As  for  the  regular  troops,  I believe  that  they  should  not 
arrive  here  until  the  stores  are  made  up  and  everything  ready  for 
the  march,  so  as  not  to  consume  the  provisions  transported  with  so 
much  trouble  and  expense. 

The  Virginia  troops  are  at  Cumberland  with  provisions  for 
three  weeks.  As  soon  as  you  are  able  to  decide  on  your  route  from 
the  reports  I shall  send  you,  it  will  be  time  to  start  them  off. 

I had  200  men  sent  here,  but  as  soon  as  I receive 
reinforcements,  I should  like  to  send  them  to  Cumberland . They 
seem  to  work  grudgingly  in  another  province,  and  if  the  two 
Pennsylvania  battalions  are  filled,  we  can  finish  the  whole  job 
with  them. 
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The  fort  progresses,  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  of  digging 
in  several  places  in  the  rock.  We  have  storehouses  ready  for  three 
months'  provisions,  and  more  than  a third  of  the  stockades  are  in 
place . 


The  location  is  good,  and  the  water  excellent. 

I have  continued  to  have  the  soldier  work  with  no  other  pay 
than  a gill  of  rum.  The  skilled  workmen  receive  a shilling  a day,  or 
nine  cents,  Philadelphia  money,  and  the  rum.  They  are  used  to  this 
now,  and  there  are  no  more  complaints. 

You  will  not  find  things  as  far  along  as  I should  have  wished; 
but  I hope  that,  with  a little  indulgence  for  the  provincial  troops, 
you  will  not  be  dissatisfied  with  us. 

The  Indian  reinforcement  is  agreeable  news,  especially  at  this 
time  when  it  will  no  longer  be  necessary  to  let  them  grow  rusty  in 
idleness . 

Mr.  Glen  is  at  Cumberland,  and  ready  to  come  here  as  soon  as  he 
is  sure  of  your  arrival. 

I am  writing  to  him  as  well  as  to  Col.  Byrd,  for  them  to  try 
to  send  the  new  Indians  here.  I am  afraid  that  they,  like  the  60  with 
Col.  Byrd,  will  take  it  into  their  heads  to  be  unwilling  to  take  any 
other  route  than  Braddock's,  which  they  know. 

If  there  is  still  time,  I beg  you  to  send  orders  to  Gist  to 
send  the  Little  Carpenter  (in  case  he  arrives)  straight  to  Reas  Town 
by  the  Pennsylvania  Road,  for  the  reasons  given  above. 

Bosomworth  will  go  to  Cumberland  tomorrow  to  supply  them,  and 
to  try  to  bring  them  here.  He  continues  to  manage  his  Indians  very 
well.  This  evening  five  of  them  arrived,  whom  we  had  left  at  Loudoun, 
and  then  those  that  Captain  Paris  brought  from  Frederic. 

I do  not  understand  on  what  grounds  Sir  John  is  convinced  that 
no  road  can  be  found  beyond  this  place  without  dropping  down  to 
Braddock's.  As  the  country  we  have  to  cross  is  absolutely  unknown, 
except  for  the  paths  of  the  Indian  Traders,  who  are  not  observant  men, 
and  whose  reports  are  hardly  reliable,  we  shall  know  the  truth  about 
it,  when  I must  go  there  myself.  The  detour  is  not  long,  going  to 
Cumberland  by  way  of  Reas  Town,  and  whatever  Lawrell  Hill  may  be,  you 
can  in  all  safety  follow  your  first  plan  and  establish  your  storehouses 
here . 
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In  Captain  '/Yard's  journal,  you  will  find  that  he  makes  mention 
of  tools.  They  are  the  ones  that  Col.  Burd  buried  there  after  the 
defeat,  and  which  I have  sent  men  to  look  for. 

I enclose  the  instructions  which  I have  given  them,  and  made 
them  read  several  times,  as  I did  not  wish  to  give  them  anything  in 
writing  which  might  disclose  our  plans,  but  only  an  order  to  go 
scouting  to  get  news  of  the  enemy. 

No  one  7/ishes  to  see  you  more  than  I;  but  unless  you  had  seen 
to  everything  yourself,  I am  afraid  that  you  would  have  had  to  endure 
many  delays,  especially  in  the  transport  of  provisions,  which  are 
arriving  so  slowly  and  are  consumed  so  quickly. 

The  moment  I have  news  from  our  parties,  I shall  send  you  an 

express . 


We  need  a large  quantity  of  iron  and  steel,  to  be  used  in  the 
continual  repair  of  the  wagons,  to  shoe  the  horses,  etc.  The  quantity 
Captain  Gordon  brought  is  intended  for  other  purposes. 

If  you  cannot  come  soon,  I beg  you  to  send  me  a warrant  for 
general  courts  martial.  An  example  must  be  made  to  stop  desertion. 

We  have  a man  here,  who  has  offered  his  services  to  do  the  hanging. 

I have  ordered  the  last  wagon  master  who  left  to  examine 
all  the  broken  wagons  on  the  road,  to  report  to  you  about  it.  It 
would  be  well  to  send  a wheelwright  and  a blacksmith  to  Loudoun  and 
Littleton  to  repair  them,  shoe  the  horses,  etc. 

The  sabers,  or  rather  hangers,  which  were  given  to  the 
light  cavalry,  are  a joke.  It  is  their  principal  weapon,  and  they 
could  not  kill  a chicken  with  this  tiny  knife.  I am  expecting  much 
from  them  because  of  the  surprise  which  novelty  always  causes,  and 
I should  like  you  to  have  curved  sabers  bought  for  them,  which  they 
could  use  on  occasion.  This  expense,  moreover,  is  nothing  if  we 
succeed;  and  if  vie  fail,  everything  will  be  likewise  too  expensive.

[TRANSLATION] 

Camp  near  Reas  Town,  July  15,  1758. 


Sir, 

I did  not  receive  your  letter  of  June  27th  until  yesterday. 

By  I know  not  what  chance,  it  was  found  at  Littleton  by  Sir  Allen, 
in  the  hands  of  a wagoner  who  was  bringing  it  from  Reas  Town. 

I received  the  one  of  the  11th  of  this  month,  the  day  before 
yesterday,  with  your  orders  contained  in  the  letters  of  Messrs.  Grant 
and  Halkett.  I am  replying  to  it  point  by  point,  as  they  come  before 
my  6 y g s « 


I think  I informed  you  that  the  settlement  at  Shingle 
clamusche  is  an  idle  fancy.  According  to  the  report  of  two  different 
parties  who  passed  there,  there  is  no  one  there;  and  it  appears  that 
the  C'nerokees  took  Wyoming  for  the  other. 

As  the  Delaware  Ambas  who  accompanied  the  volunteer  Dunlap 
on  his  trip  to  the  Ohio  has  given  good  evidence  of  his  fidelity,  I 
have  induced  the  Cherokees  to  receive  him;  and  they  are  sending  him 
a string  of  wampum.  This  Indian  might  be  essential  when  we  are  on 
the  3pot , to  push  the  negotiations  already  begun,  and  I have 
instructed  Dunlap  to  go  and  look  for  him. 
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I am  taking  this  opportunity  to  ask  you  to  recommend  this 
young  man  to  the  governor  for  a commission.  He  knows  the  woods  like 
a savage,  and  can  be  of  some  service  with  the  Rangers. 

In  spite  of  all  the  notices,  orders,  .and  frequent  visits,  I 
have  not  yet  succeeded  in  making  the  guards  vigilant,  although  I 
have  never  pardoned  a fault  of  this  kind. 

I know  of  but  one  way  to  overcome  the  indolence  of  the 
provincial  officers,  which  is  to  break  one  of  them  when  the  army  is 
assembled . 

The  companies  of  workmen  in  Byrd’s  regiment  are  a good 
organization;  wouldn't  you  find  it  well  to  form  one  in  each 
Pennsylvania  battalion,  with  one  of  Rangers,  as  soon  as  they  are 
all  together? 

All  our  detachments  or  parties  have  the  same  marks  as  the 
Indians,  a yellow  band  around  the  forehead,  and  a streamerlike  band 
of  the  same  color  around  the  arm. 

Two  men  were  scalped,  the  day  before  yesterday,  and  a third 
taken  by  6 Indians,  who  ,,:ere  said  to  be  Cherokees,  in  the  party  which 
met  them  near  Cumberland.  They  wore  pursued  in  an  attempt  to  recover 
the  prisoner,  the  Indians  going  to  station  themselves  in  the  passes. 

To  prevent  a like  deception  in  the  future,  I held  a great 
council  yesterday  with  the  Cherokees,  in  which  I reminded  then  how 
many  times  they  had  been  warned  to  never  go  out  without  these  marks; 
however,  they  were  neglecting  them.  I declared  to  then  that  I had 
given  orders  to  all  our  men  , to  fire  on  all  the  Indians  they 
encountered  without  the^e  marks;  and  if  some  of  their  men  were 
killed,  it  -would  be  their  own  fault.  They  told  me  that  this  was 
very  just;  that  they  would  go  out  no  more  from  the  camp  without  their 
band;  and  that  if  those  who  forgot  it  ”ere  killed,  they  would  not 
complain  about  it.  They  go  scouting  every  day,  and  I am  having  the 
hunters  scour  the  neighborhood,  which  will  not  prevent  us  from  losing 
some  men,  because  of  the  necessity  of  sending  men  every  day  to  look 
for  the  horses  in  the  woods. 

Your  orders  were  read  to  all  the  troops  here,  and  sent  to 
Fort  Cumberland. 

I have  given  orders  that  the route  be  reconnoitered. 

At  all  events,  that  will  serve  to  deceive  the  enemy. 

I am  daily  expecting  the  large  party  ^hich  I sent  beyond  the 
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mountains;  as  soon  as  they  arrive,  I shall  send  your  express  to  you. 

Sir  Allen  McLean  rill  be  here  tomorrow  with  two  companies. 

:..e  C -u r i s o n of  -Le  Juniatta  post  is  made  up  of  100  men  of  the  new 
recruits  and  a detachment  of  the  2 Pennsylvania  battalions,  who  have 
orders  to  rejoin  their  regiment  as  soon  as  the  work  is  nearly  finished. 
Captain  Gordon,  who  went  there  yesterday,  tells  me  that  this  will  be 
in  four  days. 

One  company  of  highlanders  will  stay  at  Littleton  until  you 
have  them  relieved.  The  other  will  escort  the  first  convoy  to  the 
camp . 


ihe  provisions  are  arriving  in  abundance.  Yesterday  I 
received  70  wagons,  in  good  condition;  and  to  my  great  satisfaction, 
I saw  good  horses,  which  makes  me  hope  that  you  may  be  able  to 
choose  100  of  them,  fit  to  accompany  the  expedition,  which  I still 
think  sufficient,  with  pack  horses  for  the  rest. 

I beg  you  to  have  an  estimate  made  of  the  number  which  will 
be  necessary  to  carry  provisions  from  station  to  station,  with 
allowance  for  accidents,  etc.,  figuring  on  one  horse  carrying  one 
day's  provisions  for  a hundred  men.

■n,  with  pack  horses.  They  will  be  able  to  send  out  advance 
parties.  The  distance  from  here  is  about  35  miles;  the  path  leading 
the  Ohio  is  good,  but  the  detour  is  almost  80  miles. 


I have  found  a very  expeditious  means  of  entrenching  the 
camps.  I hope  that  you  will  approve  of  it,  for  its  simplicity. 

The  communication  with  this  advance  post  will  be  kept  open 
by  a detachment  of  30  men,  also  entrenched  halfway. 

The  500  men  on  the  road  to  Fort  Cumberland  are  making 
little  headway  because  of  the  stamps  which  they  must  bridge  with 

causeways,  but  the  road  will  be  good  and  not  mountainous.  There  a] 
about  20  miles  cut. 


There  will  be  two  log  houses  halfway,  with  bastions  at  the 
two  opposite  corners,  flanking  each  other  on  the  two  sides  of  the 
road.  They  may  serve  as  shelter  for  a detachment,  and  as  a 
storehouse.  This  will  mean  a couple  of  days'  work. 


Mr.  ^Len  intended  to  come  here  tomorrow,  but  as  we  have  no 
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shelter,  I have  asked  him  to  wait  some  days  more,  so  that  we  can  build 
him  a cabin,  as  we  have  no  idle  soldiers  in  the  camp  at  the  present  time. 

We  have  storehouses  to  hold  3 months'  provisions  for  the  army, 
and  we  shall  build  some  for  the  baggage,  etc.  The  planks  are  delaying 
us,  although  we  have  10  saws  at  work. 

There  are  18  ovens  built,  charcoal  has  been  made,  and  I am  making 
a storehouse  for  hay.  The  16  Indians  whom  Captain  Paris  had  brought, 
left  us  yesterday  like  rascals,  after  having  solemnly  promised  to  take 
part  in  the  campaign.  Perhaps  I wrong  their  leader,  but  I think  he 
rather  thought  to  put  himself  forward  by  bringing  them  under  the  lure 
of  getting  presents  for  their  past  services,  instead  of  seeking  to  make 
them  render  new  services.  He  is  not  a trustworthy  man,  in  spite  of  the 
recommendations  that  may  be  given  to  you  at  Carlisle.  (He  left  the  day 
before  yesterday  to  go  to  Cumberland  with  Bosomworth. ) 

Gist's  Catawbas  and  Cherokees  exist  only  in  his  imagination,  and 
are  reduced  to  28  Tuscaroras  and  Nantaways,  better  fitted  to  carry  off 
our  presents  than  to  fight.  We  must  no  longer  count  on  any  but  ourselves. 
Yesterday  I received  28  letters;  I am  replying  to  what  concerns  the 
service  directly,  and  I hope  that  Major  Grant  and  the  brigade  major  will 
excuse  me  for  today.

Sir , 


This  morning  I received  your  letter  of  the  2nd.  My  hope  of 
seeing  you  here  soon,  greatly  diminishes  my  worries  about  the  critical 
position  we  are  in.  Me  have  no  more  than  a month's  provisions,  and  you 
have  little  certainty  of  getting  enough  wagons  to  sustain  us  and  to  push 
ahead . 


There  are  two  topics  in  your  letter,  about  which  I take  the 
liberty  to  present  my  objections.  One  is  that  if  we  cannot  procure  new 
wagons , we  should  take  the  best  part  of  what  we  have.  I think  that  we 
can  do  nothing  at  all  with  such  a small  number;  and  that,  very  far  from 
being  able  to  establish  storehouses,  they  would  not  be  enough  for  the 
daily  consumption;  and  that,  finally,  by  their  wearing  out  we  should  be 
liable  to  run  short  of  provisions,  and  forced  to  retreat. 

The  other  point  concerns  the  delays  forced  upon  us  by  the 
shortage  of  wagons.  It  does  not  anpear  that  the  enemy  still  has  a large 
body  of  Indians;  al]  the  reports  agree  on  this  point,  as  very  few  are 
seen  around  the  fort,  and  they  have  never  bothered  us  very  much.  If  they 
are  keeping  them  in  the  rear  to  save  their  provisions,  as  is  very  likely, 
they  will  not  have  them  come  until  we  advance;  and  if  they  come  then, 
they  can  always  keep  them  for  a month  during  the  crisis  of  the  expedition. 
In  that  case,  our  delays  are  worse  for  us  than  for  them,  because  we  have 
all  our  men  to  feed. 

as  regards  the  negotiation  on  foot  with  the  Indians,  it  seems  to 
me  that  the  best  way  of  dealing  with  them  is  at  the  time  when  we  have 
the  means  of  chastising  them;  and  by  the  mental  attitude  and  location  of 
those  settled  on  the  Ohio,  they  would  never  dare  to  desert  the  French,  if 
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they  did  not  see  us  orepared  and  ready  to  beat  them;  and  in  this 
case,  too,  a delay  would  be  harmful  to  us. 

Biit  two  other  reasons  seem  still  stronger  to  me.  One  is 
that  the  army  is  beginning  to  become  visibly  bored  and  impatient. 

Taeir  ardor  is  cooling,  and  I an  afraid  that  the  discontent  nay  very 
soon  be  followed  by  murmurs  and  other  annojmng  consequences.  Xy 
last  reason  is  of  great  weight  with  me  because  it  concerns  your 
reputation.  England  and  America  have  eyes  fixed  on  you.  Of  the 
three  expeditions,  one  has  failed,  the  other  has  succeeded;  but  all 
have  acted,  and  we  are  remaining  inactive.  It  is  annoying  to  be 
reduced  to  self-justification,  and  when  one  has  to  deal  with  the 
public,  all  the  reasons  in  the  world  do  not  satisfy  them,  when 
their  expectations  are  disappointed. 

How  shall  we  answer  their  cries?  That  we  are  short  of  wagons. 
They  will  say  that  it  is  very  extraordinary  that,  located  for  3 
months  with  6000  men  in  a province  which  has  as  many  or  more  wagons 
than  we  have  men,  and  with  authority  to  impress  them,  we  should  let 
ourselves  run  short.  They  will  not  go  into  detail  about  the 
difficulties.  Vre  shall  be  generally  condemned  on  this  point.  If 
we  allege  the  superior  strength  of  the  enemy,  they  will  ask  us 
where  we  have  seen  them.,  and  if  an  army  stays  in  the  rear  because 
of  reports.  And  such  enemies  I Savages  who  were  seen  to  flee  at  the 
first  gunfire  in  the  Army  of  the  North!  Pardon  me  for  the  liberty 
I am  taking  in  showing  the  situation  to  you  with  such  a disagreeable 
aspect.  I think  that  my  first  duty  is  to  tell  you  the  truth,  without 
heightening  the  evil  by  palliating  it.  I am  sincerely  attached  to 
you  by  my  duty  toward  my  general;  but  much  more  by  the  impression 
made  by  the  complete  confidence,  with  which  you  have  honored  me,  and 
your  excellent  proceedings  in  the  whole  course  of  the  affair. 

After  fathoming  the  malady,  it  is  necessary  to  try  to  find 
the  remedy.  Everything  depends  on  havinr  wagons.  Once  this  point 
is  obtained,  everything  else  is  at  your  disposal.  By  the  choice 
of  posts,  of  entrenchments,  and  of  the  necessary  precautions,  you 
can  maintain  yourself  in  the  very  teeth  of  the  enemy,  and  assure 
yourself  the  advantage  in  fighting  him,  if  he  gives  you  a good 
opportunity,  or  oblige  him  to  attack  you  with  all  possible 
disadvantages . 


o succeed  in  this,  I see  nothing  better  than  to  make  use  of 
three  different  means  at  the  same  time. 

1.  Continue  to  negotiate  in  order  to  obtain,  little  by 
little,  as  many  wagons  as  possible,  by  using  all  the  men  who  have 
s one  credit  with  the  people;  and  taking  all  possible  measures  to

reassure  the  farmers  about  their  pay,  by  giving  them  some  money  in 
advance;  about  the  lack  of  forage , by  stipulating  that  they  should 
provide  it  themselves,  or  rather  receive  a certain  quantity  at  a certain 
place;  and,  finally,  about  the  bad.  treatment , by  having  your  orders 
printed  for  all  the  officers  commanding  the  escorts  not  to  meddle  with 
the  management  of  the  wagons,  leaving  this  job  for  the  wagon  masters, 
and  limiting  themselves  solely  to  protecting  and  defending  them. 

2.  The  second  way  would  be  to  give  Sir  John  the  troops  beyond 
the  Susquehanna,  in  order  to  levy  in  all  the  rebellious  quarters,  and 
where  force  alone  can  obtain  wagons;  to  reduce  them  to  brigades,  make 
them  put  their  harness  in  good  condition  at  their  own  expense,  and 
furnish  them  with  forage. 

3.  The  third,  which  seems  to  conform  best  to  the  circumstances , 
and  to  the  good  of  the  service,  because  it  will  treat  every  one  alike, 
would  be  --  if  you  approve  --  to  write  a very  strong  letter  to  the 
governor  for  the  assembly,  showing  the  ruin  of  the  expedition,  and  the 
necessity  of  retreating,  if  you  do  not  obtain  the  wagons  necessary  to 
feed  the  army,  including  a calculation  of  the  provisions  for  the 
maintenance  of  6000.  It  should  reveal  all  the  methods  you  have 
attempted  without  success,  and  should  demand  that  the  assembly  pass  a 
law,  obliging  every  man  who  has  a wagon,  without  distinction  or 
exemption,  in  the  whole  extent  of  the  province,  to  furnish  it  for  a 
single  trip  and  at  a fixed  price,  when  it  is  required,  under  penalty  of 
a fine  of  20  or  30  pounds;  and  imposing  the  same  penalty  on  every 
magistrate,  justice  of  the  peace,  constable,  or  others,  who  should 
refuse  or  neglect  to  execute  the  law. 

If  the  assembly  refuses  your  request,  this  public  letter  will  be 
your  justification;  and  If  you  fail,  it  will  answer  for  the  consequences. 
This  letter  should  be  accompanied  or  preceded  by  some  individual  letters 
to  the  chief  members  of  the  assembly,  like  Messrs.  Norris,  Allen,  Fox, 
Hughes,  etc.,  to  convince  them  of  the  necessity  for  this  decisive 
measure,  which  will  save  their  province  without  oppressing  any  party. 

And  as  the  most  detailed  letter  tells  less  than  a day’s 
conversation,  I thought  of  sending  you  Paymaster  Young,  who  seems 
suitable  to  handle  this  matter.  He  has  been  a witness  of  our  situation, 
and  will  describe  it  vividly  at  Philadelphia.  He  doesn't  really  belong 
to  the  army,  and  his  testimony  will  have  more  weight.  If  you  find  it 
wise  to  use  him,  he  should  have  some  instructions,  in  writing  and  by 
word  of  mouth.  The  assembly  renews  its  operations  on  the  14th  of  the 
present  month,  and  in  two  days  this  matter  could  be  passed,  and  put  you 
at  ease  forever. 

I have  made  the  necessary  arrangements  for  Colonel  Wash  fington] ’ s 
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march.  I shall  give  you  a detailed  report  on  your  arrival.  He 
needs  28  wagons . 210  pack  horsos,  50  oxen,  and  he  will  have  100 
cartridges,  G weeks'  provisions,  tools  for  entrenching  himself, 
etc.  His  march  can  be  covered  by  a corps  of  500  men,  who  will  go 
one  or  three  days  ahead  of  him  from  our  advance  post  to  )S...?(, 
and  will  heln  him  to  make  his  entrenchment.  His  invalids  will  stay 
at  Cumberland,  where  they  will  be  sent  a surgeon,  drugs,  and  some 
equipment,  since  we  have  no  way  of  lodging  them  here.  They  have 
no  more  than  12  days'  supply  of  flour. 

I am  leaving  tomorrow  for  the  advance  post;  although  I fear 
nothing  in  that  direction,  I an  delighted  that  you  permit  me  to 
reconnoiter  it.  I shall  not  leave  then  until  I have  seen  that  they 
are  fully  protected  from  a sudden  attack,  and  have  made  sure  of 
the  communication. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Dagworthy  marched  today  with  300  men, 
chosen  both  from  his  corps  and  from  the  lower  counties,  with  40 
North  Carolina  Rangers  and  50  Indians.  I will  send  them  ahead  to 
cover  our  advance,  and  they  will  send  out  some  parties  every  day 
as  far  as  the  enemy's  posts,  in  order  to  inform  us  in  time  of  their 
movements . 


I shall  send  the  leavings  of  the  troops  from  Maryland,  the 
Lower  Counties,  and  North  Carolina  to  relieve  the  good  men  who  are 
at  Loudoun  and  Littleton;  and  I shall  leave  beyond  the  mountains 
only  a force  sufficient  to  protect  us  from  an  attack  until  we  can 
establish  storehouses  there.

If  it  had  been  in  my  power  to  write  sooner  you’ll  doe  me 
the  justice  to  believe  that  I should  have  troubled  you  long  before 
this  time,  with  an  Account  of  the  detatchment,  q0*1  marched  the  9^ 
of  September  from  the  Camp  of  Loyal  Hannon 

Me  were  lucky  enough  not  to  be  discovered  in  Our  March 
tho'  several  Scouting  parties  passed  very  near  us.  We  got  to  an 
Advantageous  Post  the  12t?h  about  3 in  the  afternoon  which  According 
to  the  information  of  all  our  Guides  from  Ten  to  Twelve  Miles  from 
the  French  Fort.  I thought  it  was  a proper  place  to  encamp,  as  I 
did  not  think  it  adviseable  to  gee  nearer  for  fear  of  being  discovered, 
but  I afterwards  found  that  Our  Guide  were  much  mistaken  about  the 
distance  for  as  near  as  I can  judge  yt  Camp  is  about  Sixteen  Miles 
from  the  top  of  the  Hill  where  we  was  to  take  Post 

The  13^  at  Break  of  day  I sent  Maj . Lewis  w 200  Men  8c  our 
Indians,  wt  Orders  to  post  them  in  Ambuscade  about  five  Miles  from 
the  Fort,  which  was  all  the  Precaution  I could  take  to  prevent  our 
being  discovered,  in  the  Camp,  for  I flattered  myself  that  if  a 
Reconoitring  Party  was  sent  Out,  it  might  possibly  fall  into  the 
Ambuscade,  8c,  in  that  case,  in  all  probability  they  must  have  been 
killed  or  taken,  8c  if  they  had  sent,  in  the  event  of  our  Plans 
succeeding  a second  Party  from  the  Fort , they  would  have  found 
the  whole  Party  ready  to  receive  them  I Ordered  M?  Chew  to  march 
wt  a party  of  15.  or  20  Men  to  Reconoitre  the  Ground,  8c  to  try 
without  exposing  himself  or  the  Men  to  draw  a party  of  the  Enemy  into 
the  Ambuscade.  He  only  went  vfi  3 Indians,  who  soon  left  him,  8c 
by  that  means  in  place  of  returning  to  Maj?  Lewis,  about  10  Clock 
as  I expected,  he  was  obliged  to  conceal  himself  till  night  came  On, 

8c  he  joined  them  upon  the  march  about  Eleven  0 Clock  at  IJight.  But 
I would  not  be  understood  to  reflect  upon  Him.  He’s  a good  brisk 
yound  Lad.  --  about  3 in  the  afternoon,  I marched  forward  w*  the 
rest  of  the  Detatchment,  8c  I found  Maj?  Lewis  Advantageously  posted 
about  four  Miles  from  our  Camp,  wt*1  Post  I was  assured  was  not 
seven  Miles  from  the  Fort.  Tho’  I found  it  was  above  twelve;  after 
giving  Orders  to  the  Troops  8c  Particular  Instructions  to  the  Captains 
I proceeded  about  Six  in  the  Evening  towards  the  Fort,  expecting  to 
get  to  the  Top  of  the  Hill,  about  11.  at  Night,  but  as  the  distance 
was  so  much  greater  than  I imagined,  It  was  after  Two  in  the  Morning 
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before  we  got  there.  The  Instructions  when  I left  Loyl  Hannon  was  that 
a particular  narty  should  be  sent  to  Attack  each  Indian  fire,  but  as 
those  Fires  either  had  not  been  made,  or  were  burnt  out  before  we  got 
to  the  Ground,  it  was  impossible  to  majce  any  disposition  of  that  kind. 
Maj?  Levds  was  informed  of  every  particular  of  of  our  Project  before  we 
marched  from  Loyal  Hannon,  & was  told  there  that  he  was  to  Command  the 
Troops  that  was  to  be  sent  upon  the  Attack,  as  I was  to  continue  upon 
the  height  to  make  a Disposition  for  covering  His  retreat  (which  we  did 
not  desire  to  be  made  in  good  Order)  & for  forming  the  Rear  Guard  in  our 
March  from  the  Fort,  & you'l  easily  believe  that  He  & I had  frequent 
Conversation  upon  the  March  about  our  Plan  of  Operations.  I sent  for 
Him,  the  moment  the  Moment  the  Troops  arrived  upon  the  Hill,  Opposite 
to  the  fort  & told  him  that  as  we  had  been  misinformed  by  the  Guides  w^ 
regard  to  the  distance,  & by  that  means  had  got  there  much  later  than  we 
expected,  it  was  impossible  to  make  the  projected  disposition  of  a party 
of  Men  for  the  Attack  of  each  Fire,  but  that  it  was  impossible  to 
continue  another  Day  without  being  discovered,  & that  as  the  Night  was 
far  advanced  there  was  no  time  to  be  lost.  I therefore  ordered  Him  to 
march  directly  w^  100  Americans  200  Highlanders  & 100  Virginians  & to 
Attack  every  thing  that  was  found  about  the  Fort.  I gave  Orders  that  no 
Attention  should  be  paid  to  the  Centries,  who  probably  would  challenge 
& in  case  they  were  fired  upon  they  were  not  to  return  it  upon  any 
Account.  But  to  march  On  as  fast  as  possible  & were  not  to  fire  a Shot, 
’till  they  were  close  to  the  Enemy  — & that  after  they  discharged  their 
pieces  they  were  to  Usse  their  Bayonets  without  Loading  a Second  time. 

I told  the  Maj?  that  I would  Order  all  our  Drums  & Pipes  to  beat  the 
retreat,  when  it  was  time  for  the  Troops  to  retire,  that  I was 
indifferent  what  Order  they  came  back  in,  for  that  it  was  the  same  thing 
to  me  if  y?  was  not  three  of  them  together,  provided  they  did  the 
Business  they  were  sent  upon. 

The  MajL  had  not  half  a Mile  to  march  into  the  open  plain  where 
the  Fort  stands,  the  400  Men  under  His  Command  had  a white  Shirt  over 
His  Cloaths,  to  prevent  Mistakes,  & y?  they  might  even  at  a distance 
distinguish  One  another;  I saw  the  mnericans  & Highlanders  march  off  & 
gave  directions  that  the  Virginians  should  fall  in  — in  the  Rear, 
sending  a greater  Number  of  Men,  might  possibly  I thought  Occasion 
confusion,  & I was  of  Opinion  that  400  Men  were  quite  sufficient  to 
carry  the  Service  into  Execution.  I was  absolutely  certain  we  were  not 
discovered  when  the  Troops  marched  from  the  Hill.  I thought  our  loss 
must  be  inconsiderable,  & I never  doubted  but  that  everything  would 
succeed  beyond  our  most  sanguine  expectations 

After  Posting  the  remaining  part  of  the  Troops  in  the  best  manner 
I could,  I placed  myself  wt  the  Drums  & Pipes  at  the  Head  of  the 
Highlanders,  who  were  in  the  Center  & exactly  Opposite  the  Fort,  during 
the  Operation  the  time  passed,  the  Day  Advanced  fast  upon  us,  & was 
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turning  uneasy  at  not  hearing  the  Attack  begin,  when  to  my  great 
Astonishment.  MajV  Lewis  came  up  3c  told  Me.  ’’That  it  was  impossible 
"to  doe  any  thing,  that  the  Light  was  dark,  that  the  Road  was  bad, 
’’worse  than  anything  I had  ever  seen,  that  there  were  Logs  of  wood 
"across  it,  that  their  were  fences  to  pass  that  the  troops  had 
"fallen  into  Confusion,  8c  that  it  was  a Mercy  they  had  not  fired 
"upon  one  another,  that  they  had  made  so  much  noise  he  was  sure  they 
"must  be  discovered.  3c  that  it  was  impossible  for  the  Men  to  find 
"their  way  back  thro’,  those  Woods.  — these  were  exactly  the  Words 
he  made  use  of  --  this  behaviour  in  an  Officer  was  new  to  Me.  His 
Conduct  in  Overturning  a long  projected  Scheme  8c  in  disobeying  such 
positive  Orders,  w as  so  Unaccountable  that  I could  not  speak  to  him 
w^  common  patience,  so  that  I just  made  Answer  to  his  last  words 
that  the  Men  according  to  the  Orders  that  had  been  given  would  have 
found  their  way  back  to  the  Drums  'when  the  Retreat  beat.  --  So  I 
left  Him  8c  went  be- as  fast  as  I could  to  Lieut.  MCKenzie  3c  Mf  Rhor, 
to  see  what  the  matter  was  & to  give  directions  for  the  Attack  if 
the  thing  was  practicable.  I found  the  Troops  in  the  greatest 
confusion  I ever  saw  Men  in,  q?^  to  say  truth  was  not  surprizing, 
for  the  Major  had  brought  them  back  from  the  plain  when  he  returned 
himself,  and  every  body  then  took  a Road  of  their  own.  I found  it 
was  impossible  to  think  of  forming  them  for  an  Attack,  and  the 
Morning  was  too  far  advanced  to  send  for  the  other  Troops  from  the 
other  places  where  they  were  posted,  tho’  I was  reduced  after  all  my 
hopes  of  Success,  to  this  melancholly  Sitxiation.  that  something  at 
least  might  be  Attempted,  I sent  Lietf  Robinson  8c  McDonald , w 50  Men 
to  make  an  Attack  at  a place,  where  Two  or  Three  Fires,  had  been  seen 
the  night  before.  I desired  them  to  kill  a Dozen  of  Indians  if 
possible,  8c  I would  be  satisfied,  they  went  directly  to  the  place 
they  were  ordered,  8c  finding  none  of  the  Indians  they  set  fire  to  the 
House,  but  it  was  day  of  light  before  they  could  return  I mention  this 
last  Circumstance  t-o— yea-,  that  it  might  appear  clearly  to  you  it 
was  not  in  my  Power,  to  send  a greater  Number. 

The  surprize  was  Compleat  the  Governour  knew  nothing  of 
us  or  our  March  & in  all  probability  the  Enterprize  must  have 
succeeded  against  the  Camp  as  well  as  against  the  Indians,  if  the 
Attempt  had  been  made.  So  favourable  an  Opportunity  I dare  say  never 
vras  lost;  The  Difficulties  q?h  Maj£  Lewis  had  represented  to  Me  to 
be  unsurmountable  appeared  to  Me  as  they  Certainly  were  absolutely 
imaginary  I marched  above  12  Miles  that  night  w"^  an  advanced  Guard 
& flanking  Parties  before  it  without  the  least  Confusion  the  MajT 
had  not  a Mile  to  march  to  the  Fort  and  above  two  thirds  of  that 
way  in  an  Open  plain.  3c  I can  safly  declare  that  there  is  no  part  of 
the  Road  in  getting  into  the  plain,  worse  than  what  I had  passed  w^ 
out  any  great  difficulty  in  coneing  up  the  Hill.  I made  no  Secret 
to  the  People  who  were  then  about  Me,  that  I was  so  much  dissatisfied 
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the  Majors  Conduct,  that  I was  determined  to  Carry  him  back  to  Camp  in 
Arrest,  that  he  might  Answer  to  you  for  his  behaviour.  Several  Officers 
heard  Me  say  --  As  ¥v.  Eentick  if  he  escaped  has  no  doubt  informed,  that 
it  was  my  Intention,  however  I did  not  think  it  Advisable  to  take  any 
Step  of  that  kind  *ti]l  we  were  out  of  reach  of  the  Enemy.  I therefore 
sent  MajL  Lewis  the  14.  at  break  of  Day  with  the  Americans  & Virginians 
to  reinforce  Cap!'  Bullet  who  I had  left  about  50  Men  as  a Guard  upon 
our  -Baggage- Horses  & Provisions,  within  2 Miles  of  the  Fort  directly  upon 
the  Road  by  which  we  were  to  return  to  our  Camp.  I was  afraid  the  Enemy 
might  possibly  send  a Detatchment  that  way  to  take  Possession  of  some 
Passes  to  harrass  us  in  Our  March,  or  perhaps  to  endeavour  to  cut  us  off 
in  case  we  were  forced  to  make  a Retreat  & I directed  the  MajL  to 
place  these  Troops  in  Ambuscade  that  he  might  have  all  the  Advantage 
possible  of  any  party  that  could  be  send  out.  --  about  7 in  the  Morning 
after  the  fog  was  gone  Sc  the  Day  cleared  up  it  was  found  impossible  to 
take  a Plan  of  the  Fort  from  the  height  where  the  Troops  were  posted, 

& as  Col?  Boquet  & I had  settled  that  a Plan  should  be  taken  a_  la  barbe 
de  la  Garisso*  in  case  Our  Attempt  did  not  succed  in  the  Might.  I sent 
ML  Rhor  w^  Cap?  McDonald  & a hundred  Men  to  take  the  Plan,  with  directions 
not  to  expose  himself  or  the  Troops,  about  the  same  time  being  informed 
that  some  of  the  Enemy  Indians  had  discovered  Cap?  Mc/Ienzie,  who  was 
posted  upon  the  left  almost  faceing  the  Monongehela.  in  Order  to  put  on 
a good  Countenance,  & to  Convince  our  Men  they  had  no  reason  to  be  Afraid, 
I gave  directions  to  our  Drums  to  beat  the  Reveille,  the  Troops  were  in 
an  Advantageous  Post,  & I must  own  I thought  we  had  nothing  to  fear.  — 

For  about  half  an  Hour  after  the  Enemy  came  from  the  Fort,  in  different 
parties,  without  much  Order,  Cc  getting  behind  Forces  they  advanced 
briskly,  & Attacked  our  left  where  there  were  250  Men.  Cap?  McDonald  & 
Lieut ennant  Campbel  were  soon  killed  Lieu?  McDonald  was  wounded  at  the 
same  time,  & our  People  being  Over  powered,  gave  way,  where  those 
Officers  had  been  killed,  I did  all  in  my  power  to  keen  things  in  Order 
but  to  no  purpose.  The  100  Pensylvanians  who  were  posted  upon  the  right 
at  the  greatest  distance  from  the  Enemy,  went  Off  without  Orders,  & 
without  Firing  a Shott.  in  short  in  less  than  half  an  Hour  all  was 
in  Confusion  & as  soon  as  that  happened  we  were  fired  upon  from 
every  Quarter.  I endeavoured  to  rally  the  Troons  unon  every  rising 
Ground  -Sc  I did  all  in  my  Power  in  that  Melaneholly  Situation  to  make  the 
best  Retreat  I could.  I sent  an  Officer  to  Maj?  Lewis  to  make  the  best 
disposition  he  could,  taw  y?  Americans  & Virginians,  till  I could  come  up, 

Sc  I was  in  hopes  to  be  able  to  make  a Stand  there,  and  at  last  to  make  a 
tolerable  retreat  Unfortunately  upon  hearing  the  firing  the  MajL  the  Ma j . 
thought  the  best  thing  that  could  be  done  was  to  march  to  our  Assistance. 
Unluckily  they  did  not  take  the  same  Road  by  q?*1  I marched  the  night 
before  & by  which  they  had  passed  that  Morning  & As  I retired  the  same 
way  I had  Advanced,  I never  saw  them,  when  I found  Cap?  Bullet  & his  50 
Men  alone,  I could  not  help  saying  to  him  that  I was  undone  However  tho’ 
there  was  not-  little  or  rather  no  hopes  left,  I was  Resolved  to  doe  the 

* Literally,  "in  the  beard  of  the  garrison." 
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best  I could,  k when  ever  I could  get  anybody  to  stay  with  Me  TVe 
made  a Stand  sometimes  w^  100  & sometimes  with  50  just  as  the  Men 
thought  proper  for  Orders  were  to  no  purpose,  Fear  had  then  got  the 
better  of  every  other  passion  & I hope  I shall  never  see  again  such 
a Pannick  among  Troops,  till  then  I had  no  conception  of  it. 

At  last  inclining  to  the  left  about  50  Men,  where  I was 
told  a number  of  the  Americans  & Highlanders  had  gone,  my  party 
diminished  insensibly,  every  Souldier  taking  the  Road  he  liked 
best , & I found  myself  w^  not  above  a Dozen  of  Men  and  an  Officer 
of  the  Pennsylvanians , who , had  been  left  w^  Capt  Bullet  surrounded 
on  all  sides,  by  the  Indians,  & when  I expected  every  instant  to  be 
c^t  in  pieces  w^out  a possibility  of  escapeing,  a Body  of  the  French 
w a number  of  their  Officers  came  up,  & offered  Me  Quarters,  which 
I accepted  off.  I was  then  wMn  a short  League  of  the  Fort,  it  was 
then  about  11.  0 Clock,  and  as  far  as  I can  judge  about  that  time, 
the  French  troops  were  called  back  & the  pursuit  ended  what  our  loss 
is  you  best  know,  but  it  must  be  considerable.  Capt?  M?Donald  & 
Munroe,  Lieut?  Alex1?  M°Kenzie , Collin  Campbel  A WT  McKenzie  Lieutt 
Rider,  & Ensingn  Jenkins  & Hollar  are  Prisoners.  Ens§  McDonald  is 
prisoner  w^  the  Indians,  from  what  I could  hear  they  have  got  2 
other  Officers,  whose  names  or  Corps  I know  not,  MT  Rhor  & the 
officer  who  conducted  the  Indians  were  killed,  Maj?  Lewis  & Capt" 
M°Kenzie  are  prisoners.  I’m  not  certain  that  Lieut  M°Kenzie  was 
killed,  but  I have  seen  his  Commission  q?*1  makes  it  very  probable. 

I spoke  to  Lt  McDonald  senior,  after  he  was  wounded  & I think  he 
could  hardly  make  his  escape  I wish  I may  be  mistaken 

This  is  the  best  Acct  I can  give  you  of  our  unlucky  affair. 

I endeavoured  to  execute  the  Orders  q?h  I had  received  to  the  best 
of  my  power,  As  I have  been  misf ortunate  the  World  may  possibly  find 
fault  wt  my  Conduct.  I flatter  myself  yt  you  will  not.  I may  have 
committed  Mistakes  w^out  knowing  them,  but  if  I was  sensible  of 
them  I most  certainly  should  tell  you,  in  what  I thought  I had  done 
wrong,  I am  willing  to  flatter  myself  that  my  being  a Prisoner  will 
be  no  detriment  to  my  promotion  in  case  Vacancies  should  happen  in 
the  Army  & Its  to  be  hoped  that  the  proper  Steps  will  be  taken  to 
get  me  exchanged  as  soon  as  possible  I have  the  honour  to  be

I took  it  for  granted  that  it  was  by  the  Majors  orders,  ’till  he  assur'd 
me  of  the  Contrary

detriment  to  his  promotion.  He  begs  that  I may  mention  him  to  you.  & 

I could  not  think  of  refuseing  Him.

As  the  Waggons  would  detain  you  too  long  you  are  to  unload  them 
in  the  Redoubt  at  Stoney  Creek,  where  the  Waggons  are  to  Stay  w.  100 
Men  untill  I can  Send  them  an  Escort. 

This  is  in  the  Supposition  that  there  will  be  at  least  100

My  Lord  Duke, 

I take  the  liberty  to  inform  you  of  the  reduction  of  this 
place,  which  the  Ling’s  troops  under  the  command  of  Brigadier  General 
Forbes  forced  the  enemy  to  abandon  on  November  25th,  after  they  had 
reduced  it  to  ashes  and  blown  up  the  fortifications. 

They  resisted  our  advance  during  the  whole  campaign  with  the 
greatest  stubbornness.  The  obstacles  which  we  had  to  surmount 
were  immense,  200  miles  of  a wild  and  unknown  country  to  cross; 
obliged  to  open  a road  through  woods,  mountains,  and  stamps;  to  build 
forts  along  our  lines  of  march  for  the  security  of  our  convoys;  with 
an  active  and  enterprising  enemy  in  front  of  us,  elated  by  his 
previous  successes,  and  superior  in  this  type  of  war.  It  was  only  with 
infinite  trouble  that  we  were  able  to  transport  provisions,  artillery, 
and  munitions.  Our  little  army  was  composed  of  new  recruits  and 
provincials,  most  of  them  engaged  in  the  month  of  June  for  the 
campaign,  and  a great  number  of  whom  had  never  seen  a musket.  In 
spite  of  all  these  difficulties,  we  have  succeeded,  and  the  honor 
is  justly  due  to  the  General,  who,  by  his  adroitness,  prudence,  and 
resolution,  was  able  to  detach  the  Indians  from  the  French,  to 
strengthen  all  the  posts  and  to  surmount  all  the  obstacles,  created 
by  the  enemy,  and  by  the  ...  The  conquest  of  Louisbourg  was  more 
spectacular  than  such  a difficult  enterprise,  but  the  effects  of  this 
will  be  sooner  and  more  keenly  felt.  Every  year,  thousands  of  settlers 
had  been  massacred  in  their  beds,  or  torn  from  the  bosoms  of  their 
families  by  the  savages  whom  the  French  sent  continually  into  our 
colonies.  The  prisoners  were  reduced  to  the  most  abject  slavery  or 
subjected  to  tortures  which  inspire  horror. 

Ne  are  ourselves  reduced  to  a sad  state  of  affairs,  camping 
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300  miles  from  Philadelphia,  with  neither  tents  nor  baggage,  and 
in  need  of  clothing,  with  the  weather  bitter  cold  (the  thermometer 
at  16°),  and  getting  supplies  only  with  the  greatest  difficulty; 
but  the  troops  are  suffering  without  a murmur,  delighted  that 
they  have  destroyed  this  nest  of  pirates,  w ho  have  cost  so  much 
blood. 


Bentinck  has  made  this  campaign,  in  which  4 of  the  9 
officers  of  the  B.  A.  H.  have  been  killed,  and  2 made  prisoners. 

I v/ as  very  pleased  with  him,  and  should  like  to  see  him  have 
a company.  They  are  very  cheap  at  present , but  the  war  in  this 
country  is  such  a difficult  profession  that  it  would  be  much  more 
advantageous  for  him,  if  through  your  protection  he  could  obtain 
one  in  England. 

I should  be  delighted  if  I could  contribute  to  his 
advancement,  and  to  receive  Your  Grace's  orders  concerning 
it .

I have  there  upon  thought  proper  to  let  you  know  that  the  money 
lately  voted  by  your  Province  as  a gratification  for  your  past  good 
services,  Shall  be  punctually  paid  to  you,  according  to  the  Intentions 
of  the  Government,  without  any  deduction  for  the  advances  you  may  have 
received  from  time  to  time,  which  advances  are  to  be  Stopped  afterwards 
when  you  receive  your  full  Pay:  and  in  order  to  enable  you  to  wait 

a few  days  for  your  Share  of  the  above  Gratification,  I have  impowred 
Capt  Pearis  to  advance  20  3h.  to  Each  man,  which  Shall  be  deducted  from 
ye  Said  Gratification. 

And  whereas  the  Settling  of  your  arrears  and  pay  requires  Some 
time;  I do  expect  from  your  Fidelity,  honour,  and  duty,  that  you  Shall 
wait  patiently  untill  the  15 1*1  of  March  next  by  which  time,  and  perhaps 
sooner,  I hope  to  See  all  your  affairs  Settled  to  your  satisfaction; 

I place  such  Confidence  in  you  that  I make  no  doubt  of  your 
ready  Compliance  to  my  desire,  and  I think  you  too  wise  to  loose  by  a 
precipitate  and  rash  Step,  the  fruit  of  all  your  Labours,  your 
reputation,  and  your  Money. 

I propose  -going- to  set  out  to  morrow  for  the  settlements  where 
I Shall  represent  in  the  Strongest  terms  to  the  General  your  Situation, 
and  the  Justice  of  your  demands,  and  Shall  inform  Capt  Pearis  of  the 
Success  of  my  sollicitations  in  your  favour. 

I has  been  reported  to  me  that  one  Balsar  Kern  a Soldier  Should 
have  Spread  among  you  false  Reports  from  me.  That  I had  offered  him  ten 
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Pistoles  to  Enlist  in  the  R.  A.  R.  and  other  infamous  Insinuations 
tending  to  dispirit  the  Garrison,  and  make  you  take  wrong  and 
isur  o : I therefore  have  thought  it  necessary  to 

inform  you  myself  that  I never  did  Speak  to,  or  even  Saw  the  Said 
Balsar  kern,  who  has  basely  and  maliciously  contrived  the  above 
falshood  to  bad  Purposes:  Therefore  I have  given  Strict  orders  to 

iris  *o  have  the  Said  Ealsar  Pern  tried  by  a Court  Partial, 
and  punished  with  the  utmost  severity  of  the  Lav/  against  Such 
Seditious  discourses. 


I recommand  you  again  to  have  Patience,  till  you  hear  from

in  Sucn  a manner  as  to  inforce  my  Hocorrmandations  in  your  behalf  and 
pou  may  depend  upon  my  utmost  Endeavours  to  See  you  righted  in  your 
Pretensions .

Dear  Sir 

I laid  before  the  Genl  your  last  of  the  24th  Acril  with  the 
Plans  which  gave  him  great  satisfaction.  He  will  differ  to  take 
any  determination  unon  the  Choice  of  a ground  for  the  n ew  Fort, 
till  he  is  himself  upon  the  Spot.  The  difficulty  of  crossing  the 
Mononghehela  Seems  to  be  -the  on-Py-  a great  objection  against  the  fine 
Place  you  describe,  as  well  as  the  risk  of  loosing  the  at-  Communication 
of  that  River,  if  we  have  not  a Post  upon  it;  The  -oc-Tnoonven-ienooc- 
dangers  and  the  advantages  must  be  well  weighed;  and  the  Reasons 
for  abandoning  the  Forks  very  prevailing  to  loose  that  heaut-i-ful — 
convenient  Station. 

Capt  Gordon  is  collecting  a good  number  of  artificers  and 
will  Send  them  up  immediately,  with  the  Materials  necessary  for  the 
Construction  of  a respectable  Fort;  The  Difficulty  of  getting 
Carriages,  till  the  Acct-5  of  last  Campaign  are  paid,  is  So  great 
that  we  can  not  Supply  you  as  we  wish,  But  in  a few  days,  I hope 
to  See  all  the  Obstacles  removed. 

In  the  mean  Time  I beg  you  will  get  as  many  Sayiers  at  YJork 
as  you  can,  and  build  a Granary  for  flour,  and  two  for  Corn  and  oats, 
which  are  to  be  C«rry'd  in  Baggs  from  Bedford.  The  artificers  are 
to  be  paid  at  15  d per  day. 

M?  Croghan  with  your  direction  and  assistance  will  I hope 
be  able  to  support  our  Interest  with  the  Indians,  til]  we  can  raise 
Troops,  and  Inforce  your  arguments  by  the  "'eight  of  an  Army, 
but  he  must  avoid  bringing  any  number  to  you,  till  we  can  lay  in 
Provisions  for  them. 

The  General  approves  your  Reasons  for  not  bringing  doxvn 
your  garrison,  and  he  will  get  everything  you  may  want  Sent  to  you, 
as  soon  as  we  can  get  Carriages. 

The  Highlanders  at  Ligonier  have  orders  to  march  down  when 
relieved  by  the  Detachment  of  Virga  Troops  under  the  Command  of 
L“  Col.  Stephen,  but  those  v/ho  are  at  Pittsburgh  are  to  remain 
there  till  .roops  can  be  marched  up  to  replace  them  -- 
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The  Lower  County’s  have  voted  180  men  only,  The  Marylanders  will 
do  nothing,  and  it  is  not  expected  that  this  Province  can  compleat  their 
27,00  men.  Everybody  is  at  Work,  The  Comissions  shall  be  filled 
immediately;  The  Governor  being  arrived  this  day  from  Newcastle. 

The  behaviour  of  some  of  our  Parties  has  given  great  dissatis- 
faction to  the  General,  who  is  determined  to  make  an  Example  of  severity 
to  recall  the  other  to  their  duty,  if  any  Should  want  it. 

M?  Pemberton  has  represented  to  him  that  you  had  taken  some  of 
his  goods  for  the  use  of  the  Garrison,  which  he  Says  he  can  not  afford 
at  the  Prices  fixed  for  Indians,  as  he  is  deprived  of  the  Profit  he 
could  expect  from  the  Returns  in  Skins  --  The  Genl  thinks  his  demand 
reasonable,  and  that  he  Should  receive  a just  price  for  the  Said  Goods 
which  will  be  Settled  here,  when  the  list  comes  down 

We  have  no  public  News;  Our  Comissioners  have  at  last  Sent  their 
Indian  Goods,  which  wt*1  those  Sent  by  M?  Croghan,  will  be  sufficient  to 
answer  any  present  demands.

All  the  Highlanders  actually  at  Fort  Ligonier,  or  on  this 
Side  of  it  are  to  come  down  to  Philad'2  when  the  above  Detachm^  is 
at  Ligonier;  but  the  detachmt  they  have  at  Pittsburgh  is  to  remain 
there,  till  they  receive  further  orders. 

Your  Complaints  against  Cap!  McHenzie  must  be  laid  before  a 
General  Court  Partial,  which  the  General  will  order  if  you  insist 
upon  it,  when  you  come  down;  as  it  is  not  possible  to  form  one  at 
your  Post. 


The  General  has  been  well  satisfied  w.  the  behaviour  of 
Lieut  Cambell  & Lt  Miles,  but  proposes  to  inquire  in  the  Conduct  of 
the  People  who  have  abandonned  their  officer,  and  to  make  an  Fxemple 
of  Severity  to  deter  others  from  taking  the  sane  infamous  Steps. 


The  Corporal  who  has  abandonned  the  Sick  is  to  remain  in 
confinement,  till  his  Crime  can  be  tried  by  a Gen!  Court  Martial. 


There  will  be  Artificers  Sent  up  for  the  reparation  of 
Waggons,  with  the  necessary  Implements.

that  you  have  been  in  so  great  a want  of  Provisions.  He  had  given 
in  Tine  the  nost  possitive  Orders,  to  Howell  to  send  Cattle  up. 

But  His  delays  and  many  more  happen'd  upon  the  roads,  have  been  the 
Occasion  of  the  Extremity  you  was  reduced  to.  I hope  you  have  be 
Supplied  in  Time  and  there  is  Actually  upon  the  Roads,  a Sufficient 
Quantity  of  Provisions  to  Supply  you  abundantly  until  we  join  you. 

The  Impossibility  of  Collecting  a Sufficient  number  of 
Waggons  is  the  only  cause  that  prevents  our  March,  as  we  must  have 
our  Magazines  Filled  before  the  Pings  Troops  are  sent  up.  The 
General  has  done,  & is  still  doing  every  thing  in  his  Power  to 
Surmount  these  difficultys 

The  Country  People  are  to  Carry  in  Waggons  to  Bedford  Only, 
where  Cap^  Callender  & B.  Hugos,  have  Contracted  to  Station  1000 
Horses  to  Transport  Provisions  <x  Forrage  to  Fort  Legonier,  and  there 
we  shall  have  100  Waggons  to  Carry  to  Pittsburgh,  we  have  already 
bought  Part  of  The  Horses,  and  they  are  to  be  sent  up  immediately: 

Captain  Gordon  setts  out  in  a few  days  for  Pittsburgh,  with 
100  Artificers  and  the  Implements  necessary  to  build  a Fort,  Mills, 
3cc.  We  expect  to  see  the  whole  in  Motion  in  Ten  or  Twelve  days.

The  Virginia  Troops  have  Orders 
directly  & I suppose  that  L " Col:  Stephens  is  actually  at  Legonier 
with  His  Detachment,  Lieut  Ourry  is  at  Bedford  &,  will  take  care  to 
forward,  the  Convoys,  with  the  utmost  Expedition. 


The  discovery  of  a Creek  for  a Saw  Mill  is  a favourable 
Circumstance  we  shall  Perhaps  find  Pine  at  Some  distance  up,  or 
down  the  Rivers.

Orders,  that  no  Grass  be  Eaten  within  four  Miles  of  Pittsburgh,  and  if  it 
is  Possible  to  make  any  Hay  that  you  will  please  to  Collect,  as  much  as 
you  Can.  there  was  Scythes  at  Legonier.

I approve  of  Sob:  Zimmerman  for  Waggon  Master,  and  in  general 
of  every  body  whom  you  will  judge  for  to  be  appointed.  The  General 
thinks  it  just  to  pay  the  Constables  for  their  Trouble,  therefore  he 
desires  you  to  give  them  what  you  think  proper,  it  would  perhaps 
induce  them  to  be  more  industrious  and  active  if  they  had"  something 
for  each  Waggon  procured  by  their  Means. 
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I sent  you  by  Ennis  1=  l,000--0--0  Currency  and  gave  you  Credit 
for  L 1000.  more  unon  Neilson,  any  further  Sum  you  could  want  shall  be 
regularly  sent  to  you,  as  soon  as  you  let  me  know  it.  I beg  that  you 
will  collect  all  the  forage  that  you  possibly  can,  as  we  can  do 
nothing  without  it.  The  General  Expects  that  the  Assembly  will  renew 
the  Law  past  last  year,  to  oblige  the  people  to  give  their  Waggons  for 
his  Majesty’s  Service.  If  that  was  refused  we  should  fall  upon  proper 
Methods  to  compell  the  unwilling  to  do  their  Duty,  begining  by  those 
who  are  most  inclined  to  obstruct  the  Service. 

I rely  entirely  upon  your  Zeal  to  forward  the  Sixty  Waggons 
from  your  County,  and  replace  with  others  those  that  wou’d  chuse  to  be 
gone  after  one  or  more  Trips,  any  Assistance  in  our  power  you  may 
depend  upon. 

The  Troops  begin  to  march  from  Lancaster  on  Monday  next, 
therefore  we  must  exert  all  our  Industry  to  get  Provisions  &,  forage  to 
Bedford,  when  we  shall  in  a few  days  have  a thousand  Pack  Horses  to 
carry  forward. 

The  General  is  much  obliged  to  you  for  your  good  Wishes  and

The  General 
approves  much  your  Conduct  in  every  thing  you  have  done,  He  is  Sorry 
for  the  unhappy  affair  of  Cap1:  Bullet,  and  has  ordered  immediately  his 
Battallion  to  march  to  Bedford;  The  four  Comp?  which  are  at  Lancaster 
set  out  from  that  Place  on  Monday  next.  The  other  will  follow  with 
all  possible  dispatch 

There  is  one  hundred  Waggon  Horses  ordered  to  Bedford,  wV*1 
Forrage,  and  I hope  there  will  be  25  Waggons  fitted  out  there  to  employ 
them  in  carrying  Provisions  to  Ligonier;  They  shall  be  followed  by  100 
more,  and  a great  number  of  Pack  Horses,  which  will  enable  us  to 
Support  the  advanced  Posts,  till  the  Troops  can  be  raised  and  marched 
up . 


The  General  leaves  it  interelv  to  you  to  march  to  Ligonier 
with  a Convoy,  or  to  stay  till  you  can  be  reinforced,  as  you  are  the 
best  Judge  upon  the  Spot,  of  the  State  of  our  Provisions  beyond  the 
mountain,  and  of  the  time  they  are  to  be  supplied:  No  assistance  in 

his  Power  Shall  be  wanting. 

CapF  McKenzie  wt*1  his  Highlanders,  -and  -a LI— Ph c P one i 1 van  1 an-s-- - 
-are- is  to  stay  at  Bedford  and  Juniattn,  or  wherever  you  will  judge  it 
best  for  the  Service,  till  further  orders. 

The  Garrison  of  Ligonier  is  never  to  leave  that  Post  without 
a Sufficient  Force  to  prevent  an  Insult  from  the  Enemy,  as  they  could 
-a-tt-emt-  try  to  draw  out  the  Troops  to  attemt  the  Fort. 

Any  Convoy  Sent  to  Pittsburgh  must  have  a very  strong  Escort, 
Col.  Mercer  can  reinforce  them  and  meet  them  half  Way.

Yesterday  morning  your  Express  delivered  me  yours  of  the  23^, 
the  Contents  of  which  gave  the  General  great  Satisfaction.  It  is  with 
no  less  pleasure  I am  to  acquaint  you  that  he  approves  extremely  of 
all  your  Transactions,  and  desires  you  may  continue  to  take  the 
measures  you  may  think  most  Conducive  to  the  preservation  of  your 
Post,  and  the  Protection  of  your  Convoys. 

The  Extraordinary  activity  of  the  Enemy  and  the  Continual 
Success  they  have  had  in  their  Attempts  require  from  us  the  same 
Allertness.  If  your  friendly  Indians  would  serve  you  faithfully,  they 
can  be  of  great  Service  in  discovering  and  giving  timely  notice  of  the 
Motions  of  the  french.  If  one  of  the  flying  Parties  could  once  be  cut 
off,  they  would  perhaps  be  more  Cautious  to  venture  at  so  great  a 
distance  from  Venango,  and  we  wou’d  more  easily  clear  the  Communicat ion . 

Every  thing  here  is  in  motion  to  support  you  effectually,  the 
General  has  ordered  his  own  Battallion  to  march  immediately  to  Bedford, 
where  they  are  to  be  followed  by  the  Virginia  & Pensyl vania  Troops,  as 
soon  as  they  are  raised  and  equipt.  A number  of  Waggons  are  upon  the 
Road  with  Provisions  and  forage,  1000  Pack  Horses  will  be  stationed  at 
Bedford  & 100  Waggons  at  Ligoneer.  A Large  number  of  Beeves  and  sheep 
are  ready  to  set  out,  and  in  a short  time  we  have  hopes  to  see  you 
above  any  kind  of  Danger.  Lieu^  Colonel  Stephen  was  to  set  out  from 
Bedford  with  a Large  Convoy  and  all  his  Forces,  when  you  have 
Intellegence  of  their  Coming  to  you  please  to  send  them  a Reinforcement 
halfway  to  Ligoneer  to  strengthen  their  Escort.  The  Furrs  received  in 
Exchange  for  Indian  Goods  are  to  be  kept  at  Pittsburgh,  till  you  have 
a safe  opportunity  to  send  them  down. 

The  Goods  taken  from  Mr  Pemberton’s  Stores,  as  well  as  from 
the  Hospital  shall  be  valued  when  we  meet  you,  as  the  men  are  to  be 
cleared  there. 

Captain  Gordon  & Lieut  Mayer  Engenfs  are  on  their  march  to 
Pittsburgh,  with  about  100  Artificers  & one  Company  of  New  Levies 
(Cap^  Jones)  but  their  motions  will  be  slow  having  a number  of  Waggons 
and  Stores  to  carry  with  them. 
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I shall  leave  this  place  in  a few  days  and  the  General  will 
follow  soon  after. 

This  is  a Critical  tine  for  you  but  we  confide  entirely  in 
your  Prudence,  and  Industrious  to  extricate  yourself  from  the 
difficulties  that  suround  you.

The  General  approves  all  the  measures  you  have  taken  and  the 
persons  you  have  appointed  for  the  several  Branches  of  Business  at 
Carlisle,  they  shall  have  their  "/arrant s when  I go  up,  which  will  be 
shortly.  In  the  meantime,  please  to  give  them  two  Lines  under  your 
hand  to  certifie  the  time  they  have  been  taken  into  the  Service,  and 
their  Pay. 


The  Acco^3  of  the  Meadows  used  last  year  are  to  be  settled 
by  the  Commissioners,  and  sent  to  them  the  people  will  be  paid  with 

the  Waggons  See. 
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This  is  not  a Reason  for  the  Magistrates  to  delay  the 
appraisement  of  the  Meadows  for  the  actual  Service  and  the  General 
insists  upon  this  being  done  immediately,  if  it  was  not  effectuated 
At  the  the  Receipts  of  this. following  for  the  management  of  said 
meadows,  the  Minutes  I gave  to  M?  Clark,  and  any  others  that  you 
shall  judge  necessary. 

Some  of  the  new  Levies  in  the  Neighbourhood  must  be  employed 
in  making  Hay,  as  it  will  not  be  possible  to  Collect  before  Harvest  a 
sufficient  Quantity  of  dry  forage  to  carry  on  the  Service.  I sent  you 
1 500-0-0  to  begin  with  any  further  sum.  shall  be  remitted  to  Mr 
Bayard  as  the  Service  may  require.  The  Clothing  & Camp  Equipage  for 
the  fifty  men  you  have  ordered  to  Bedford  must  be  sent  to  them,  with 
what  is  to  go  to  Ligoneer  & Pittsburgh  the  present  Circumstances  not 
permitting  to  relieve  these  People. 

The  General  has  ordered  all  the  Compleat  Companies  to  march  to 
Carlile,  where  their  Clothing  5c  Camp  Equipage  shall  follow  them,  and 
when  they  are  equipt  they  are  to  proceed  to  Bedford,  -an-d— 

The  four  Companies  of  R.  A.  have  orders  to  march  from  Lancaster 
the  4^  Inst  for  Bedford,  and  will  immediately  be  followed  by  the  Six. 

I hope  you  have  been  able  to  Collect  the  Waggons  of  your  County, 
the  General  leaves  it  to  you  to  take  what  measures  you  think  proper  to 
compell  them  to  do  their  Duty.  If  they  don’t  obey  the  Majist rates 
Summons  as  the  Emergincies  of  the  Service  will  not  admit  of  delay. 

Captain  Gordon,  is  to  take  Captain  Jones’s  Company  which  I 
suppose  will  be  ready  to  march  with  him.  Every  thing  moves  on  very 
Slowly  and  the  General  meets  with  disapointments  from  all  Sides,  but 
there  is  a Prospect  of  better  Success  in  a short  time

I had  your  Two  Letters  of  the  28.  & 29^  Instants  and  hope 

you  have  by  this  Time  extricated  yourself  out  of  Carlisle  as  any  Stay 
there  would  be  great  prejudice  to  The  Service  no  Body  so  well 
acquainted  with  Stations  allotted  to  you.  The  Dismal  Circumstances 
of  the  Advanced  posts  renders  your  presence  Necessary  at  Bedford. 
Therefore  you  will  proceed  there  as  soon  as  possible,  leaving  the 
Carriage  of  Tools  &c . to  The  Care  of  Captain  Gordon,  & under  the 
direction  cf  Col:  Armstrong  who  will  be  so  good  to  take  that  trouble 
off  your  Hands . 

The  General  has  Orderd  His  Battallion  to  March  Forthwith  to 
Bedford  to  have  a Force  Sufficient  to  Conmand  The  Communication  & 
Furnish  Escorts  to  Our  Convoys. 

100  Waggon  Horses  are  Orderd  to  go  up  loaded  with  Forrage,  & 

I begg  you  will  get  as  many  Waggons  as  you  can  fitted  out  to  Employ 
them,  as  well  as  the  100  More  which  are  to  follow  immediately  and  to 
send  part  of  your  Artificers  and  necessary  Implements  to  repair  The 
Waggons  at  Legonier  to  Carry  to  Pittsburgh. 

We  shall  want  120  /Vaggons  at  least,  besides  the  pack  Horses. 

The  Horses  will  be  bought  and  Sent  up  before  all  The  Waggons  & Geers 
can  be  ready,  but  if  possible  I would  Avoid  employing  the  Waggon  Horses 
as  pack  Horses,  as  it  would  Destroy  them.  In  case  you  should  be 
reduced  to  that  necessity  they  are  not  to  use  any  Saddles,  but  Carry 
Baggs  of  Flour  or  Forrage  on  Their  naked  Backs. 

The  pack  Horses  are  to  Sett  off  for  Bedford  with  Forrage  , as 
coon  as  They  are  Collected,  and  to  take  all  possible  Measures  to  Form 
a Large  Convoy  to  sett  out  at  once  with  a Strong  Escort  from  Bedford 
to  Legonier. 


Write  every  where  you  have  any  possibility  of  getting  Forrage 
deliverd:  at  Bedford,  or  at  least  at  Loudoun  and  Carlisle. 

Their  are  80  Waggons  Fitting  Gut  at  3erks  with  90  Bushells 
each  40  for  themselves  and  50  for  the  Tings  use,  which  with  the  few 
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Waggons  from  Lancaster  & vork,  will  make  a Begining.  Please  to  see 
these  Waggons  unloaded  &.  ^ent  Back  to  Carlisle  from  Bedford,  without 
delay,  and  recommend  to  all  The  posts,  to  use  them  well,  & not  to 
Molest  them  in  any  Individual  Thing  as  our  whole  dependence  is  upon 
The  Exact  performance  of  our  Engagements. 

When  you  have  done  with  the  Smiths  at  Bedford,  one  at  least 
must  be  Station’d  at  Littleton  with  a Wheelwright , & some  Iron  left 
there  to  repair  any  Waggons  that  are  Broke  upon  The  road. 

The  Inhabitants  of  Cumberland  did  Distinguish  Themselves  last 
Year  by  their  Backwardness  for  the  Service.  I am  affraid  we  shall  be 
Obliged  to  Use  again  The  same  Argument  to  put  them  in  Mind  That,  The 
King  has  a right  to  Their  Service  on  paying.

Since  the  forrage  can  not  be  got,  I beg  you  will  make  Inquirys, 
who  are  the  People  who  have  any  to  Spare,  that  we  may  come  at  it  by 
some  means  or  others. 

Would  it  not  be  well  to  propose  the  People  who  enter  their 
Waggons  for  Bedford  to  load  at  their  Own  houses  90  Bushells  of 
forrage  and  leave  at  Carlisle  what  they  may  not  want  for  their  first 
Trip  to  Bedford,  ana  be  Supplied  again  w£h  their  own  forrage,  or 
the  Seme  specie  for  a Second  and  third  Trip,  without  paying  anything 
for  Storrage.

After  two  years  of  waiting,  I had  finally  lost  hope  of  being 
able  to  reach  you  by  my  letters,  or  of  getting  yours,  when  I received 
at  the  same  time  the  letters  which  yon  took  the  trouble  to  write  me  on 
Feb.  10,  1758  and  Jan.  10,  1759.  The  good  news  you  give  of  your  health 
and  of  your  family,  and  tne  certainty  that  you  have  not  forgotten  me 
gave  me  the  keenest  pleasure.  I have  not  yet  been  ill  in  this  country, 
in  spite  of  our  continual  labors,  especially  during  the  last  campaign 
in  a wilderness. 

* Last  word  illegible. 
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The  infirmity  of  General  Forbes  threw  upon  me  all  the 
difficulties  of  the  command,  and  his  friendship  and  trust  made  me 
overcome  the  innumerable  difficulties  which  surrounded  us,  and  which 
we  finally  surmounted  by  dint  of  work,  patience,  and  firmness.  He 
had  the  first  personages  of  the  Court  for  patrons,  and  his  success  gave 
him  a new  title  to  their  favor.  I could  depend  on  him.  His  death 
ruined  all  my  expectations  in  that  quarter,  and  made  me  lose  the 
reward  of  my  services. 

Unknown  to  the  new  general  in  chief;  scarcely  acquainted 
with  Brigadier  Stanwix,  who  had  been  named  commander  in  the  Southern 
Department;  having,  moreover,  several  enemies  whom  the  favors  of  the 
late  general  had  drawn  upon  me;  and  exposed  by  all  their  antipathy  to 
be  ruined;  I found  myself  in  a critical  enough  situation,  but  truth 
finally  dissipated  all  the  clouds,  in  spite  of  their  troubles  and 
intrigues.  I am  still  on  my  feet  and  as  much  in  favor  as  under 
previous  reigns. 

I have  had  very  obliging  letters  from  General  Amherst  who 
did  me  the  honor  to  say,  after  Forbes’s  death,  that  he  would  like  to 
have  me  in  his  army,  and  destined  for  it  the  battalion  which  I command; 
but  as  soon  as  Brigadier  Monckton  was  named  to  this  command,  he  told 
me  that  he  had  persuaded  the  general  to  leave  me  with  him.  I am 
second  in  command,  and  will  make  the  campaign  in  the  capacity  of 
adjutant  general  for  the  Southern  Provinces  with  the  same  salary  as 
the  deputy  quartermaster  general. 

I could  wish  that  Jules  was  old  enough  to  enter  the  service. 

It  would  be  easy  for  me  to  place  him  today,  and  as  the  price  is  very 
low  now,  a company  could  be  obtained  for  him  in  one  or  two  years. 

This  service  is  advantageous  when  entered  young,  because  one  has 
the  prospect  of  a regiment.  If  you  have  any  thought  in  that  direction, 
or  think  of  establishing  a branch  in  England,  it  would  be  well  to  send 
him  there  to  be  put  in  the  public  schools,  and  not  in  a private  school, 
to  receive  a completely  English  education  and  learn  to  speak  the 
language  like  a native. 

It  would  be  natural  for  you  to  have  a prejudice  against 
America,  and  for  you  to  be  unwilling  to  establish  one  of  your  sons 
there;  but  it  is  the  only  place  open  to  a foreigner,  and  the  war  has 
caused  a considerable  change.  The  towns  are  growing  in  a surprising 
manner,  commerce  is  flourishing,  the  people  are  thriving  and  becoming 
more  refined,  the  arts  are  being  introduced,  and  it  can  be  prophesied 
that  in  a century  or  two,  it  will  be  equal  to  Europe.  Now  is  the  time 
to  establish  there.  The  price  of  land  is  increasing  in  proportion  to 
the  increase  of  the  inhabitants,  and  by  buying  a reasonable  amount  of 
land  one  is  sure  of  leaving  an  estate  for  posterity  for  a small  price.

Cochran’s  Safe  arrival  at  Ligonier  is  a happy  Cir- 
cumstance he  has  Acted  with  Judgment,  and  his  Men  deserves  Praises 
for  their  gallant  behaviour: 

Our  numbers  increasing  So  fast  at  Ligonier  and  Pittsburgh 
will  require  greater  Supplies  of  Provisions  and  The  General  was 
pleased  to  see  that  you  had  another  Convoy  ready  to  Set  out. 

If  The  Virginia  Troops  come  to  Bedford,  They  will  enable  you 
to  Send  a large  Convoy  under  Their  Escort.

There  is  a large  Convoy  upon  the  Road,  & another  ready  to  Set 
out;  The  harvest  being  now  over  we  can  expect  more  assistance  from  the 
Province  of  Pensilv'?  & Cumberland  Road  being  opened  may  be  of  service 
to  us.

The  General  desires  that  you  would  -take- transmit  to  him  all  the 
Informations  you  can  collect  and  your  Opinion  upon  the  best  method  of 
marching  500  men  to  effectuate  the  above  Purpose  Mentioning  tho 
distances  from  Post  to  Post  to  Prisqu’Ile  & from  thence  to  Niagara. 
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As  it  is  not  possible  for  us  Either  to  transport  Batteaux  to 
Presqu'Ile,  or  to  build  them  there,  they  must  be  sent  from  Niagara, 
which  may  perhaps  be  as  difficult  -f-er— want  -of-  if  they  have  no  horses  to 
carry  them  a cross  the  Portage  near  Niagara. 

Therefore  you  will  please  to  inquire  of  the  most  knowing  Indians 
if  there  is  a Road  or  Path  leading  from  Presqu'  lie  to  Niagara,  -What- 
Re-ad- T'That  sort  of  a Road,  Country  food  for  horses,  distances  &?  and  if 
the  th-ing  march  is  practicable  by  land  from  Priskisle,  we  -shall  must 
take  our  Measures  accordingly. 

The  Indians  having  stolen  and  killed  many  of  our  Horses  I beg 
you  would  purchase  all  the  Virg?  Horses  and  Maggons  that  can  be  of  any 
service,  and  give  them  time  to  recruit  in  some  good  Pasture  till  they 
are  fit  to  be  employed  again:  giving  them  certificates  for  the  Payment. 

The  T,raggons  lefft  with  you  last  year  should  also  be  repaired,  as  we  are 
obliged  to  bear  all  the  Height  of  the  Expedition,  without  any  kind  of 
assistance  from  the  Provinces,  further  than  Eedford  and  even  very 
deficient  in  that  Respect. 

Cap"!'  Killbock  who  had  Letters  for  you  Stole  16,  of  the  Train 
Horses  at  Ligonier,  and  scalped  the  driver  than- who  reclaimed  them, 
he  comitted  some  other  Insults  upon  the  Road,  for  which  the  General 
wi-H  insists  upon  a Hepa-mat i-on - satisfaction , and  desires  you  would 
make  a point  of  it  with  the  headmen  of  his  Nation  as  such  behaviour 
is  not  to  be  suffered  tamely,  from  People  who  pretend  to  be  friends. 

The  number  of  Troops  at  Pittsburgh  Yeur— Post-  being  in  a 
continual  fluctuation,  Please  to  Send  frequent  Returns,  of  men  & 
Provisions,  -and- 

The  General  desires  you  will  take  from  the  Suttlers 
Whatever  Ram  or  any  other  necessaries  are  wanted  for  the 
artificers  and  the  Troops  Suttlers-  -Th-e- 

Ge-nc-ral  de-ei-roo  y oe-waol-d-  Lak-e-,  giving  them  an-  Certificates  for 
the  quantity  and  Price  thereof  which  Shall  be  paid:  as  it  was  not 

possible  with  all  Endeavours  to  forward  every  thing  while  the 
Communication  was  Infested  & all  our  Convoys  attacked.

The  General  received  your  Letters  of  the  11:  6:  13:  Inst,  with 

the  minutes  of  Your  Conference  with  the  Western  Indians:  It  is  to  be 

hoped  from  the  flourishing  situation  of  our  affairs  that  they  -will— be- 
ar e sincere  in  thoir  Pr-emia  as  - of  confirming  the  Peace. 

On  our  side  everything  shall  be  done  to  establish  an  Extensive 
Trade  with  them,  and -s-eiti-lag-  regulate  it  in  a yus-t  manner  that  may 
satisfy  them.  But  they  must  be  Sensible  that  while  the  Ennemies 
infested  the  Communication  L attacked  all  our  Convoys,  The  merchants 
would  not  go  up,  nor  any  goods  could  be  carried  to  them:  But  if  the 

Road  is  once  clear  of  any  such  disturbance  They  may  depend  upon  being 
Supplied  -as -large- ly-  of  every  thing  wanted,  and  on  the  best  Terms. 

The  General  has  wrote  to  the  Comis si oners  and  to  mT  Pemberton 
to  send  with  the  utmost  diligence  -a- large  quantities  of  Goods  to 
exchange  for  their  Skins:  They  must  have  a little  Patience,  & not  take 

Impossibility  for  neglegct  or  111  will:  Their  brethren  in  the  french 

Interest  are  only  to  blame  for  these  delays  had  they  not  friglitned  the 
Merchants  there  would  have  been  by  this  time  Plenty  of  goods  up. 

Your  Remarks  upon  the  Prices  fixed  by  the  Comissioners  will  be 
taken  in  Consideration,  and  the  General  desires  that  you  would  do ■ a 
give  him  in  Writing  -yeur-eb-serv-a-t i ons— fe-  a full  State  of  the  Case  with 
your  opinion  on  that  subject  to  settle  things  in  the  best  manner  when  he 
Will  be- at  as  Soon  as  he  comes  to  Pittsburgh: 

It.  will  be  of  great  service  if  you  can  prevail  upon  the  Indians 
to  return  the  Horses  they  have  stolen,  and  purchase  from  them  any 
quantity  they  would  spare,  -Exeh-anging- paying  them  in  Money,  goods,  or 
Cattle  as  they  like  best  and  put  the  King’s  brand  upon  any  such  Horses. 

I mention  to  Col:  Mercer  the  behaviour  of  Killbock,  The  General 
requires  that  you  would  do  your  utmost  to  obtain  satisfaction  of  that 
Injury  comitted  by  a man  who  came  to  us  -and -was-  treated  as  a friend: 
and  was  received  as  such; 

Col,  Mercer  will  communicate  to  you  our  difficulty  about 
garrisoning  Niagara;  Please  to  collect  all  the  Information  that  can  be 
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depended  upon  concerning  that  Country,  and  the  best  method  of 
complying  v/ith  Gen!  Amherst's  orders.  Perhaps  Sir  William  will 
mention  something  of  it  in  his  Letters  to  you,  as  he  is  informed 
of  that  measure:  and  unless  they  Send  us  Batteaux  to  Preskuisle,

By  your  Letter  of  the  1C  Instant  you  complain  that  Samuel 
Seely  one  of  the  Waggon  masters,  was  refused  Provisions  for  His  Drivers, 
unless  they  would  pay  for  it,  This  I did  not  know,  and  it  is  contrary  to 
the  orders  given  by  the  General  himself  at  Carlisle,  which  will  be 
repeated  to  prevent  any  misunderstanding  for  the  future. 

But  give  me  leave  to  observe,  that  in  allowing  the  Drivers  to 
draw  Provisions  in  the  settlements  without  paying  for  the  same  The 
General  intended  it  as  a favour  and  not  an  obligation. 

You  appeal  to  his  first  advertisement,  hut  i-t-  which  can  not  be 
binding  for  hire,  since  the  Conditions  were  not  complied  with  by  the 
People:  The  Service  of  the  Waggons  was  by  that  advertisement  extended  to 

Pittsburgh,  and  consequently  Provisions  must  have  been  given  to  the 
Drivers  in  that  Wilderness.  But  as  no  Waggon  could  be  obtained  on  those 
Terms,  others  were  afterwards  offered  in  the  advertisements  published  by 
the  Managers,  in  which  I do  not  remember/having  none  -of— y-oure-  by  me/  that 
any  Provisions  are  mentioned,  as  the  Service  of  the  Country  Waggons  was 
then  limited  between  Bedford  and  Carlisle,  where  the  Drivers  could 
provide  themselves  as  they  always  do  in  the  settlements. 

The  People  having  therefore  not  entered  their  Waggons  upon  the 
first,  but  upon  the  second  advertisement.  They  were  only  intitled  to  the 
Conditions  therein  expressed,  and  if  any  had  been  omitted  to  their 
prejudice;  Reason  and  Justice  dictates  that  Such  omission  would  be 
rectified  upon  representation.  But  the  non  performance  of  any  Condition 
not  contained  in  Said  advertisement,  can  never  be  called  a dishonest 
thing . or  an  Injustice , and  much  less  a Plott . and  pray  Sir,  where  have 
you  -t-ak-en-  heard  that  Either  General  Stanwix  or  I,  who  have  been  concerned 
in  these  Contracts  were  ever  charged  with  such  Imputations  ?

The  Concourse  of  Indians  is  very  great  at  Pittsburgh,  where 
they  bring  a large  quantity  of  Skins  to  trade  with  us;  But  the 
difficulty  of  Carriage  and  the  danger  of  the  Communication  Sometime 
ago,  have  prevented  The  Commissioners  for  Indian  Trade  and  the 
Merchants  in  Pennsylvania  from  Sending  a Sufficient  assortment  of 
Goods  to  answer  the  demands  of  Indians. 

The  Communication  between  Virginia  and  the  Ohio  being  now 
opened  by  Braddocks  Road  cleared  by  Mp  Finnie,  It  would  be  Advantageous 
for  Your  Province  to  Share  in  The  Trade  with  the  Indians,  and  Send  as 
Soon  as  possible  Goods  to  Pittsburgh. 

If  you  think  proper  to  open  that  Trade , I will  take  the 
Liberty  to  recommend  to  your  Protection,  M?  Finnie,  who  by  opening  the 
Trade  with  great  Industry  and  diligence  deserves  Some  Encouragement: 

He  offers  under  Your  approbation  to  forward  Speedily  a Quantity  of 
Goods  to  Pittsburgh,  where  The  General,  will  fix  the  Prices  upon  just 
& equal  Terms  between  The  Provinces  & the  Indians. 

Besides  the  Profits  that  can  be  expected  from  a well  regulated 
Trade  upon  the  Ohio:  it  seems  to  be  the  most  Effectual  way  of  fixing

Governor  Fouquier 
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Col:  Burd  of  the  Pennsylvania  Regiment  march  on  Monday  next  with 
200  Men  of  his  Battalion  for  that  purpose,  and  we  hope  that  so  many 
Communications  will  Encourage  the  Country  people  to  Send  their  Product 
to  The  Army,  and  enable  us  to  Subsist  that  Multitude  of  Indians, 
preying  upon  us,  used  to  be  fed  by  the  French,  they  have  planted  no 
Corn,  and  have  no  other  dependance  to  live  than  our  Provisions.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  they  will  by  degrees  return  to  their  former  peaceable 
Way  of  living,  Plant  Corn,  & Hunt,  Eut  in  the  present  Circumstances  we 
are  Obliged  to  humour  them  tho*  the  Weight  is  almost  intolerable.

The  death  of  your  Agent  is  a great  loss  this  time,  you  may  depend  upon 
my  ready  Assistance,  wherever  I can  do  you  any  Service,  and  I Send  your 
Letter  to  The  General  at  Pittsburgh,  to  desire  he  would  give  the 
Necessary  Orders  for  the  Covering  of  your  Goods  & Skins  and  get  them 
Carried  down  by  Our  returned  Waggons.  Please  to  let  me  know  who  would 
receive  them  at  Carlisle  or  Lancaster,  as  we  cannot  Send  them  further. 

I was  obliged  to  remain  here  to  forward  Provisions  to  The  Ohio, 

But  the  backwardness  of  the  People  of  Pennsylv:  and  near  a total 
Stagnation  of  Waggons  puts  it  out  of  my  Power  to  Subsist  the  Troops  there. 

We  have  continually  4,  or  500  Indians  to  feed  at  Pittsburgh,  and 
no  Treaty  can  be  held  or  Invitations  given  till  we  have  a Sufficient 
Magazine  of  Provisions  to  Subsist  them.  And  Unless  the  Legislature  will 
Assist  us  Effectually,  we  must  loose  all  the  Advantages  obtained,  with  so 
much  Pains,  danger,  & Sxpence,  and  the  Peace  with  the  Western  Indians, 
and  the  building  will  remain  imperfect.  Braddock’s  Road  is  opened,  and 
we  are  cutting  another  Road  from  the  Great  Meadows  to  the  mouth  of 
Redstone  Creek,  upon  The  Mononghehela  where  Storehouses  are  to  be  built 
for  the  Reception  of  what  can  be  got  from  Virginia  and  Maryland.  The 
last  ressource  we  have  left,  being  So  ill  supported  from  your  Province. 

I wish  Our  Affairs  could  take  a better  turn  I would  have  it  more 
in  my  Power  to  Serve  you  in  going  my  self  to  Pittsburgh,  But  as  I am 
Circumstanced  I Shall  do  every  thing  in  my  Power  for  the  Public  Service,

I Should  be  glad  to  know  what  day  ia-  near  the  End  of  next 
Month  I could  meet  you  at  Winchester,  where  I Shall  go  to  Settle  all 
the  .accounts  of  your  Province.  I suppose  your  abscence  will  not  be 
long,  and  I Shall  take  your  time  for  -that-  Said  meeting:  In  the  mean 

while,  you  will  Please  to  get  the  accounts  ready,  as  I -oeuld  can  not 
--wali-  Spare  much  time  there. 

I Send  you  Copy  of  the  Commissary’s  Letter  at  Fort  Cumberland, 
by  which  you  will  observe  that  he  has  made  no  difficulty  to  receive 
Meal  for  flour,  and  only  objected  to  what  was  not  receivable  as  such. 

I hope  M?  Ramsay  will  see  himself  what  he  Sends  to  prevent  any  further 
disapointment .

Sir 


I am  obliged  to  you  for  the  account  you  was  pleased  to  Send 
me  of  the  glorious  success  of  His  Majesties  Arms  at  Quebec.  That 
important  Event  will  finish  the  War  in  this  Continent.  But  till  a 
Peace  is  made,  I hope  we  Shall  not  So  far  trust  our  good  fortune 
as  to  neglect  the  means  to  Secure  it 

Lu  Seely’s  Brigade  disapointed  us  greatly.  The  General 
having  expected  that  he  would  (have)  proceeded  at  least  to 
Ligonier  as  you  had  wrote  to  him,  but  it  seems  that  he  would 
not  even  make  a Second  Tripp  to  Bedford.  The  Expence  of  Mileage 
for  the  remote  Counties  is  Sc  great,  that  unless  They  make  two 
or  three  Trips  from  Carlisle,  The  Carriage  will  amount  very  high: 
As  you  mentioned  before  that  the  Owners  intention  was  that  their 
Waggons  Should  continue  in  the  Service.  The  General  has  sent 
orders  to  Capt?  Ourry  to  oblige  them  to  go  to  Ligonier  for  one 
Tripp,  and  to  prevent  any  Complaint  about  Partiality,  The  Order 
is  general  for  all  the  Waggons  to  go  there  once  before  they  are 
dismissed  from  the  Service. 

We  have  Actually  Provisions  enough  for  the  rest  of  the 
Campaign,  and  had  contracted  in  Virginia  for  1000  Barrells  of 
flour  for  the  Winter  Stock  but  as  there  is  an  Appearance  of 
disappointment,  The  General  will  not  leave  anything  to  Chance, 
and  as  those  Waggons  will  be  abundantly  Supplyed  w.  dry  forrage 
for  nothing  at  Bedford,  and  paid  by  the  day  according  to  Law  I 
hope  there  will  be  no  Complaints.

When  the  salt  arrives  you  are  to  salt  a sufficient  quantity 
of  Meat  to  serve  your  garrison  to  the  first  of  July  next,  and  some' 
more  for  the  for  the  use  of  Battoenen , irfi—- Case- precaring  Troughs  for 
it . 


Should  the  Road  between  the  Fort  and  the  great  Crossing  of 
Yioghiogheny  want  any  necessary  repair  to  make  it  passable,  you  will 
3end  a few  men  with  Tools  to  do  it. 

The  'Trees  Standing  in  the  Fort  or  near  the  stockadoes  are  not 
to  be  cut  down,  being  lefft  for  the  Coriveniency  of  Shade  in  summer.

We  arrived  here  the  16*h  The  Water -waa- being  so  low  that 
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our  Empty  Battoes  run  aground  twenty  times, -Bat-  the  River  is  now  high 
enough,  had  we  1-eads-f-or  -4-hem-  Provisions  to  Send  down,  But  except  Nine 
Waggons  that  came  in  last  night,  and  five  that  are  expected  to  -night- 
day  (having  Sent  back  the  Horses  of  the  first  to  bring  them  up,)  -ail- The 
rest  of  Ramsay's  Waggons  have  given  out,  upon  the  Road  and  -ha- were 
obliged  to  carry  the  flour  -back-  upon  their  Horses  to  the  House  at  the 
Crossing. 

The  first  have  been  18  days  from  Cumberland  and  they  Say  that  it 
is  not  possible  for  this  year  to  ■ex-pac-t  bring  up  more  Carriages;  Pack 
Horses  only  can  go  in  the  Winter: 

-Bae-t— t-od-ay  1?—- Ba-gs--ef-~S~-  This  day  arrived  42^-  Bush  salt  upon  Pack 
Horses,  which  I Send  down  with  what  flour,  is  in  store. 

Col.  Byrd  can  have  no  dependence  upon  the  r ot-u-r-n-cd-  Waggons 
returning  from  this  Post,  as  most  of  them  ■ leaving- are  not  able --to- c-e- 
leave  them  here  taking  only  their  Horses  back. 

We  have  lost  again  here  some  of  the  few  Horses  we  had  left,  -Tfa-e 
officers  of -ihis-Pos-t— eaime-t— take  which  distresses  us  greatly  There  are 
Thieves  everywhere , and  I expect  great  havock  among  yours  when  the  Troops 
are  ordered  down. 

I Set  out  to  morrow  for  Fort  Cumberland  to  forward  the  salt  upon 
Pack  Horses. 

I bought -arb©ut- twelve  Barrils  -ef- flour  -efrom  some  Country  People; 
who  have  promised  to  bring  more 

The  Snow  is  very  deep  upon  the  Mountains,  and- tho ' there  has  been 
no  frost  yet  here. 

The  Fort  is  the  prettiest  thing  of  the  kind  I ever  saw,  and 
-ent-i-r-ely  finished  with  the  utmost  nicety: 

I have  appointed  Lieut  Stoddert  to  act  as  King's  Commissary  & 
left  him  money  and  Instructions  to  purchase  all  sorts  of  Eatables  The 
Prices  of  which  I have  fixed  provisionaly . The  Commanding  officer  has 
also  his  Instructions  and  -will— lust— s-end-  is  to  write  to  Pittsburgh  when 
he  there  are  stores  enough  here  to  load  their  12  Battoes.
